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P R E F A C E. 

A Society of Phyficians who met together occa* 
fionally to converfe on medical fubjecls, be^ 
came defirous of enlarging the views of their infti- 
tation, fo as to render their meetings of fome u(e 
to the public.

THE great advantages derived by medi- 
cal ftudents at Edinburgh from the Cli- 
nical Ward of the Infirmary, have long 
been defervedly acknowledged. The bed: marked 
^ileafesj fuch a^. are the mod fingular in their na- 
VoIn L N* I, A twrci 
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turc^ and the greateft variety of acute as well as 
chronic complaints, are fele<5led for it. Regular 
and circumftantial reports of every fymptom b^-' 
longing to the difeafe, and of fvery effeft pro- 
duced t>y the remedies adminiftertd, are taken 
conftantly once, and in acute and urgent cafes, 
^generally twice a day, in prefence of the ftu- 
dcnts. Thcfe reports are all reviewed, when the 
cafe becomes the fubjcft of a clinical lefture, 
which is delivered twice a week during the win- 
ter and-fummer feffions. The utility.of fuch an 
inftitution, as an appendage to a medical college, 
•TTiuft be ftifRciently obvious j but its advantages 
arc not confined merely to the ftudent ; in the\ 
hands of .an inquifmve and accurate obferver.ft 
muft prove a' fruitful fource of information, 
which may ultimately tend to the improvement 
of the art itfelf. This is the opinion of Dr. 
Home ; and this opinion, we are told, produced 
the publication before us, which is the rcfuk of 
his attendance on the Clinical Ward during two 
fummers, and a part of fix winters.

That 
there appears to be no difierenee jn the efie&s of

. quotidian or tertian. ^ With regard ?o thefe con- 
clufions, we beg leave to obferve^ tb^t we have

In fome c^fes of this for.( our .author 
tried the bark % in one pf thele, which was ac«^

ufe* When there is general, fymptomatic fwcat- 
.ingy tremor, or littJte drought, he thinks it may 
b? pre^ribed tt> advantage ^ itsef{edb» in moft 
points, jbeing fimilar, to thofe of wine, with this 
difierei)cc^howeyer, that they appear later and are 
of ipn§pt duration than the latter. In five other 
cafqs. our author tried, the tin£tura cantharides^ 
.wbichjhe copfid^ns 9n, innocent remedy when 
takei) tp^gut< XX thrice a day; tboonly fenlible 
ep^ i/c producf4 .bmng a fenfation of heac in 
;he ^mach, except in on^ patieec in whom ic 
occafioned grip^ By coit)bining it with mu« 
. cilage of gum arabic he ha3 been enabled to in- 
. cr^e the dofe of ji( u> gut. xxxvi four times a 
day in cutaneous diiei^s ; and to. gut. 1. in a 
diabetes^ without ai^.vifibke0Q&9 on the uri^ 
. nary paflages. Ftom.ffiven cafes of typhui, in 
whic)> blifters were applied at a time when no 
other reinedy was employed, he conclude them 
to be of fmall adva^xag^ in this diieafe ; five of 
. ;he fcven patients not having been fenfibly re- 
lieved 
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IJcvcd b/thcm ; and thcit Igdod cffcfts, in the twb 
' others, having :appeared doilbtlul : our aiithor 
endca^Bra to accoMAC fef^ (^i^ by obferving^ 
that as the ftimulating pemer-of Uifters lafh 
only two or thfec hours, and of coiiirfe ttoo (hort 
a time Co be of much fervicc^ their antifpdhiodic 
eSc£l:3, which take place aftet this ftimulu&% 
ever, win do more harm than the lattei^ has done 
good. Dr. Home has-pAKaps been tdo haft^ Si 
his conckifion here, as we have often experienced 
the moft excellent eftcft^ from blifters fai rafes 
of typhtis. He rccomnAchds biiftei's to' Ae tem- 
ples io thir-difeafo^ not <with a view*^to pro- 
duce any goodjeflfe^s on the fever, but cherely 
to relieve the head-acb»*^and in this way we ai^ 
told he has ^tfn ifxperleiKed their efficacy. 
-We wiih we could always prevent the ftrangur^^, 
which is ibrfrequently a» efieft of thde appiki- 
tions. Our auehw • afiercs that it may ealily be 
done by fprinkling camphor on the bitfter-, and 
-Co Dr. Greenfield afi^rted long ago, but we fear 
without iiifficieiit realbti. We have fecn ftran- 
giiry produced in a violent degree, though cam- 
phor was rubbed' upon the- bliftet, and -at the 
fanne time gfvcrf internally.^ The effeds of f6- 
mchtation of the legs arc next related. Our 

author 
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author tried tk» method in ievea aSc%^ and 
found it produced afironger pvlfe^ a difpofition 
to lleepy. and a naoofture of the (kin. As its good 
efie&s depend upon its ftinmlus, he adyifcs the 
heat to be above ibo* of Fahr. Therm, becaufe 
if it is wichiA this, it will ftimukte kfs, and re- 
Iw wQt€^ Dy. Honae gave camphor in five cafes, 
but he is dubious with regard to its eSTcAs,. and 
refervestfaed^ifionforfurtherexperimenr& From 
its feiUtive properties he feems difpolcx) to think 
rathor unfavourably of it in typhus; but we. 
think It nght to obferve here, that the fedative 
powers. of this fuhftsmce have not yet been fk^ 
tisfa&nrily aiccrtainedi and our author. c^^not 
but know that 'Sir John* Pringk> who experi- 
cnced ks good e&ds in malignant kvers; 
afcribeajjihein to its aiafepiic properties. The

more on theikin. 'If we wifti to rtakt? a fud* 
den and violent ftimulus on all the orgahs of 
evacuation, wc ftiould ufe the tartar emetic; 
but in delirium, want of tteep, loofe or irritable 
belly, James's powder, he contends, ought to 
be preferred. In eight cafes of typhus Dr. 
Home gave from xx to xxv drops of the the- 
baic tinfture at bed-time, and found that it pro- 
cured tteep without producing any ill eflfcft. Pe- 
taiites or butter-bur, which had been ufcd in Muf- 
covy iaa malignant fever that prevailed there 
fome years ago, was tried by our author in one 
cafe, but it produced no fenfiblc effefts, though 
«ven in dofes of a drachrti three times a day. 

The folgca of the third feftion is a fpurious 
kind of pleurify that prevailed in the Clinical 
Ward in December 1776-, the charadteriWc 
fymptoms of this difeafe were a painful ftitch, 
conftant dry cough, fisverc head-ach, difficult 
iweathing, quick and weak pulfe. As this com- 
plaint was ihort, and noc attended with danger, 
the alleviadon of the fymptoms dumed nx^ of 
the author's atttetion. 

In the fourth feaion Dr. Home relates two 
hiftories of puerperd fever. One of the patients 
recovciedt the oAer died on the fixtb day.: 

After 
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After entering very folly into the caufes and 
trcatnfient of this difeafe as it has occurred to him- 
felf and others, our author concludes with ob- 
ierving that we know little of the nature, and 
ftill Icfs of the cure of the puerperal fever; and 
that our chief aim fliould be to prevent it, which 
inay probably be done by a proper ventilation of 
the rooms, by not allowing the curta»ns to be 
fhut, by prohibiting all fire and load of bed- 
deaths, by giving cool drink, by fliunning all 
^mal.fbod, unlels in nervous habits, and by 
avoiding, after delivery, all ftrait binding ovei' 
the belly. 

fn the fifth feftion the author gives a cafe of 
meafles that proved fatal on the fifteenth day,^ 
The patient was a female, aged twenty- four. 
Uporf d.ff.^lon the trachea was found filled 
with matter <^ a prrulent appearance. 

Next ioJDovv. experiments u[ion fomc rcme- 
dits uied in the phthifis pulmonalis. In three 
cafe^ the vkrioiic acid was tried, but did not 
produce anjiL good efp^h It conftantly tx« 
cited purging. In one of thefcj patients from 
ten CO fifteen gfairi9of alum were given to check 
the (fiarrhoBa^ but he was no better^ and his 
pulfe ieemed quicker while he cpok it. Thi

fame patient afterwards took Sfs. of the bark 
four times a day for fifteen days, at the end of 
which time all the fymptoms were evidently worfe. 
Duringninc other days bur author gave him ftarch, 
but without much advantage. Four experi- 
ments are related to prove that the inhaling of 
mephitic air may fometimes be advantageous s 
but the author very properly obfervcs, that more 
trials are neceflary to determine its eSeAs in 
this difeafe, and the degree of truft it defervcs. 
In two patients he tried the vapour of Thus^ 
but h^ gave it up as being too irritating. 

The feventh feftion is employed on the me- 
Isene, which is the ynao^ fi.t\ai^u or Morbus wger 
of Hippocrates. The black (tools which cha« 
lafterize this difeale, and which the ancients and 
Ibmeof the moderns havje afcribsd tOithc atra 
bilis, feem to be. merely owing to an effufioa 
of blood into the inteftinal canal. Dr. CuUen, 
in his Nofblogy, has very properly omitted to 
confider it as a diftin£t difeafe. Our author 
found gentle laxatives, and vitriolic acid com- 
bined with gum arabic, of ufe in this coniplaint. 

In the eighth fedioQ Dr. Home defcribes his 
experiments upon the rhododendron cbryfatflbemmn^ 
Linn, which has been much ufed in Siberia as are- 
- mcdy 
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mcdy for the rheumatifm. It is aftringcnt, and 
appears to be powerfully fedative. It is given 
in infufion from 3fs. to 3iij. Our author tried 
it only in three cafes, and from the little fuccefs 
that attended it in thefe, concludes it to be much 
inferior, ip its efFefts, to many other remedies 
that are ufed in rheumatifm. In one of the 
cafes the diieafe was next day cured by pulv. 
doven 

The ninth leAion is allotted to a cafe of cepha« 
lolgia that terminated fatally. On diflc&ion much 
water was found in the ventricles and around 
the medulla oblongata, hydatids adhering to the 
plexus choroides, and an effufion of blood be«» 
tween the pia mater and tunica arachnoides near 
the /alx in the left hemifphere. 

In the tenth fedion we meet with two cafes of 
albugo or leucoma, which the author thinks 
were cured by Sir Hans Sloane's ointment. 
This conclulion, however, does not feem to be 
warrantable, as bleeding, laxatives; blifters; &c. 
were employed in both patients. 

The next fcftion, which is a very long one, 

is employed on antifpafmodics. The firft in the 

lift is Fear. One cafe is related of an hyfteric 

woman, who, in confequence of a fright, was 

B % relieved 
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hiicvfid from her fymptoms for five days, but 
they then returned, id. The coW bath-«-Our 
author tried this in one patient who had a con-^ 
vulfion of the whole left fide, but it brought on 
a fevcre fit. 3fd. Ven« feftio^^In two cafes of 
hyftcria from Amcnorrhoea it feemed to.be ufe- 
ful. In two cafes of afthma it was of no ufc, but 
in two others the fymptoms were alleviated by 
it^ In an epileptic boy V. S. feemed to do harm. 
In three cafes of fingultus (which our author confi- 
ders as idiopathic, though to us they feem to hav^ 
been merely fymptomatic from hyftf pa) it was 
beneficial. Here we cannot avoid taking notice 
again of the ftrange conclufions Dr. Home fome- 
times dedqces from his cafes ; bccaufc thefc tbre^ 
patients with fingultus happened to be women, he 
fiippofes that fcx to be the moft frequently fub- 
jcd to this aflFcdlion -, and becaufe two of the 
ibree were unmarried, he concludes that umar^ 
ried women muft be the moft liable to it. 4th, 
Elcftricity-r— The author certainly did not give 
this remedy a fair trial 2 in one cafe {Jingubus) it 
wa^ ufed only four, and in another {tremor 
palpitans Sauv.) only five days. ^ 5th. Blifters.— 
Nine cafes are related, in which blifters were 
applied, aqd the aythor's conclufion from tbefe 

'is, 
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is, that ibpy did not ieem to be powerful antiC* 
pofmodics. But we muft owo that (cveral of the 
cafes as he has related them feexn to prove juft 
.the contrary. In the firft cafe, for inftance (a 
/ingultus in ^ young woman of eighteen, which 
had refiftcd a variety of remedies) a blifter wa$ 
applied near the falfe ribs' in the dircftion of the 
diaphragm, Aug. i, and the hiccup appeared 
00 more, adds the dodlor, excepting on the 
4th } on the 6th fhe was difmifled, cured. In 
the fecond patient (another cafe of fingultus) a 
blifter applied towards the latter end of the dif- 
eafe relieved her for three days. The fame ef- 
fect was produced in the third patient; though 
the hiccup returned in both cafes after that 
time. In another it removed the pain, though 
it did not alleviate the convulfive breathing. In 
the other cafes, which were afthmatic, bliftcrs do 
not feem to have had a fair trial. We have ge- 
nerally found them very ferviceable in the fpaf- 
modic afthma. 6. Valerian— -Nine cafes are re- 
lated of fpafmodic afTcftions in which this remedy 
was given without much fuccefs, as it was of ufe 
only in one patient, a woman of fifty-three, who 
had been for two months troubled with vertigo 
mid palpitations. It is obfervable however, 

that 
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ihat ^hh woman was the only one who eotttiiiued 
its Ufc more than ten days. She perfcvcred in 
it for cleren days, and took 5jfs. four times a 
day. The otlicf patients took only from 3ij to 
5j, and it was difcontinued after fix days, ex- 
cept in one woman who ufcd it during ten days. 
We ha ye never feen any good efFefts from this 
fubftance, unlefs it was given in large and fre- 
quently repeated dofcs. 7th. Mufk— In fix 
cafes, purely fpafmodic; from ten to fifteen 
grains of this fubftance were given twice or thrice 
a day without any good effcft. Larger dofes 
would perhaps have proved more efficacious. 
8th* Camphire*— From the efFefts of this reitaedy 
in fix trials Dr. Home confiders it as a more 
powerful antifpafmddic than mufk ; as it makes 
the pulfe flower, and rather cools, he thinks 
it is chiefly indicated in inflammatory fpafms j 
but he finds that its efiefts are not of long dura- 
tion; as the difeafe is apt to return. He generally 
exhibited ten grains of it three times a day. 9th. 
Cafl:or— This was given without any efFeft in 
three fpafmodic cafes, but in fpafmodic feverifli 
cafes our author has found it ufeful, as it makes 
the pulfe flower, and afts as a fcdative. loth. 
Aflrafcetida~Dr. Home thinks this medicine 

pofiefles 
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poj&l&s confiderabk antifpafmodic powers, but 
as it heats and quickens the pulfe» he cautions us 
fi^ainit its ufe in inflammatory cafes. ' inh* Spi*, 
ritus aethereus vJtriolicus«~This medicine fccmed^ 
to be of ufe in the. hyfteria 5 of eight- patients it 
cured three, and relieved two : Dr. Home ob* 
ferves, that its good eficfts are not increafcd by 
augmenting the dofe, as he fucceeded with a tea* 
ipoonful twice or three times a da^, while the 
largeft dofes were ioefltdlual. x^th. Cortex 
Peruvianus— Our author fpeaks of this ^ an 
excellent remedy in pure fpafmodic dileafes. He 
iucceeded with it in feven cafes, which wp repf thp 
anti-inflammatory kind, 13th, Artemifia-*-This 
was tried only in one cafe, and it fucceeded after 
aflafcetida and sther had been given without 
any eflTeft, . A drachm of the leaves in powder 
was exhibited four times a day. i4th» Pa^oAia 
•^The root of this plant, which was much cm* * 
ployed by the antient^ bs an antiepileptic, wa9 
given in two calps in doles of J^s four times a 
day without eflfeft* X5tht Vifcus quqrcinus, or 
miflctoe, was employed in another cafe of cpi» 
Jepfy, but with no better fbccefe. Our author 
fpeaks equally unfavourably of the e»tra^un» 
hyofcyami, folia ayrantiorunf» fie flores examine 

pratenfis. 
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pratenfis, ndthcr of which he thinks poflcfe any 
antifpafmodic propcirdes. rfth. Opium — This- 
remedy lecmed ta do no good in a cafe of cpi-- 
kpfy, and another of con^ulfio, but in two 
cafes of hyftcria he found it very efficacious, as' 
it cured both patients ; send in a cafe of ^htna 
it afforded much relief to the patieht. 17th. 
Cuprum ammoniacafc—i-This was tried in four- 
cafes, but without any other fuccefs than its 
fufpcnding the fits for a few days in ontf 
patient. 18th. Flores zinci— Since' Gaubius's 
deteftion of fhe quack remedy ufed by Ludc- 
manus, this medicine has been much employed 
in epileptic and other ' fpafmodic affeftibns. 
Dr. Home tried^ it in four cafes of epllepfy, 
two of afthnta, one of hiemitotonos, and twa 
of hyfteria. It was ufcftil in the epiWptir, 
but of Mttle oi' no ferVice' in the other cafes; 
He began with it* in .a fmall dofe, wHtcfr he 
gradually incr^afed in feme of the padem^ 
to 3^s. twice a- day. It? 'generally produced 
a naufea, rarely purged, Ibmettmey fwcated, and 
often had no fenfiWe effefl^. 19th. Mercurj^ 
—This remedy, which was firft recommended 
as an antifpafmodic in the* Effayi &f Obf. Phyf. 
(d tit. fucceeded 11} thrhands of our atithor in 

two 



^0 rein^kable cafes, a mfmus clomcUs,^ and 
Ipafmus gulae, the latter of which feemed ft> 
yield ta no other antifpafmodicA But it failed 
^wice in a tremor palpitans^ two afthmas, an 
^ hyfteria^^and hemitotopos. Our author ooncludes 
the fedlion with the following obfervations, 
-which we (hall give in liis own words t 

** h is but a melancholy rctrofpeft to view fi> 
y many trials made with the nK)ft approved an« 
^< tifpafinoidics, and fo few cures performed h^ 
** any one particular f cmedy. We fee that there 
^^ is no fpecific in which we can always truft, 
^< but mud vary otlr medicines, as a new ooe 
** will ofteh (iicceed, when others have before 
^*^ failed. This uncertainty of antifpafmodics dc- 
^ pends not, perhaps, fo much on, the fiubbom 
*^ nature of fuch difeafes, or on the weaknels of 
*^ the remedies^ as on the want of accurate expc- 
^^ riments, with all their circumfbnces. Thb 
^\ has been a great defeft in the materia medica* 
** has ftopt the progrefs of medicine, anfl kept 
^^ it in a ftate of uncertainty \ whereas if the 
. ^ circumftances of the difeaie, and of the ex- 
** hibitioQ of the remedy, had been handed 
«* down, certain and fixed general principles and

In rfic neighbourhood of Murom th^ julcc of 
the Eupb&rbia Paiu/iriSy orithe dried rbdt, is ufc4 
as a purge, h a6b at the fame time as a gentle 
puke, and is held in confiderscble repute as a 
remedy for agues, indurations of the abdomind 
vifoerii, Mid Gather thromc difeefes. 
*' Our author Mi^iMrtienkls the culture of ^ Pd^ 
tfgonum ^fMhkkSj inftead cf buck-whdat, as 
yiddlng a greater qqantitf of feed, md beard- 
ing the cold belter^ 

The dry ^mnlly Iciavca of the Centmafea Sibt'^ 
rkOf ^ler beitig bruifed, are ufed as an appli*- 
cadon to gKfen wounds. .ThtCintrmiaBdtifim 
limtfed, and made into aid ointmeiu: mHj^ oil^ 
is likewife applied to ulcers. 

The poof people* collca z great quantity of 
Fungi for the winter, and ufc them, ddier dry 
w faked, as food, they are by no means nice 
in collecting tfacm, employing even fuch as are 
'Womii' caiem and rgefting only a very few 
#&ies. . ^. 

Di-« KUftas gfvea a ^vtry particular account of 
the manner of preparing ihe Juften br Ruffian 
leadlev, It;i»<^eftytaMed, itiecfm, with tte 
"bark -of foi'i jtrenariai'zndxs itndcred fcft 
and pliable, noti^as-iiath Been hitherto fuppofcd, 

by 
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hf the fedum pakfire^ but by means of th« 
(hiQiieft and pureid oil of Bttula (birch-tree)« 
The Santakm alone is. employed to give it a red 
colour ; or the Santakm md green vitriol^ wheA 
a t>lack colour is wanteds 

The root of Mandragora; gtpws in the neigh* 
Jxmrhood of Arfamas, and is much uTed. Our 
author likewife found there the Veratrum Aliu0^ 
which proves jpoifonous to fheep, hor&s, and 
poultry. The inhabitants apply the' powder of 
this plant to ulcers in their catde, and' it is 
fometimes mixed with houeyj and taken as a re^ 
medy for the tcnua Uta. They hold the gentians 
campiftris in great eDimacion as a core for the 
bite of a mad dog,. Nothing however can be 
more fufpicious than the pretended efiicdOy of 
remedies of this fort. . 

We are told that near the river Piana the^iuah 
tbarides live on the bndctra Tartaria. 
* Our author gives an accurate dcfcr^>tiofi of 
the Afphalt Spring on the river Sock. The 
furface of the water is covered with a black and 
vifcid ajpbakum of the colour a^nd confidence of 
.car. ' On removing this fubftance (which is rff* 
newed ^ain in a few^days) there appears under it 
a fine penetrating oleum peooki* The iohabir 
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pMs empk^ this impregnaied water as a gatgfe 
.and drink in aphthae and ulcerations of the mouth 
and throat. They likewife apply the afpb^ltum 
itfelf to frefii wounds, or make it with butter 
into an ointment for ulcers. Some of them take 
it internally 9 boiled in milk, inobftinate colics and 
in venereal cafes. On the fame river Mr. Pallas 
met with fcveral copious fulphureous fprings^ 
the waters of which are employed as a hot bath 
in the itch and other cutaneous diforders. He 
here adds an .exafl, account of a fulphureoi^ 
lake about fixty fathom in length, and forty-five 
in breadth, which emits a vifible vapour, and a 
difagreeable Ixnell of hepar fulphuris that ex- 
tends to the diftanceof feveral miles. 

Speaking of the preparation of ifinglafs, our 
author infprnis us that it is. procured from the 
air-bags of fiihes. At Simbir(kon on the 
river Wolga the air4)^ of the acciptnfit 
StMTW^ L. is elleemcd the beft for this purpofe, and 
tiezt to diiB that of the tuapenfer Hufi. The 
sur-bag of the ofcipinfer Sttliaiusj P. is mixed 
with that of the aceipenfer Sturio. The little 
bladders of the actipenfer Ruibenus^ P« are faid 
to yield the moft tenacious gluten of any« 
Thde bags, wiien extra^ed from the fi(b, are 
. Vol. I. N* I. D ' firft 
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firft put into frcfli water, and afterwards a little 
dried J their external coat is then removed, and 
the internal gliftening one (which is the ifinglafs) 
twifted into various forms. The beft i| rolled 
up in the fhape of fmall crowns, the next com- 
pared like a book, and the inferior fort fimply 
dried. Farther down the Wolga they boil 
.thefe bladders in water, and pour the extracted 
gluten into a variety of fhapes. On the rivei" 
Okka, where the accipenfer Rtabenus^ only oc^ 
curs, the whole - air-bag is employed for th6 
fame purpofe by fimply beating and drying it, 
without any other preparation. A fimilar 
gluten is likewife obtained from the air-bags of 
the different fpecies of the Silurus and Barbus. 

At Jaizkoi the ifinglafs* obtained from the ac- 
£ipenfer Hufo is reckoned the worft, and that 
from the accipenfer Stellatus the beft. 

Our author gives fpme account of the cOveat^ 
which is efteehied as an aphrodiliac. It is no- 
thing more than the fpawn of thofe fi&es. The 
beft forts are procured from the accipenfer Stu- 
rio and accipenfer Stellatus, 

Capficum is much cultivated at Samara. 
The ripe pods are dried in a furnace, and fold 
10 tiie lower fort of people, who ufe it as com- 
mon 
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mon fpice. The cofmedc in the greateft repute 
at Samara is the root of the pnofma ecbmdef 
combined with oil. 

Dr. Pallas defpribes the Glis Mofcbatus^ 
which he diftinguifties from the genus of bea- 
vef) ancl names Sore9( Mofcbatus. In this animal 
the fmellof mulk, which is derived from glands 
fituated under the fquamous membrane of the 
tail, is of a much more penetrating nature than 
that of the common mufk. 

Tarantulas, equal in (ize to thofe of Italy, 
are to be met with in the environs of Samara. 
The bite of thefe infedts occaKions only a pain- 
ful fwelltng. 

The great mountain of fulphur oppofite to the 
mouth of the river Sock, confifts of a white, 
compad, and fine calcareous (lone, in which are 
found great quantities of gypfum, combined 
with fulphur. 

At Samara the Rumesc Alpinus is given to 
children, and Hkewife to cattle, as a remedy 
agdnft worms. It is alfo ufed in dying. 

At Tfcherkafk a coccinella is collefted from 

the roots of iht fragaria znd poientilla repians. 

It is firft feparated from the adhering earch b^ 
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mean&of a ffevc, and then dried in a pw over a 
moderate fire, or in an oven. 

Near Orenburg there are confidcrable mines 
of feafalr, which is very pure^HRrm, folid^ and 
white. The moft common plant in that neigh* 
bourhood is the SaUcortda berbacea^ of which 
the inhabitants make an agreeable falkd with 
ipited vinegar, as they do with other plants of 
ihe fame kind. Speaking of the former plant, 
the Salicornia, our author remarks, that on ac-^ 
(,ount of the great quantity of common ialt it 
contains, they are not able to prepare a foda 
from it. " 

The Holcus faccharatus is the only plant from 
which the Buchars prepare their bread. We arc 
told that a fingle plant often yields two pounds 
of feed. 

A particular kind of Icprofy is fix)ken of as 
beginning to make its appearance on the Jaik. 
At Aftrachan it is called the diforder of the Cri- 
mea. Thefirft fymptom of it is a Uuenels and 
fwelling of the face : it goes on increafing dur- 
ing four or five years, when it attains its higheft 
degree of violence, and. after fcven years com- 
monly proves fatal. All perfons arc not equally 

afieOed 
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afibfted by it. In the firft or fecond yeir pain 
ful fpott or flat tumours of a blueifh red colour 
a{^iear on thefkin^ and thde are fucceeded by 
violent pains of the joints. When the Icorf dries 
away> the patient complains <^ an immoderate 
itching.'It has <^ten happened that vphen an unrTpe 
fcurf has been bruifed or imjHtidently opened, 
a fpreading ulceration has taken place, and the 
Hmbs have fallen olBF. The l^s it fcems are par- 
ticularly afieded with this diforder; and in five 
or fix years the cavities of the nofc, mouth, 
afpera arteria, and pharynx, are in a ftate of 
ulceration. 

Speaking of the Kalmucks, our author ob- 
fcrves, that marcs milk is greatly efteemed by 
them on account of its becoming fo fpirituous 
when four, that two or three large difhes of it are 
fuiiicient to intoxicate a man. This milk when 
frefh drawn is more fluid than cow^s milk, but 
its peculiar flavour renders it fomewhat unpala- 
table. It lofes this tafte however as it turns 
four, and becomes more agreeable. In fummer 
it conftitutes almoft the only drink of the Kal« 
mucks, and they diftil brandy from it. In order 
to turn it four, they pour it into ht^ leathern 
bags or other veflfels, which in winter they place 

near 
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nter the fire. In general the filthineis dE riltir 
veflels is fufficient for the purpofe; but if not, 
they add a ferment of bread, or the remains of 
their four milk, or the coagulated milk xktf 
find in the ftomachs of their lambs. Mr. Pal* 
las accurately defctibes the manner in which they 
obtain brandy from milkl Cows milk, we are 
told, does not yield .quite a quarter, but from 
mares milk they are^ able to procure one- third 
part of indifferent brandy. . That obtained from 
cows milk is feldom inflammable till it has been 
twice diftilled. 

Thefc people are not very delicate in the ar- 
ticle of diet. They eat the meat of animals that 
die either a natural or violent death. As a fub- 
ftitute for tea, which they boil with milk and 
butter,, they ufe the gfycyrrbiza afpera. They 
prepare their veflcls for culinary and other pur- 
pofes from the hides of cattle. 

The difeafe that is the mod fatal to them is a 
contagious fever, Vrhich ufually carries off the 
patient on the eighth day. The itch and the 
lues venerea are likewife common difordcrg 
among them, and they are in general fqbje£b 
to ophthalmia. This latter complaint is owing 
to the fmoke of their cabbins and the heat oi^ 

the 
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the fun. The fmall pox makes great havock 
among them whenever it happens to be epide- 
mic. Another tribe of Tartars, the Kirgis, 
iare in fuch drei|d of this difeate, that as foon 
'as it makes its appearance, they fly from the 
^unhappy patients, leaving them only viftuals 
and drink ; and if a perfon with the fmall-pox 
cotnes-near their habitations, they immediately 
let fly-their arrows at hrm". 
- The Kalmuck women are extremely hardy. 
They do all their ordinary bufincfs, and even get 
on horfeback, on the fecond day after their 
delivery. 

The Coflacks employ 'the y^j/«& amara as a 
cure for agues.- This plant has a bitterifh tafte 
like the centaureum. They likewife apply it 
powdered to ulcers in 'their cattle. 

In Gurjef the tender leaves of the rhaponticum 
are taken in the fpring as an antifcorbutic. A 
decodlion of the root is employed as a purge, 
and the Kirgis ufe it to dye their leather yellow. 
At Aftrachan they prepare capparides from the 
zygopbyllum fabagc. 

The Kalmucks are in great fear of the ^i^^- 
iangium arenoides^ a ipecies of fpider, and not 
without good reafon, for its bite occafions ex- 
cruciating 
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cruciatingpiUAaiid violent iwellings, which ufq^ 
ally prove fatal, ualefs fweet oil, a reoaedy they 
fucce&fqlly employ in thefe cafcB, is fpeedily 
had rccourfc to, 

Dn Pallas infbrnas us, that the Tartars have 
a cuftom of removing the hair from thotr bodies 
by means of a pafte made of nine parts of 
quick-lime and one of auripigmentum. We 
remember to have feen.a formula of this kind i|) 
fome of our old difpenfatories, under the name 
of unguentum depilatorium. 

In the fpring a gummy fubftance exudes from 
the trunks of old larch trees, greatly relembling 
gum Arabic, except in its being of a darker 
colour. This is a produce we (hould not have 
expe^ed from a fpecies of tree that ufually 
yields only rcfinous juices. .

IT is well known that nervous difcafcs are much 
more- frequent now thai! they were formerly. 
Our manner of Irving, the luxury that prevails Iri 
large cities, and extends t» perfons of every clifs, 
the immoderate ufe of tea, cOffee, wine, and fpi- 
ricuou$ liquors,' all concur in difpofing us td 
complaints of chisfortk The fmall number of 
nervous dilbrders that cxifted in ancient times; 
is^ doubtlefs, one of the reafons why the earlier 
itiedical writersf have left us but little on the 
' Aibjeft ; fofi excepting palfy and fpafm^ there 
'^rere no 'othe^'afieftions which they confidcrea 
as nervous-, and yet in perufmg their obfcrva- 
tions, we riiay eafily diftinguifh cafes, to Whirfi^ 
ihdeed they have given no 'appellation, but 
which evidently appear to'-'Have been ' what* 
^uld noW^a-days be ^onfidered as diforddrs 'of 
Ae neiVes. Another reafon likewifc, in* this 
opinibn of the author of the 'work belbrc ili^' 
why the ancient phyficiaiis otnitted to aib^ftaiti^ 
the true cauie of thefe difeaies, is the idiffieiiltj^'* 
with whkh they are diftihgui%6d^ ' A- teing- 
feries' of dbfervations was ncctfflary fd^ iW 
purpofcv and a iftore perfcdt- ^knowledge of ^hjt-^ 
E fiology 
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iiologf fl^an the ancients could pofllbly poSeii^ 
The celebrated Sydenham is almoft univerfall/ 
confidercd as the firft medical ^itef who clearly 
afccruini^ the variety of fymptoms oecafioned 
by difeai^s o£ this dag, aqd who ranaiked at 
thie ^e time^ that aU. their fynopcotBa depend 
liippn too much or too litdc nervous energy. 
9ut M. Tiifot Qbferves^ in his, Pricfacet thaft 
Sydenham w.as not the firft who rcfismed hyf-) 
teric afiedlicHi to the nerves; this difconrcry 
leaving been made thirty years bcfqre his timc> 
by Chalks Pifoi a pbyfiqito qE l^rainCf in a. 
tjfork CDMled, JQe Mtfrbk ex e^ltfvk ef dihivi^ 
^ifs. Pifp's bpojcj y^h^h J^bbund*. widi thc^ 
(hyfiolggif^a^ errorsr of tbf prt(;ed^ ages, was: 
publ^^ in i6i8y tax yeafs before the appear* 
ance of Harvey's gfc^ work, which made fa 
borough a change in phyfiological rq^oning. 

Our author remarks, that after the time oC^ 
Sydenham and Wiiliv both of whom madCj 
fimiy valuable obferyatioQS on ftfib^iond of. 
die nervcsi thi^ c}»!h of difeafes iKasi fo far from, 
fef^g: imp«>vec^ that fucceeding. writws n* 
tpamd to the olid and ^roneous doArines, feem*" 
angly thfough ignorance of what had been donr. 
hf tb«k pncl^ccflbcri. fi) ttot m. vi5o% th^i 

work* 
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'4rorks dJF Cheyne and Hoiltnann were alnloft 
^e only valuable ohes oh this fubjeft ; and yet 
neither of thefe contains much more that! what 
is to be found ki the writings of the t^o ju^ 
now tneiitiohecL Since that time, the ^orks 
^f Boerhaave, Whytt, and Lorrjr, on this 
fiibje£t, hate inade their appearance. Each of 
Hhdc contains many exceUent things, but they 
are all of diem very djfi^irat in their plan from 
the prefim v^otki OA *htch the diuhbr has 
£iiiployG(l himfdf it feechs, at titties, ever fince 
the year I755. Tht thkd vdlunle, which 
creats on the ^pilepfy, having been thd fiffb 
fistfbcd» wa2l pabUfli0d ful if jo. HI healthy 
wd a yatricty of a;vocations, have tet&rcbd thd 
appearance of the remainder till no^. 

M.. TsSbc hfij^m by ddcribmg firft the an^td-' 
my, and then the phySolbgy of the nerves i tKele 
ftwo parts fill the x^hol^ of the firft part of the firf!

After extending liis anatomical ^defcriptioDS 
thrpvigh 190 pages,, and tracing the nerves fibm 
their origin to the parts in which they are dif- 
tributed, our author giycs a ihort recapitulation 
of what he has advanced,^ by. re-^fcendfaife^ a^ it 
were, from thefe parts to the pervf s, and pointr 
Vigout in a general way tho^ w4>iqh are diftri* 
butcd to cacl^. The rem^n^yr of iJie firft part 
of the firft vql^fne is .^ployed . on^ the . phy- 
fiologyiof ^he nerve;. : Ip qach.. Qf>jthelb'*parts 
we meet with a judipious C(ynpiUt4jDn;Qf what 
has been written by oth<;rs on thefe fubjedla, but 
without the addition; pf ^y thiuig Dpw. He 

relates 
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lelates the dificrent fyftems that have prev«I«l 
witfc regard to the fuhftions of the nervous fyf- 
tem, and agrees with the generality of modem' 
writers, in fuppofing the exiftcnce of a nervous 
fluid, bat He jgefts the notion adopted by M. 
Licucaod, that there arc two kinds of animal 
fpirits, the one intended for motion, and the 
other, for fenfation. Speculating with regard to 
the nature of this fuppofed fluid, and the quick- 
nefe of its motion in muftular aftion, he is led 
to notice, its different rapidity in different ani- 
mals,- and obferves that this rapidity is probably 
greateft in an infeft defcribed by M. del'Ifle, 
in the Hift. de P Academe des Sciences for 1711! 
This infta it feems, which is fo minute as to b^ 
almoft ittvifrfjlCk inakds 1080 ftcps .in a fccond, 
without advancing more than fix inches in that 
time.. . • . . 

The fecond part of the firft volume (or rather 
what.we would call the fecond volume, for it is 
print^ and paged ' fcparately from the firft) 
begins with • obfcrvations . on. the effcfts of 
poifons, which M. Tiflbt contends are by no 
means:. foreign to his work, not only . becauie 
thfey fedude all the fymptoms of nervous difor- 
4ew» bucbccawfe they are or may be reckoned 

amongft 
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miongft the caufes of thefe difeafes^ perfeht 
vho have had the misfortune to be poifooied* 
being almoft always fubjeft to them during die 
remainder of their lives ; and accordingly, adds 
our author, Boerhaave, in his tttadfe on dUbr^ 
ders of the nerves^ employs almofl: fixty pages 
oo poifons« 

Our author fets out with remarking, that \i 
wi except a fmall number that appear to aft 
by their ftypticity, all poifons exert their effefts 
by means of a very acrid and irritating prin- 
ciple, that is fixed in fome, and extrenidy vola- 
tile in others. He obfcrvesi^ that poi&ns iiave 
been diftinguilhed into miiieral, v^eiable, mid 
animal, but that this arrangement, which wai 
firft intrpduced by Mead, throws no light on 
their a£Uon. : Our author confines himfelf xo 
the effefl: of the irritation, which may be a]^ 
pliedi ifty by refpiratiob to the difierent parts 
of the pituitary membrane, adly. By the cuv 
taneous inhalation, ^dly. By wounds. 4thly^ 
By deg|:utitian. 5thly;, By clyfters. 6chly, By 
inycdionfls either into the Uood vcBels, or cavi* 
tit!S of the thorax and abdomen, or into the 
hollow vifccra. To the firft of thefe chilis^ her 
ob&rves^ may be le&rred all thofe ^u^meljr

Certain flowers and chymical exhalations, rne<-

ace. of Ms kind ; and although {everzX of theft 
prove, dcftrudkive, chiefly by vitiating, the air, 
4nd infedingthe fluids, yet it has been.verjp 
ckady perceived, that anpshet caufe of deaths 
yuKKk «xift^ perhaps in all of th£ito,,and in &ve« 
tsA i$i ^ principal agents is fihfi excfcffire .acri^ 
mony ithich exciter a violent ipafin of the 
btonchias.tbat proves Hi^denly fataL . Oor au^ 
^or quotes^ irom die Philofophica^ Tranfa6tions 
the cafe of a mom^ who was killed by fleep* 
ing in n chamber in which there was ^ great 
quantity of roles. He mentions another in» 
ftance on the authority of Triller, of a fimilar 
efl^dfc produced by violets. He adds, that 
thetc trfe fome plants which Jmvc but little 
cnJoUTi and yet their odoriferous part, fmall as it 
is, is tnriy poifonbUs. He obferves that Boer- 
haave, is^er informmg us that at one time he 
had like to' havr been- killed by imprudently 

venturing 
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Tcnturibg too near the fumes of ibme fpirit of 
vitriol he was preparing according to Vs^/Hel* 
mont's pr^cefs^ and that at anothet* he wks 
expof^d to limilar danger from the.vftpdar of 
putrid..urine,. relates twp fads which .are: ftill 
more cjariou^.. One erf" the&^concerns Tachenius, 
who on opening a vei&l in which he faadr^'becn 
fubliming arlenic, was inflractly feized'with ex^ 
eructating pain at the pit of the.ftoniach,^ fyn-f 
cope, cold fweat^ yoniicing, and a general 
fpafhfi^ ikhicli.gave way: only by degrees to/a:ve^' 
getablcidiet; the other is of a painter^whd iip&n 
opening a box in which he bad Ibng k^pt- forhc 
realgar, percsived a flight fmell,* and iSftiA^dr^ 
ately fell into a fynccipe^ :.&om which»'he/iwa& 
with difficulty recovered Jt is verycviricotf,* 
xematksr^M. XiHot,. that both thefe accidencs: 
were QccaTiongd wholly by r the irritation ^ due 
nervous fyfteni. Fernelius, fays he, ipeaks of a 
filvcrfmitb,'. who by vfing niercury ihgildifig; 
fuddenly became deaf an4 dumb, and loft bis. 
underftandii^ ; and Etmuller having been ex- 
pofed by the breaking of a retort, to the fumcS) 
of fulphur and antimony, found his bnsa^ fo 
much irritated^ that he continued to CQMgh ^. 
i^nes for upwards of a month. ^< Even th^ 

** vapour 
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^ vapour of iimpk fea water^ pdds our author, 
^^ in a corrupted ftate, becomes one of the mod 
<* aAive poifons. An inftancc of this fort is 
^* related in the Memoirs of the Acad of Sc. for 
** J1745, in which we ar? told, that a failor fell 
U down d?ad upon drawing yp a bucket pf fea 
** water from the hcdd of a (hip at Rpchefort j fix 
^ of his comrades, who were at fome littlcdiftancc 
** from him, fell down deprived erf their fenfcs, 
^ and were iHzed with violent convuUions. The 
^ furgeon of the (hip running to their tifllftance, 
** experienced the fame efl^s : the failor who 
^^ died voidpd blood from his mouth, nofe, and 
^ ears ; and hts body was fodn in fo putrid a 
^ ftate, that it was impoflll;^ to^^pen it. There 
^< are but too many inftances of perfons poi- 
^* ibned by letters, by gloves, in a word, by 
^^ breathingvthe flighteft: partkle of a very vola- 
^^ tile and oftentimes inodorous poifon, for acri- 
^^ Uiony may be of a nature capable of exciting 

V a violent (pafm, without fording aity fxatlL 
^ The EmpeWr Henry VI, was poifoned by a 

V paw of -gloves ; John King of Caftile, accord- 
^^ iiig'to fbme hiftorians, by a pair of boots 
^ pf^aved by a Turk ; . and Lewis XIV. fear- 
*' ing there was a projeft for poifoning Philip V. 
. VoL.I.N*l. F " cautioned 
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5* cautioned him not to open any letters, '0!( 
^^ make ufe of gloves, or fmell to any thing^ 
*' There arc not wanting inftances of poifone^ 
** candles; and fbme hiftorians are of opinion, 
^' that the fecond Cardinal de Guife was poifoAejf 
^* in a proceffion at Avignon, by the fumes of 
J* the flambeaux that were carried before him. ' 
<* Boerhaave aflcrts, and no perfon was evei" 
f* more deferving of being credited, that he 
f< knows of poifons capable of killing in the 
f^ twinkling of an eye, without, producing any 
^' (ymptoms of difeafe, Tbc exhalations of 
*< the manzanilla, a poifonous tree of America, 
^' that cannot be approached till catc has been 
<* taken to di^pate its vapour: thofe of the 
^' Ahouai of the Weft Indies^ aod;of the Abouai 
f^ of Madagafcar; thofe of the. root of Bejuga 
^^ when boiled, ace dangerous only from their 
V acrimony, and it is not by their renderin^^ the 
*< air unfit for refpiratbn, that we can fufped 
.<< xbcm of proving noxious, fm$:e it is clearly 
f^ demonftrated that vegetables reftore this qua*: 
»' lity to air, when it has been deprived of Jt by 
f« other caufess and that befides» the fymptonu 
f ^ they occafion, are no( fuch as depend on that 
ff cauic.*! 

.Amongft 
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Among the poifons of this kind our author 
(rnumeriates xhe exhalation that1nfe6ts the Sanrfel 
or SanUm^ a wind that blows in certain parts of 
Arabia, and proves almoft inftantaneoufly de- 
ftrutftive, corrupting the dead bodies with io 
much rapidity, that the limbs may eafily be 
feparated from the trunk ; and 'like wife the Har- 
matattj that blows in the month of January dn 
the coaft of Guinea^ and Ibmetimes occafions 
blindnefs, and oth6' baneful effedts. 

Peftilential poifons, fuch as the poifbn of the 
plague, and the effluvia of putrid animal fub- 
ibmces, in the opinion of M. Tiflbt^ aft by pro- 
ducing palfy rather than fpafm. 

Under this head of poifotis that a£t upon tHc 
t>ituitary membrane, our author clafles fternuta- 
tories^ and mentions a cafe that occurred to Boeri< 
haave, of a man, who, by fnuifing up white 
hellebore that had been imprudently giren to 
him, fell into fuch violent Iheezings, that he 
would perhaps have died of Tetanos if the irri^ 
tation had not been fpeedily removed; 

Under the iecoiid head^ that of abforpti6n by 

the Ikin, our author mentions Profeflbr Monro's 

experiments defcribed in the Phyf: and Lit Ef' 

fays^ and likewife a curious fa<5t from Diemer^i 

F a broeck, 
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brocck, concerning an adventurer, who, during 
the plague of Nimcgucn, diftributed at a ycry 
high price a kind of amulet, that was fuf- 
pended round the neck by way of prefervativc. 
This amulet, which proved to be a preparation 
of arfenic, not only produced black puftules 
on the ikin, but likewife occafioned pains in the 
breaft, which ceafcd upon its being removed. 
Another cafe is related from Wepfcr, of a young 
woman at Bafil, who by rubbing her head with' 
an ointment compofed of butter and arlenic, in 
order to delkroy vermin, brought on. at firit 
violent pains, and afterwards a fwelling of her 
whole head, delirium, fever, and on the fixtk 
day, death. A third inftance is quoted from 
Sproegel .{experim. circa venen) 6f a woman at 
Gottingen, who having fprinkled ibme powder 
of cobalt on her daughter's head as a cure ibr 
the tinea, had the mortification to fee her die iik 
great agonies a few hours afiDer. Dr. Sproegdi 
covered fome ulcers in a dog with the fame pow- 
der, and the aninial died in the fame mannen 
: The lame phyfictan afterwards ihaved the back 
of another dog, and after making fmall incifiorii 
m it, fprinkled them with about a drachm <^ 
trlenk: \ the animal immediately fcU into violent 

convul- 
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cofivfiUkms, accocnpanied wkh the ftrongell ^^ 
forp to votnit) and the fame fymptom^ in fhort 
. asT if it had taken th*e poiibn by the mouth ; ic 
died in convuUions at the end of five hours. 
The' 0dn of the back was fwelled and of a 
black livid colour; the ftomach, inteftines* 
pleiura, breaft, and lui^s, were inflamed m the 
fa^ planner as might have been expe&ed if he 
had fwalbwed the poifon. Boerhaave in his Pr^« 
ka. fefts-iiaa, relates a horrid inilance of a 
fimilar effeft from a poifonous ointment en>« 
ployed during the plague at Vienna. This oint- 
ment which confifted of lard impregnated with 
t^epeftilential virus, was uied for the moft vil-^ 
lainous purpofes, and when rubbed on the fur-> 
face of the body proved . fpeedily fatal. M^r 
Tiflbt remarks that he has often experienced 
a^rming efieds from the moft fimple ointments \ 
there are fome perfons, he oblcrves, whofe cuta* 
neous nerves are fo ienfible, that ointments of 
every .kind immediarely, or at leaft after a very 
-^Ibprt time, produce an efyfipelatous eruption 
fhathe has feen fpread over the whole body, and 
A$c(ifiop true nervous fymptpms that have conti- 
nued for ieveraldfys; and among a variety of 
inftaocesof very confiderable irritation excited by 
the4^1icatk)n of the bark of the Daphne Laureota 

Off 
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Or Spurge Laurel^ which of late years has beefi fd 
much in vogue, he remembers feveral In which 
he obfcrved exaftly the fame fymptoms as might 
have been expefted from polfon. 

Our author remarks, that it is a well known 
faft that feveral poifons, fuch as the oil of tobacco^ 
thepoilbn of the viper, &c. that arc extremely ac- 
tive when applied to a wound, occafion noill ef* 
fedt when fwallowed. Thus we find that the Marfi 
andPfyllii fucked the wounds of the Roman foldi- 
crs the moment after they had been bit by the veno- 
mous ferpents' of Africa ; and upon this fame prin- 
ciple, Cozzi, viper-catcher to the grand duke of 
Tufcany, fwallowed a drachm of the poifbn of the 
viper, without being'incommoded by it, although 
one or two drops of it were fufHcient to kill an ant* 
mal when dropped into a wound. 

M. Tiffot obferves, that diflfercnt poifons in- 
troduced into wounds, produce difiencnt effefe; 
that of the afp, for example, renders the pati- 
ent lethargic ; that of the coluber cerafies occa- 
fions tetanos ; that of the vip^r, jaundice ; thdt 
of the feps, gangrene; while that of the-r^Av^ir 
dipfas inflames the oeibphagus, and excites* an 
ardent thirft; and that of the rattlefnakjc kilte 
inftantaneoufly, without producing any fenfibte 
efiefts. Our author remarks, that in ammaU 

tha< 
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diat hzvt been kilted by the bite of the viper 
no ienlible chati^ was to be difcovered in the 
body,, that could lead to a difcovery of its mode 
of operation; but he prefgmes it may be confi- 
dered as a certainty that in almoft all thefe cafes 
the nervous' fyftem. is Angularly afieAed. He 
obfervcs that Melchior Fries attpbuted too much 
to fimple mechanical -irritation, when he fup- 
j>ofeJ that the vipci* difchargedno poifon into 
the wound, but proved' noxious- merely by irri- 
tating tfid part wit)i i^ tooth ; and that the late 
M. Pouteau, without denying the exiftence of 
virus, was no lefs in the wrong, when he a0erted 
tivEit all the fymptoms in fuch cafes were occa- 
sioned by local irritation, that is, by its effcfts on 
the wound. ' .^ . . 

After' rtlating' the- cflefts of the bite of the 
rattldiiake, as given in the Pbilof. Tranf. N* ^<)^^ 
oujr auth6r quotes a curious fa£l from Tavcrnier 
<onceming ah Indim prince, whom he had oc- 
cafibn'to fee put a criminal to death by running 
a poiftned laiice into one of his toes. Two 
fur^ns, who were at hand, immediately am- 
putated the toe, but this did not prevent the 
unhappy wretch from'cx|)iring very fpcedily in 
pohv\>Ulons. Bonttus, adds M. TiiTot, who 

praftifed 
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pflaftifcd phyfic for a Idng rime in the E^ ^ 
dite, fays, that the tnoft laftial fymptom icotn 
wounds with poifoned arrows is a vidteo^iec^* 
ftafy ; the patient fecms indojckated^ ftagg^is) 
and foon falls down dead ; fymptoms thit tab 
evidently the eflfe£b of an injury done tcrtbe neft 
vous fyfteih. , - 

As a' ftriking inftanceof the efFefts of potfopf 
taken internally^ our author quotes Wep^r's a<> 
count of feven children poiibned by waiier i^em^ . 
lock, whidi they miftopkfor another plant. 

Jacob Maeder^ oneof thei^:childi^i;^[Gti.itf 
years, returned homechrarfujy bu( tn a&ort time 
complained of acute: ptinj^t the pit }df diisrfto^ 
mach, and almoft in thp*.Hmi .inRami^4v9nL 
fenfelefs, and made w^ter with lb mf^^j^Fcg^ 
.that the^fldw of urine i^aohed t4 th^t^ii^ of 

, five feet ; ibon afttr he waa^iattacked with 'vice 
knt contulfiQns ; his jaws* became fo ckifi^tbat 
it was impbffible to c^cn: them ; he liadndo 'h> 
cefiant grinding of faiis teeth,, his eyes; ^w^ece 

' horridly diftorted, blood' guflicd frdm::ficr ears 
he had a vblem hiccup;.. and freqnei^inriina- 
^tion to vomit -, but his month was!ib finnty 
fliut that it was imjpbffiWcfor him to ^wi any 
thing. . At the epigafiriunt-a tumour ajppewed 
' . of 
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of the. Gze of a ina&'s fill, attended with con* 
fiderable pulfation *, his arms and legs were af- 
feded by the ftrongeft coovulfions, his head 
and trunk bent backwards formed ^ arch* ^ 
under which another child was able jto pais. 
Thefe fymptoms relaxed for a moment, but 
foon returned withthfe fame violence, and he 
expired before this painful fcene had iafted half 
an hour. 

Matthew Graff, a little after the -death of Ja- 
cob Masder^ was attacked with vertigo, which 
at firft obliged him to fit down, but it was not 
loQg before he fell into violent convulfions, at* 
tended with opilbohocnos and locked jaw j they 
broke out fome of his teeth in order to ^t a 
Tittle theriaca and vinegar into his ftomach, but 
his ioefophagus was in fuch a ftate of r])afm, as 
would not allow him to fwallow; and a tumour 
that appeared at the pit of his ftomach, beat 
,wich fo much violence, that the preffure of the 
ftrongeft hand could not moderate its. efforts. 
The paroxyfm continued in full force for half an 
hour, without any evacuation taking place, and 
the patient'died. 

The belly and face of Maeder had fwelled, but 
in Graff the fwelling wa$ fo general, that it was

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impofliblc to jgct his cloaths oflF. From the mor 
ment of his death to that of his being interred, 4 
great quantity of green, froth came out of his 
mouth ; and the fame circumftance occurred in 
Maeder. 

The five others experienced fimilar fymptoms 
as the two that died 5 but having vomited up 
the poifon by means of a fqlution of theriaca in 
vinegar, foon got well. 

Bocrhaave had occafion to fee eight children 
who.were poifoped by the fame root, which pro- 
duced the fame fymptoms as thofe dcfcribed by 
.Wepfer. He gave to all of them a folotion of 
white vitriol, and all who vomjted recovered. 

Our author pbf^rves, that fome poifons feem 
to aft more upon certain nerves than others j 
the deadly nightihade, for inftance, affe^ thp 
nerves, of thp eyes in a fjngular manner. 

M. Tiffot clofcs his remarks on the effeds of 
poifons with an acfcopnt of the experiments made 
in this way on animals by Mprtjmer, Langrilh, 
Sproegel, and others. 

In the following fcftion our author attempts to 
explain the adlion of the nerves, and after ofip?*- 
ing his conjcfturcs on this fubjcft, proceeds to 
ftyif w w{iat has jxen faid by diffcrpnt writers

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Concerning their ganglions, and coverings^ on 
both of which heads he feems chiefly to adopt 
the opinions of Haller.

IV. Torbemi Bei^man, Chemise Profeilbris et

THIS is the firft volume of a very intcrefting 
work : it conlifts of eleven diflertations, 
which we fhall review in the order in which they 
are printed. The firft of thefe eiTays treats de 
seido aereo^ or as^ it is commonly, though impro- 
G 2 pcrly 
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pcrly called, fixed air. In this difcourfe, amidft 
a great variety of matter with which, as might 
be expeftcd, the chemical reader is already well 
acquainted, we meet .with many new and in^- " 
nious obfervations ; we fliall content ourfelves 
with fclefting from it fuch as are riot generally 
known. With regard to the name of acidum 
aereumy which he has given to this fluid, our 
author remarks that it feemed to him to be the 
mod proper of any, » the^ are diflerent kinds 
of fixed air, and the term mepbitic air is applica- 
ble to any kind of air unfit for refpiration. In 
order to procure a pure acidum aereum, he re« 
commends it to be twice pafled through wate^, 
that it may be thoroughly deprived of any hete- 
rogeneous acid combined with it. He obiiirvcs^ 
that whatever acid we employ, the rcfult will be 
the fame, provided no acidum fumam is made ufe 
of, fo that if the nitrous or marine acids are had 
recourfe to, we muft be. careful to dilute them 
fufficiently. For the extrication of his aerial acid, 
our author prefers the pellucid tranfparent calca- 
reous fpar to chalk, the latter being almoft al- 
ways contaminated with marine acid. When 
this proccfs is carried on by means of fire^ 
magnefia, we are told, will be preferable to the 

caka- 
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calcareous earths, the former yielding the aerial 
acid much fooner^ and by a gentler heat than 
the latter. For this purpofe he ufcs a fmall retort 
of green glafs, only an inch in diameter, with a 
very flender neck. He places this veflcl in a cru- 
cible, furroandcd with gypfum. Another me- 
thod of procuring the aerial acid is by fermenta- 
tion. For this purpofe we arc dire&ed to take 
twenty oz. of coarfe lugar, and the lame quan- 
tity of yeaft, to which we are to add 200 cubic 
inches of wattr in a glafs veilel, large enough to 
contain 350 cubic inches, which is to be placed 
in a degree of heat equal to 59® of Fahrenheit's 
thermometer. In fix or feven hours the common 
air will be expelled from the yeflcl. He ob- 
fcrves, that the acceis of the extcmal air is not 
neccffary for fermentation 5 it is fufficient if the 
air extricated finds an exit. 

The aerial acid is always the fame by what- 
tvcr method it is procured. When we wi/h to 
impregnate water with it, our author recom- 
mends a heat a little above the freezing point of 
Fahrenheit's thermometer.- In a heat of 41* 
It takes in fomewhat more than its own bulk of 
the aerial acid ; in a heat of 50^ it abfbrbs only a 
quantity equal to its own volume ; and as the 
heat i$ increafcd, it takes in ftill lefs. 
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The wci^t of diftilled water at 36^ of Fak* 
'renheit, when compared with water faturated 
with aerial acid, is as 1,0015 to.7,ooo» This 
faturated water in a heat not much above 32S 
is almoft taftelefs, but if k^ept an hour or two 
in a heat of 59^ or 60^9 it affords a pungent 
and agreeable acidulous tafte. 

A folution of beliftropium in water, diluted ib 
as to be of a fine blue colour) a ftrong iblutioa 
Liclining rather to a violet tinge (became evi- 
dently red by the addition of ^ part of aerial 
acid \ but the fyrup of violets, and other blue 
vegetable juices were not in the lead changed by 
this addition. 

The vegetable fixed alkali faturated with aerial 
acid yields quadrangular priihiatic chryftals, 
which our author defcribes as being formed 
«* aficibus utrimque i ductus triangulis inverjis^ tec* 
*' Hque injlar ctmniventibus^ formatis!^ In a tem- 
perate heat diefe chryftals may be diflblved ii\ 
four times their quantity of water. They con- 
tain 0,32 of water, 0,20 of aerial acid, and 
0,48 of alkali. Their tafte is (lightly alkaline. 
They precipitate Mercury from fublimate in 
the form of a white powder, efpecially if the 
powdered chryftab have for fomc days been ex- 
pofcd to the open air» 
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The mineral alkali faturated with aerial acid, 
gives chryftals of a different form, " cbryftaUos de-- 
** caedras vel potius offaedraSj apicibus duohus op^ 
** pojitis^ ^ua mammam partem truncatis** They 
contain o,i6 of aerial acid, 0,64 of water, and 
e^2Q of alk^ine fait, 

100 parts of pure mineral alkali (deprived of 
its water and aerial acid) require 77 parts of vi- 
triolic, 1 35f of nitrous, and 125 of marine acid 
for its faturation y the proportions with the 
pureft vegetable alkali are 78t, 64, 55^. 

The chryftals of volatile alkali faturated with 
aerial acid were lefs regular than the others, but 
feemed to be oftagonal. They contain 0,12 of 
water, 0,45 of aerial acid, and 0,43 of al- 
kali. 

The earth, which when faturated with vitrio- 
lic acid, conftitutes what we call fpatbum ponde- 
rofum, and which our author on that account 
ftiles terra pohderofay we are told, is very differ- 
ent from calcareous earth. Combined with wa- 
ter, it forms a kind of lime-water, ^ an hundred 
parts of which contain 0,5 of aerial acid, 0,30 
pf water, and 0,65 of earth. ' Water diflblves 
fiboiit -5^- part of its own weight of this eanh. 

Pcjlucid calcareous fpar lofcs hy burning 9,45 

pf 
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of its weight i 0,34 parts of this are aerial acid, 
and 0,11 of water: our author for this reafoh 
confiders crude calx as a kind of neutral fait, 
and pure calx, or quick-lime, as a real alkaline 
fait. Of this laft he informs us, that water will 
diflblve hardly -^ parts of its weight. 

In the fame manner as vitriolated tartar, gyp- 
fum, and other falts diiTolve with greater facility 
in acidulated than pure water, fo crude calx is 
found to diflblve with the greateft eafe in water 
impregnated with the aerial acid. 

Speaking of the common magnefia alba, our 
author obferves that -^^ parts of it diflblve in 
water, and that it contains 0,25 parts of aerial 
acid, 1,30 of water, and 0,45 of pure earth that 
does not feem to diflblve in water. Water fatu- 
rated with aerial acid diflblves -5*^ of its own 
weight of common magnelia in a heat equal to 
59° of Fahrenheit. • 

Pure argilloy or what is commonly called 
ttrra aluminis^ is not difliblved by aerial acid ; 
but our author obferves, that this acid feems to 
have fome efieft upon it, when alum is precipi- 
tated by alkali faturated with aerial acid. This 
acid has no cfFeft upon filiccous earth. 

Pure aerial acid, or ifixed air, in it^ elaftic 

ftate,' 
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ftate, does not aft upon iron % but our author, 
found that water ^impregnated with this acid, 
diffolvcd ryxo o P^^^ ^^ ^^ weight of the water, 
without depriving the iron of its phlogifton. 
Alkalis perfedtly faturated with this acid do not 
precipitate this iron. 

Water laturated with aerial acid not only dif» 
folves zinc, but alfo its calx in great quandty^ 
Alkalis, as above with iron, produce no prcci- 
pitadon. 

Magnefium (or, as it is perhaps more properly 
ciWcd^ manganejium^ for the fake of diftinguifliing 
this new difcovered femi-metalfrom magncfia) is 
cafily diflblved by water faturated with aerial 
acid, but its cab; is not fo ealily affefted. The 
folution of manganefium afforded a diiagreeablc 
linell, not unlil<,e that of burnt fat^ 

Of the other metals few will diflblve in this 
acidulated water, and even thefe few muft be 
previoufly divided into the moft minute par- 
ticles by precipitatioix, othcrwife they arc not in 
the l^aft affefted by it. 

From our author's e^pcrimeixts with this 

acid and inflammable fubfl;ance3« ii: appears that 

in a heat equal to 50'' degi:ees. of Fahrenheit 

fpirit of wine abforbed twice its bulk of aeria^

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acid, olive oil fomewhat more than its own bulk^ 
oil of turpentine nearly twice that quantity^ 
and this latter with fingular avidity. iEther by 
means of aerial acid, is expanded to twice its 
tifual bulk, but this expanfion difappears in water. 
The different kinds of hepar fulphuris, th^ 
liquor filicum, and the foaps, are all of them 
decompofed by the aerial acid. 

From experiments made with a view to de- 
termine the fimple eleftivc actradions of this 
acid, the author is enabled to give the following 
. table of affinities : 

Terra ponderofa. 

Calx pura. 

Alkali Hxum vegetabile. 

Alkali fixum minerale, 

Magnefia. 

Alkali volatile. 

Zincum. 

Manganefium. 

Ferrum. 

From all our author's experiments, it evi- 
dently appears, that this fixed air, as it has been 
called, is a real acid, though weaker, and of a 
pature different firom any ot|ier. It attrafts fmoke 
^ery ftrongly. He finds that its fpecific gravit/ 
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is 0,0006 greater than that of common air, and 
irom this circumftance he is induced to imagine 
that this acid abounds mord in the lower than 
in* the higher ftrata of the atmofphere* This 
difierence he thinks may be owing to the fer- 
mentations and other decompofitions of bodies 
near the furfacc of the earth, the efFeft of w|iich 
is to difengage more or lefs of this aerial acid. 
He alfo conjedures that it may be precipitated 
from the higfier regions of the air by lightning.

I. j4 new Method of treating Uterine H^emorrbages 
^(er Delivery. By M. Saxtorph, M. t). (from 
jbi Ada Havnienfia, Vol. II.) 

THIS new method, which confifts in the uff 
of vin^r and water injeded into tbf 
tkterus, has fucceeded in three cafes of menor- 
rhagia, that had refifted every other means

of cure. In the firft cafe the flow of blood froiil 
the uterus had continued 4 hours, and cold drink^ 
as well ascold applications to the abdomen had 
been tried without effeft. No pulfe or refpira- 
tion. were perceptible, and the patient was pef- 
fcdlly cold. In this ftate a mi»ture of vinegar 
.and cold water was injefted*into the uterus. 
The haemorrhage was immediately ftopt, dnd the 
patient's pulfe and breathing returned. The rea* 
fon why injeftions of this fore have fo often 
failed in cafes of menorrhagta and fluor albus, is 
perhaps owing to their having been thrown up 
into the vagina only, and not into the uterus. In 
this patient the injeftion was rei)eated three or 
four times, and ihe was perfeftly jccovered in 
fourteen days. The lochia flowed in fmall quan* 
tity, and (he fecreted^but little milk. 

In the fecond cafe the patient from the conti- 
nuance of the uterine difcharge was troubled 
with convulfions and frequent fyncope, but as 
foon as the injedion was thrown into the uterus, 
the menorrhagy ftopt, and flic recovered in a 
fcort time. * 

r In the third cafe the uterine haemorrhage had 
been thrice ftopt by preflure and cold applies- 
tioos €0 the abdon)en, but conftaotly returned 

again^ 
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again, till at length tbc fame inje^on was ufed 
as in the other cafes, and proved equally cfFec- 
tual. 

With regard to uterine haemorrhages it may 
be obferved, that if the placenta is attadied to 
the anterior furfacc of the uterus,, its adhefion is 
always uncommonly ftrong. The more that pare 
of the uterus to which the placenta is fixed is 
extended during pregnancy, and the more that 
fame part is in coniequence of fuch extenfion 
contracted after delivery, fo much the more eafily, 
in general, will the placenta be feparated, and fo 
much th( lefs reafon will there be to fear me- 
norrhagia. The fundus uteri is, during pre^« 
nancy, the niofk extended, and after delivery the 
moft and the quickeft contra6lcd; of courfe the 
placenta, when attached co the fundus, is al^ 
wajrs eaflly feparated, and it very feldom hap- 
pens chat its removal occasions a violent flood>» 
ing ; on the contrary, the anterior furface of the 
uterus not being much llretched, and contraffe- 
ing litde and flowly after delivery, the placenta 
when fixed to this part will, in general,' adhere 
very ftrongly, and ksfeparation frequently giv* 
rife to confiderable teemorrhage. It will there>- 
fore be prudent for ttie accoucheur, as (boa as 
. ' . hfc 



he perceives that the placenta adheres to thcf 
anterior furface of the uterus^ to provide himfelf 
with a ryrlnge^ and cold water, and to be care- 
ful not to feparate the cake till he is convinced 
that the uterus begins to contradt itfelf, and 
even then to proceed (lowly. 



II. Awuf Method (^ treating the Fifiula Lacbry* 
malts. By Mr. William Blizard, Surgeok^ 
F. A. S. (abridged from the Philofophical 
Tranfaftions, Vol. LXX, Part I.) 

THE principal means of cure in the firft 
and moft fimple ftag^ Af the^i^Ai Jacbry- 
maUs^ are, rft, compreflion ; declared by expe- 
rienced praftitioners to be injudicious* ad^ The 
pafling an inftrument\ into the noftril and up 
the du& i a troublefome and painful operation. 
The introducing a probe through one of the 
punfta into the dudt ; by experience proved to be 
inadequate to the defign. 4th, The impelling a 
fluid by a fyringe thro* one of thepunfta^ allowed 
to be Ibmetimes ufeful. On reflecting upon this 
lad method, Mr. Blizard was induced to think, 
that if a fluid of a great degree of fpecific gra- 
vity. 
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yity, as qulckfilvcr, could be palled through one 
of the punfta, fo as to fill the fac and duft, and 
prefs upon the obftruftcd part, it might ncafon- 
ably be cxpcftcd to remove it, or at kaft to 
have a much better phance of doing this thari a 
.watery fluid ^ he therefore provided an inftru- 
ment for the purpofe 5 it confifts of a fine ftecl 
pipe, a little curved, cemented in a glafs tube 
about fix inches long : at the top of the tube 
is a wood<^n funnel, and at the bottom of this a 
valve ; but he thinks the valve unneceflary, as 
the quickfilypr may be poured in by an af- 
fifiant. 

Mr. Blizard has tried this inftrument in one 
patient, who had been troubled with a flux of 
^ears and mucus down the cheek from the 
punda of the right eye-lids, about feyen months. 
The fteel pipe was pafled into the inferior punc-^ 
fum without pain or diiSculty. The quick^ 
filver was then pourpd into the funnel, and when 
it regurgitated out by the fuperior pundtum, the 
inftrqment ^as withdrawn. The quickfilver 
lay in the fac and duft without exciting paiot 
about thirty-hours, when it pailed into 'the 
nofe. On the third day the operation was re< 
peated, and upon gently comprcfling the fac^ 

the 
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the grcatcft part of the quickfihrcr and fomc 
congealed mucus paflfed into the noftril. After 
the fecond or third operation^ the fwellihg and 
diftenfion of the fac entirely ful^fided. Upon 
raifing the column of quickfilver to twelve 
inches, it paflcd into the nofc with much greater 
velocity than before. The patient after this 
procefs bad been repeated four times, at inter- 
vals of a few days, had no difcharge of mucus, 
and a tear but very fcldom, fo .that the parts had 
a perfeftly healthy appearance. Mr, Bliwrd ob- 
fcrves, that this operation will perhaps avail only 
in the firft or fimpleft ftage of the diforder, and 
concludes with remarking that it is limple, 
cafily executed, produdtive of but little pain, 
and attended with no kind of danger^

In the third differt^tion the apthor treats 
fie aquis UpfaUenfibus ; and in the fourth defonte 
Danemdrkenjiy a water which he tells us contain; 
atrial acid; iron, ferrum vitr}olatum, alkali mi- 
nefale vitriolatum, gypfum, common falr^ a(id 
filiccous earth. 

In the fifth effay the author relates Ws^wp^ 
riments upon lea water taken up in the latitude 
of the Canaries by his ingenious friend Dr. 
Sparrman, and brought to Sweden in bottles 
fhat were well corked. Profeflbr Bergman hav- 
ing examined a cantbarus (a Swedilh meafure 
that contains 100 cubic irtches) of this water

found tha^ compared with difttlled Water, it9 
ipeci^ic gravity was as ifiiBg. By evaporation 
it afibr^d a. refiduutn that weighed 3 ounces 
and 37? grains. The contents of this refiduum 
trereas follows:

gypfam45gf. 

It is tfeercfone evidently confirmed by thefc ejt- 
periments that the bitter tafte of fea wa^<ir is en« 
tirely owing to the two latter fubftances. 

Towards the dole of this diilertation we meet 
with a very curious remark concerning fea wattfr 
taken from great depths in the above-mentroned 
latitude, and i^ch bur learned profeifor found 
to have no bitter tafte« From this circiimftance 
he very jodicioufty infers, that if fea water, prd- 
cured firom great depths, is every where the 
fiime, it may be uftfully employed by naviga- 
tors ; for by dilating it with an equal quantity 
of fweet water, it may ferve to boil their vic- 
tuals, and thudf be the means of &ving at lead 
h^ the quantity of fweet water. 

In die fixth dififertation our authot* treats of 
the methods of pirepatring artificial cold mineral 
waters* He begins by analyfing the Seidfehutt, 
Seltzer, Spa, and Pyrmont waters, the focrr foreign 
«iineral watm that are the moft ufcd ia Sweden. 
K a The 
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The weight of the firft of thcfe, the $cidfchu tA^ 
in a middle degree of heat, is in compariibn to 
that of cold water, as 42503 to 42250. The 
contents,of a Swedilh cancharus of this water in a 
heat of 59% were found to be as follows, viz. 

Calxaerata (calx faturated with fixed air) 4f gr. \ 
calx vitriolata 24^ gr. ; magnefia aerata I2i gr. ^ 
magnefia vitriolata (Epfom fait) 859^ gr. \ mag- 
nefia falita 2i| gr. 

To thefe are to be added four cubic inches of 
fixed, and two of common air, that were con- 
tained in this quantity of watar. 

A cantharus of Seltzer water examined in the 
lame way, was found to contain of calx aerata 
17 gr. ; magnefia aerata 29^ gr.^ alkali minerale 
chryftallifatum, 24 gr. ; fal commune I094^gr. Its 
fpecific gravity compared with that of diftilled 
water in a temperate heat, was found to be 
1 ,«027. It yielded 59 cubic inches of fixed, 
and <mly one inch of common air. 

A fimilar quantity of Spa water yielded of 
&rrum aeratum 3f gr. } calx aerata 8^ gr. \ mag- 
nefia aerata 20 gr. ; alkali minerale alkalifatum 
8( gr. \ fal commune i gr. Its fpecific gravity 
is i)Ooio, and it was found to contain 45 cubic 
inches of fixed air. 

Fyrmont water aflKHdcd of femun aeratum 
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^\ gr. ; calx aerata 20 gr. ; calx vitriolata 38^ gr. i 
magnefia aei'ata 45 gr. ; magnefia vicriolata 25 gr. 1 
ial commune 7 gr. Its fpecific gravity was to 
that of diftilled water, as 1^0024, and k yielded 
50 cubic inches of fixed air. 

After giving a comparative table of the con- 
tents of thefe waters, and ofiering fome conjec- 
tures on the manner in which nature produces 
them, he proceeds to defcribe a method of pre- 
paring them by art. For this purpofe the 
pureft water is neceflary. Our author prefers 
that which is procured by diftilladon from fnow 
water taken from places remote from habita- 
tions, and after the fnow has continued to fall 
two or three days. If no fnow can be procured, 
pure fpring water diftilled will anfwer the pur- 
pofe, and in order to deprive it of its empyreu-* 
matic finell after diftillation, it muft be expofed 
in veflels open to the air, but covered in fuch a 
manner that no duft can fall into them. 

To impregnate it with the aerial acid, be 
recommends the method mvented by the late 
M. Venel of Montpellier as the moft fimple. 
Dr. Nooth's machine appears to us very con- 
venient for this purpofe. When the water has 
abforbed a fufficient quantity of fixed air, he 
adds in the above*mc&tionod proportion, cabc 

vitriolau 
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^itriokta (gyp^tn) prepared bjr diiiblving 
traniparent calcareous fpar in marin^ acid, and 
precipitating k afterwards by means of the vitri- 
olic. This fiibftancc is perfeftly and very 
readily diflblved by the acidulated water. In 
•order to impregnate it with iron, 20 graihs of 
iron filings are td be put inta a clean linen b^ 
and fufpended in die water, which will dilibhre 
as much of them as is requifite. 

Our author thinks with good reafon, that in 
preparing artificial mineral waters, gypfum and 
calx had better be omitted, as without thefe in- 
gredients it is perhaps of greater ei&cacy, and 
certainly is mote agreeable to the tafte than the 
natural mineral waters. 

For the information of fuch of our readers 
as may wifti to prepare thefe mineral waters^ 
we (hall add our author's prelcriptions for 
each of them, viz* 

For Sddfchiitz or hitier water ^ take of diftillcd 
water, impregnated with aerial acid, Ifcjj (of 3xij 
each) ; pure Epfom fait, 3v. gr. xx. 

For Seltzer water ^ take of common fait gr; xK, 
and well* dried mineral alkali (purified foda) 

For Spa water J take of the fame mineral alkili 
' gr. ij, and of common fak gr, f. 

For 
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For Pyfmnt waier^ takeof Epfom iak grjdjy 
and of common falc gr. 2\. To the two laft, viz* 
the Spa and Pyrmont waters, xvi or xx grains of 
pure iron filings, free from ruft, are to be added 
\n the manner juft now defcribed^ Our author 
Obferves, that the belt feafon for preparing thefe 
artificial mineral waters is the winter, the water 
being then capable cf abfbrbing the greateft 
quantity of fixed air. in twenty-fbur hours the 
folution is ufually complete, aud the water pre* 
pared, unlefs magnefia is added, for in that cafe 
fhe procefs will require feveral days. He con- 
fiders, however, the addition of this latter ingre- 
dient as pcrfcftly unneceflary. The water when 
prepared is to^be preferved in glafs or ftone bot- 
tles, well corked, and placed with the corks 
downwards in a cellar for ufe. 

In his feventh difierution our author defcribes 
the means of preparing artificial hot mineral 
waters. He begins with the ^berm^ jierata^ or 
fuch as are impr^nated with the aerial acid. 
He examined the Caroline waters, which are of 
this kind, and found that a cahtharus contained 
pf calx aerata, gr. 35 *$ Glauber's fait, gr. 240; 
muriatic fait, gr. 32 \ mineral alkali, gr. 68 ; 
^ fome iron. He next enquires into the na- 
ture of the fbitmfi Hefirtifat^^ or warm mineral 
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waters, that contain hepatic air. By hepatic air 
our author means that which is emitted when 
. hepar fulphuris is decompofed by any ftronger 
acid. This hepatic air confifts of fulphur com* 
bine4 with a great quantity of phlogifton, which 
on being expoied to the open air, flies off* and 
a fulphureous crufl is precipitated. The Aix la 
Chapelle waters are the moft famous mineral 
waters of this kind, '^tne author having exa- 
mined a quantity of thefc waters, taken up from 
the Emperor's bath, found that a Swedifh can- 
tharus contained of calx aerata gr. 27 *, muriatic 
fait gr, 29 y and mineral alkali gr. 70. 

In a heat of 50** a cantharus of diftilled water 
^bforbs about 60 cqbic inches of hepatic air, 
, which, when decompofed by means of the nitrous 
acid, precipitates 8 grains of brimftone. 

From thefe accounts the methods of imitatinj^ 
thefc waters are fufficiently obvious, it confifts 
merely in faturating pure water with aerial acid 
or hepatic air. The method of obtaining hepa-» 
tic air is as follows : put hepar fulphuris (pre- 
pared from equal parts of pot-aihes and brim- 
'ftone^ melted together in ia crucible!) powdered, 
.or a mixture of three parts of iron filings, and 
two parts of fulphur melted together, into the 
glafs apparatus ufed for procuring the aerial acid. 

If 
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If we wifli to impregnate the water with the 
aerial acid at the fame time, we are dircdted to 
add Y o** t P^^^ ^^ calcareous earth, after which 
we are to add the other ingredients. The water 
thus impregnated may be heated by putting it 
inta a clofe veflTel placed in one that contains 
boiling water. 

. As an appendix to this dillertation the author 
gives ah account of cold fulphureous waters, 
and the means of imitating them. He confines 
htmlelf chiefly to the aqua Medvienjis^ a Swediih 
water in great repute. A cantharus of tHis water 
cont^s of iron (faturated partly with aerial 
acid and partly with hepatic air) gr« 4 | ; of calx 
falita gr. i i (^ aerial acid 3P, and hepatic air 40 
cubic inches. 

In his eighth diilertation, our author treats of 
tneacid offugar. In order to obtain a purcacic^ 
of this kind, we are direAed to put an ounce of 
the whiteft fugar and three ounces of ftrong 
nitrous acid into a tubulated retort. When the 
fugar is completely diflblved, a receiver is to be 
luted to the retort, and the latter placed in a heat 
fufEcient for the mixture to boil gently. As foon 
9s it has acquired a brown colour, 3 ounces more 
pf the nitrous acid are to be added, and the hoil- 
lOg continued till the acidum fumans, and the 
Voj{..

colour juft now mentioned entirely difa'i^pear. 
The mixture is then to be poureB into a large 
veflel, and fufFered to cool. In cooling it forms 
frtiall prifmatic quadrilateral chryftals. To the 
' remaining lixivium we are to kdd two ounces 
more of nitrous acid. The mixture is then to be 
boiled, and fet by to cool and chryftallize as be- 
fore. All thcfe fmall chryftals being coUedled, 
' are to be purified by repeated dilutions and 
chry^allifations ; after which we obtain a fait, 
which our author calls the acid of fugaf, becaufe 
it is more eafily procured from fugar than from 
' anyotherTubftarice. It may be obtained, how- 
ever, though in lefs quantity, from hopfeyor any 
'other faccharine fubftance,* and even from the 
urinary calculus. Three ounces of*(u^r, and 
thirty ounces of the nitrous acid, yid[d*onIy an 

* ounc^ of ^thhTalt, which of courfe is extremely 
dear. Wc arc told, that in preparing it, if the, 

: boiling is continued a moment lonjger than is 
. neccflary, , a much lefs quantity of this fait will 

• be obtained. 

After exam.ining thjc properties which thb acid 
-poflcffes in common with other acids, our author 
fdatcs the qOalicies it (hews when combined with 
the'limple earths, metals, and iemi-metals. He 
has conftantly found it' to be the fitted fubftance 

hitherto 
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hitherto knowh for detedUng the exiftence of caU 
careous oarch in water. \ • . ; 

The nexe diflertation, de CohftBione .Aluminis^ 
contains a variety of dbfervations that mud be 
particularly interefting to thole who are engaged 
in Blum manufa£fcories. 

In the tenth diflirrtation, de Tartars Antimmato^ 
our author defcriba an in^prbved method of pre- ^ 
paring an emetic tartar, which unifor<ply produces 
the fame cifed; As his observations on this fub-. . 
je£b are of great importance to the practice of • 
phyfic, we propole to give an account gf this 
new preparation in fome future number of our 
Journal. . t 

Thecleventh and laft diflertation treats of mag- 
nefia. After a concife hiftory of ! this fubftance, 
in which he particularly notices the difcoveries of 
Dr. Black and M. Margraf on this fubjc<ft, he 
proceeds to defcribe the befl method of preparing 
\lj and this we are told, cotififts in precipitating 
it by cleans of fixed alkali from a folution of 
Epfom fait in water. He gives the name of Pirt 
Magnefia to that which is not only freed from, 
every heterogeneous niatter,but which, after being! . 
calcined ih a white heat, ceafes to efiervefpe wki^ 
acids. He informs us that by fuch an operation, 
if properly performed, the magnefia is deprived 
L 2 <sf • 
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^f 55 parts of itsweight. The parts that evapcmte 
are nothing more than aerial acidand water, but 
if the calcinauon is too long continued, the lofs 
becomes greater, fome ctf the more fixed par- 
ticles flying off. 

Combined with calcareous earth, pure clay, 
and nUceous earth, and expofed to a very ftrong 
]ieat, magnefia melts, and with the addidon of 
four times its weight of green glafs, produces a 
mafs fimilar to porcelain, that ftrikes Utt with 
fteel. 

Our author relates his experiments with mag^ 
nefia combined with the feveral known acids. He 
finds that it diflblves fulphur. He treats very 
fully of its degrees of chemical affinity with dif- 
. ferent bodies, and after pointing out the circum- 
llances in which it differs from calcareous earth, 
and mentioning the different fubftances with 
which it is occafionally combined in a mineral 
fi^rm, concludes his remarks with a Ihort account 
of its medicinal ufes. 

A fecond volume of this very ingenious work 
has lately been publilhed in Sweden. It contains 
fourteen diflcrtations, of which we hope foon to' 
be enabled tb give an account.

T N. his twelfth fe£tion our author preients us 
ivith his experiments on ibme antiparalytic 
remedies. In fix cafes of palfy he tried the Ar- 
nica montana, or leopard's bane, but withaiit 
much fuccefs, fo that he leaves it to future trials^ 
before he can fubfcribe to the accounts that 
have been publiflied of this remedy at Vienna : 
he can only fay, that from the flimulus it pro- 
duces in the primac viae, and on the afiefted 
mufcles, it feems to give hopes that it may per- 
haps be of fome fervice. The patients ufually 
took from one to three drachms of the leaves in-« 
fiifibd in a pint of boiling water in the courfe of 
the day. In fome it occafioned naufea and 
purging, but in two of the patients it produced 
no fenfible efiefts, Wc may obferve here, that 
the flowers, and not the leaves, of the Arnica, 
have been the moft ftrongly recommended in pa* * 
ralytic cales ; and it may be farther objeAed by 
thofe who read Dr. Home's experiments, that 
the medicine was not given in a fufEcient quan- 
tity, or continued long enough, to allow it a 
fair trial. 

In a palfy bf the lower extremities he whipped 
die affcfted part with nettles: thef produced 

a burn- 



a btmiihg heat, and fcvcrc paiils,* -but ;na relief; • 
In three othtr cafes he tried the hqt.bath, but 
with no better fuccefs; and hence he infers, that 
as natural hot baths have been' found to be ^ 
powerful temedics in this difcafe, they prdbaKly 
operate from mephytic air atid other Impreg- * 
nations which common water has not. We 'can- ' 
not fubfcrit^ to this opinion, as we have always ' 
thought that the. (timulus of hoc mineral baths, 
which renders them ulefiil in palfy, is owirig 
chiefly, if not iblely, to their heat. 

In the thirteenth fedtion weiind an account of 
the cSk&s of oL terebinthiri'as and honey in the 
iciatica, a remedy originally recommended by 
Dr. Cheyne in his medico-phiiofophical works. 
Two drachms of the oil are to be mixed with 
an ounce of honey, and the patient is to take a 
tearfpoonful of this lintftus morning and even- 
ing, fwallowing a draught of warm water afler ' 
each dofe. Seven cafes are related by Dr. 
^ome,five of which it cured, the other two were ' 
relieved by it. He informs us likewife that ht^ 
has longufed it with great fuccefs in private 
pradice. Of the feven patients, whofe cafes ai^ 
here mentioned, five were men, and only two ' 
women ; and from this circumftance, the author' 
(we fear too baftily) concludes that men are

The fenfiblc operation of the 
remedy, we are toW, is various, it 6ften pror 
'diices a heat in theiftomach, and diminifbes the 
' appejtite. It heats the part, and railes a peculiar 
" fenfaftion of pain there. In two of the patients 
it proved diuretic, and in a third it brought on 
a flranjgury, by being given in too great a quan- 
•tity. In one of the cafes it performed a cure ia 
four days, but in fonie it required fourteen. He 
finds it of ufe only in the pure fciatica. 

In the fourteenth feftion Dr. Home relates . 
the efFefts of a linirnent in the lumbago. Thit 
application, , which he formerly recommended in 
his Medical pa^s^ is direfted to be prepared in 
(he following manner :

Four cafes are defcrihed in which this reme4y 
proved of ule. In one of theiei blifters, and cveii 
the aAual cautery, had been tried to no purpoie ; 
the above liniment relieved, though it did 
fiot cure this patient. After all, howevo") we 
cannot conceive why it can be preferable to any 
pther ftimulating application, A plafter of bur- 
gundy pitch would perhaps jprQve ec^uaUy efii- 
.^acious. 

In the fifteenth fedioa our autl^r deferibes a 
cafeof ifchuria renalis, that terminated in death., 
l^^either Mo^gagni nor Valfalva ever met with an 
inftance where the fuppreilion of urine was owing 
to a difeafe of both the kidneys, without the 
bladder being afFeftcd. Dr. Home obfetves^ 
that there was no fwelling in the lower part of 
the abdomen ; that the patient had no defire tQ 
pafs urine ^ and that the infpeftion of the body 
lliewed that none had been fecreted. After this^ 
biftory follows one of ifchuria. vefK^Iis, attended 

with 
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vnxh this uncomtnon ciocutnft^nce, that tbie pa•^ 
tknt died from a difteniion of the bladder, zU , 
though he continued through ihe whole courfe 
of the difeafe to pafi his urine, even in more than 
a natural quantity. The difeafe upon difledion 
*was found to have been occaiioned by a preter-- 
natual thickening and enlargement of the blad- 
der. Dr. Home relates another cafe of Ifchuria 
' . Yeficalisi which feemed to be owing to a fchir- 
rous afitdtion of the bladder. The patipnt re<* 
xnained in the clinical ward, after the Doftor^s 
attendance there was finilhed, fo that we are not 
informed of the fate of this patient. After this, 
our author mentions a cafe of Ifehuria Ure- 
thralis that happenied in confequence of a go« 
Qorrhoea. 

The fixteenth feAion is allotted to diabetes, * 
of which bur author gives the following defini- 
tion : <* Urina auftaetfubdulcis; litis perpetua; 
"cutis arida et pkrumque fquaijofa*" Two 
cafes are related, the fymptoms of which were 
fimilar. One of the patients pafled from i^ to 
15 pints of urine in four-and-twenty hours, and 
his urine exceeded his drink ufually about two 
pints ; the other voided fomewhat kfs in quan- 
tity, but more in proportion to his drink ; when 
he drank 4, he paflfed 12 pjnts a day i when he

\ when given from 3iv to 3vj a day. Iri fixteca 
inilances of its goodcfFefts related in that work, 
twenty and fomctimes forty days elapfed before it 
had any vifible efieft in increafing dther ftool or 
urine } but afterwards the belly became loofe, 
and the urine thick,* bifious^ and fabulous. Dr. 
Home defcribes twenty cafes in which thi9 
medicine was adminiftered ; of diis number, we 
are tdd, thirteen were cured. After reviewing 
the cafes, our author concludes that this remedy 
is xmSL to be depended on in anafarca, next to 
that in afeites, and leaft of ail in hydrothorax, 
though it feems that of 4 patients in the latter 
difeafe, two* were cured by it. The g^nend e& 
fcfts of this medicine were now and then» though

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tScSL It commonly iiKreafod the quantiiy oC 
urine^ chough not near lb much as the hac. junip* 
fquills, &c. and in fome, the difcharge of urine 
was not fenfibly or but liule augmented. The 
urine^ except in two cafes, was not thick and 
fabulous, a$ in Menghini's patients, but paler and 
clearer than natural. During ^he ufe of it, the 
appetite mended, and the thirft, heat, and fever 
diminilhed.

fiut this method was fuccseded by an appear- 
ance 
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axice oJF the metifes only in one of the fix padenti. 
In moft of the patients the tourniquet was ap- . 
{died to both thighs for an hour, and in one cafe 
was continued till the thighs were difcoloured. 
It generally quickened the pulfe, and produced 
head-ach, vertigo, dyfpncea, and pains in the 
ftomach and abdomen. In three other patients 
V. S. was tried and feemed to be ufeful. Dr. 
' li^ome gave pulv. fabin. in five cailes, and with 
good fucceis in three of the five. This remedy, 
which has long been confidered as a powerful 
Cfnmenagogue, he has found a uleful and fafe 
medicine. Half a drachm is the dofe in which he 
has commonly given it. Our author was m* 
duced to ^ve the rubia tinftorum in amenorrhoea 
upon the authority of Toumefort, who fays, that 
** it ibongly provokes the courfes.** Nineteen 
cafes are relatM,.in which from 9{S to ^j. of it in 
powder were given four times a day. Fourteen 
of thefe patients we are told were cured, al- 
though die medicine produced hardly any fenfible 
cfieft:, never having quickened the pulle or in*- 
created the inflammatory fymptoms. Our author's 
tncomiums on this medicine induced us to give 
it a trial, bm^Mi^perienced no good efiedl: from 
it, and in ossL patient it cojoftantly produced 
vomiting.

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The Dinftceoch &&ion relates to the hc^e*^ 
or Lepra Grascorum^ a difcafc that frequently 
occurs, efpccially ^mongft the lower fort of 
people.

of this kiiid, }Dn Home tried the tin^re <^ 
pantharidest combined with muc* gum. arabic* 
but without haying been able to perform z 
complete cure with it^ although the fymptons 
were alleviated by it. He was not more fortu^ 
nate with the inner bark of the elm given in the 
manner recommended by Dr. Lyfons* Our au- 
thor tried it in four cafes ; one of the patients 
was difmifled^ cured, after takmg it, but as it 
produced no vifible.ciFe^ he doubts its efi}« 
cacy. The author tried viper broth, and an 
cleAuaiy prepared from theboiled flefh of vipers^ 
in three other cafes, but his experiments with 
this remedy are far from being fatisfaftory^ 
To four of his patients he gave a dccodtion 
of farfaparilla, but without any apparent gpoid 
cfftdt. He was more fortunate with Plummer's 
pill, having cured with it ieven out of nine 
j)atients. He obferved that it rarely produced 
nauiea ;* that it looiened the belly, in nearly 
half of the patients, and that it walr attended

^ H E third part of M. Tiflbt's work relates 
to the pathology and treatment of diforders 
of the nerves. In the firft le£lion he prefents us 
with the opinions of difierent writers on this 
fubjed, and obferves, that till M. Pommes's 
book made its appearance, nervous difeafes were 
almoft univerfally confidered as the efFeds of 
relaxation. This writer, whofe work has been 
tranllated into Englifh by Dr. Berkenhout^ 
:«foribes them to a very pppofite caufci to what 

he 
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he Calls a racornijfement of the nerves, and upon 
this principle it is that he propofes to treat them 
with warm bathing and other means of rtlaxa- 
(ion. Notwithftanding the eulogium beftov^ed 
on this new theory by M. Tiflbt, we own wc 
have always conddered it as the fruit of a 
lively imagination, rather than of found reafon- 
ing -, and indeed our author acknowledges that 
affections of the nerves often originate from v^xj 
different caufes. 

In the fecond fedlion M, Tiflbt treats of the 
difeafes peculiar to the nerves, and thefe, he 
thinks, may in a great meafure depend on 
changes that take place in the nervous fluid. It 
may be too vifcid or too rare, poflcfling too great 
or too little acrimony. He apologizc?s for fpeak- 
ing in this manner of the properties of this fluid, 
by (hewing that although it efcapes our fenfes, 
it muft certainly hafve a certain degree of con- 
fiftence, liable to vary, and of courfe to produce 
difeafe; and although it affords nothing that 
tan ftimulate our palate, or obr noftrils, yet it 
muft poflefs'a certain ftimulating power percep- 
tible by the mufcles, and this power may be in 
too great or in too weak a degree. A number 
of fafts he obferves prove to us, that it is fome-

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In treatiAg of the difea&a of the coats of the 
nerves, M. Tiffi>t, with his ufual induftiy, has 
colleded from authors a great variety of in« 
ilancesof difeaie occafioned by collections within 
their cellular fubftance, or by tumors com^ 
prcffing particular nerves, &c. 

He next proceeds to treat of thepredifpofing 
and occafional caufes of nervous di&afes, and 
b^;ins with thofe which proceed from any con- 
ftitutional defe6t. A predifpofition from this 
fource he is convinced may be hereditary, and 
he confiders this melancholy tranfmiffion o£ 
difeafe from one generation to another, as one of 
thofe truths of whicl> no one doubtii, but thofe 
.who are determined to doubt. He quotes feveral 
inftances from authors in proof of what he ad- 
vances on this fubjed, and among others, (peaks 
of a family in which Lancifi had occafion to 
bbferve a dilatation of the right auricle and ven- 
tricle in four generations, aild which produced 
the fame fymptoms in the great grandfather, 
grandfather, father, and fon.

Tr\R. Crawford, m this writer, ixiccw with aii^

We acknowledge the juftnefs of Mr. Mor-^ 
gan*s remarks^ though we cannot confider them as 
abiblutely deciilive on this point. Becaufe a fub* 
jeft is difficult, it does not prove that it ought 
npt to be enquired into ^ it can only be inferred^ 
that greater attention and accuracy are neceflary 
in the experimenter. Sul^efts as delicate as 
chat in queftion have been profecuted by phitofo* 
phers, and the conclufions drawn from the ex» 
periments are nevertheleis Uniyerfally acknow^e 
ledged. AUblute precifion in thefe cafes cannot 
be obtained, and we mud content ourfelves witb 
fk dofe apppximatkw, X^c cxpvimeiiis.ihfNdd 



.|>e ;Carefylly repeated^.tiQi once or twice tMdf^ 
t^pt a great nvimber of times^ and the conclu^ 
Qons t^n from the mean of the feveral refults« 
In thcfe cafes too there are ufually a variety 
of mioute circumftance$ that are apt not to be 
fufficiently attended to, but which may yet make 
a very confiderable difibt^ence in the events* 
Mr. Morgan, for exan^le, has noticed the heat 
.of the room at the beginning of his experiments, 
but does not foem to have paid any regard to 
.the change it underwent while he was profecut- 
ingtbem^ yet tMs might probably have been 
one caufe of the variations which he obferved in 
-the pe&dts'pf his trials. . ^imilai* objedlions feem 
-alio to lieagainft thofedF Dr. Crawford, as our

In the third fedipn. the author exammes Dr. 
Crawford's prepofitionss he objefts to the ^x- 
j)eriments on which thef are founded^ «nd affinna 
that on tfie ma& careful trials he found no dif- 
ference i^.t^e abfc>][i)te h^ts of the various kinds 
of 9ir. This indeed il^ the moft itndir fiarc of 
^the po&or's fyftem» and we acknowledge the 
txtren^e Sfficidfyff perhaps impoffihilksf^.ciydM^^ 
mining with any degree ofadcuracy, tIie:di0cftDC 
capacities of thefe very, face ftibftanoes. We ase 
toldy however, that Dr. Crawford and hisfmnds 
pbjeA to Mr. Mpi^'is fhermometdrs, as not 
l)eing fufficicntly ff^bk^ We learo afi>thac «ho 
ingenious Abb^Foptana-hfas repeate^the cptpm- 
mentson phlo^fticaced and dephlogifticaced air, 
and is fatisfied of t^e truth. of Dr; prawford's 
conclufions. We ar^. likewife infocn^d that CU* • 
Crawford has repeated thefe experiqi^ts. before 
icveral gentlemen wlu) had doubte^t^jjijir^ccu- 

' racy, and that they , became coqvsrts to his 

" doftrinc, 

Mr. 
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Mr. Moif;an next pioceeds to examine the 
poftor*s propofition J '* That the capacities- of 
V tg)die$ are dinviniflicd by the addition of 
** phlogifton, and increafed by its feparation ;" 
^nd here we cannot but obfcrvc, that he fcems 
to have miflaken the authpr's' meaning. The 
Do<ftor no where afierts that a phlogifticated body 
Qeceffarilycontains lefs abfoluteheat than oAe void * 
of tit former principle \ he even gives an in* 
ftance to the contrary in the cafe of blood and 
voter. His afiertion is fimply as in the propo- 
rtion above quoted. He has fupported that 
proportion by a number of experiments ; and 
it adds fomething to its confirmation, that Mr. 
Elliot, with grckt lagacity, difcferned the fame 
thing a priori from the common analogy of 
l^fature* It is further demonftrated by a va^* 
riety of experiments made by the ingenious 
Mr. Kirwan, which may be feen in Mr. Magel- 
fen's excellent treatifc on fire. Though there- 
^>re fpirit of wine, and fome other phlogiflicatf^d 
itiUtances, contain more abfolute heat than wa- 
ter, we apprehend it does not affedt the truch of 
the propofition in queilion. Other fubftances, 
befides pMogifton, may have a power of affeA** 
jnjg the abfolute heat of bodies, either by leflen^ 
)Pg or enlarging it. It is fufficient in tlie prefcnt 
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frafe if thefe fubftances have their capacities fbvcr 
yaily altered, by varying the quantities of their 
phlogifton ; the contrary of which by no mean^ 
appears from Mr. Morgan's experiments. 

In the laft feftion, the aqthor examines Df. 
Crawford's application of his theory to phaenor 
tncna. It follows from that theory, that air com- 
bined with phlogiilon, ought to grow hotter than 
d9phlogi(licated air, when both are placed in the 
fame temperature. But Mr. Morgan could find 
no difference between them in this refpeftj 
whether his thermooKter yfzs fufficiently accu-^^ 
rate we cannot determine, but we remember an 
experiment of Mr.Cavallo's, which feems to make 
againft our author's conclufion : he found that 
the heat of a candle decreafed otherwife than in 
the duplicate ratio of the diilance : it was much 
greater near the flame than in that proportion. 
He was at a lofs to account for this phenomenon i 
but it would feem to. have proceeded from the 
greater quantity of phlogifticated air immediately 
ifurrounding the flame j which, therefore, by Dr^ 
Crawford's theory, was fufceptible of greater 
fenflble h^at. 

Several of our author's fubfequent remarks 
appear to be judicious and well founded ; but as 
y/e I^av^ already extended this article to a great 

kAgth^ 
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length, wc muft refer the reader, who is curious 
in thefe matters, to the performance icfclf. It 
muft be ackhowleclged, that Dr. Crawford's the- 
ory is rendered doubtful by our author's inge- 
nious ftriAures; and tnat till thefe obje6tionii 
ate removed, it can fcarce be confidercd in any 
other light than that of an ingenious hypothe- 
tis. As this controverly involves a queflion of 
great impolrtahce in philofophy, we hope it will 
have the eHed of ftimiilatihg the ingenious^ to 
tlear up th* truth by further experiments. Th6 
World will be indebted for that fervicc to Mr. 
Morgan ; and we learn with pleafure, that Drw 
Crawford has already made fome prggrefs in this 
wayj. 



V. ket/ikrks oh tie Ophibalmy^ Pforbpblbdtmy^ 
and Purulent Eye. With Mefbods of Cure cor^i^ 
deraWj different from tbofe commonly ufed^ and 
tafes annexed^ in proof of tbeir utility. By James 
Ware, Surgeltm^ 8vo. London, 133 pagei, 
1780. 

AFTER a brief defcription of the eye and 

it$ appendages, the author proceeds to treat 

of the ophthalmy pr lAflammation of that part of 

P 2 the 
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the tunifca conjunftiva which covers the globe Olf 
the eye : this difeafc occurs in very dilFercnr de- 
grees ; fometimes it occupies only a part of the 
globe, byt in common it extends over the whole. 
It may be fuperficial, aflfcfting the conjuhdliva 
only, or fo deep as to reach the fclerotica and 
internal coats^ In general the conjunfliva is not 
'much thickened, but fometimes its membranous 
appearance is entirely deftroyed^ Whatever the 
degree of inflammation may be, it will, in general, 
be found that light is ofFenfive to the eye, and to 
avoid the pain which it occafions, the injurious 
method of binding comprefles or plaifters tight 
over the eye, has been but too often praftifcd, 
lieith a view to keep out the light, as well as to 
prevent the motion of the eye. Our author, in- 
ftead of fuch applications,^ which by confining 
the tears add (o the irritation, and by their pref* 
fure increafe the obflrttdion in the minute vefiels 
on which they a^, recommends a pafteboard 
hood or bonnet to be worn at a convenient dif- 
tance from the eye. It muft not be fuppofed 
however that the accefs of light is the only caufe 
of paia ; the fufferings of the patient are ibme- 
timet continual and excefliye, acute pskim dan^ 
jng throi^ the eye to die back part of the head ^ 
tfaefe ^fttionsi which a^ayi indicate much 

danger 
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danger of the lofs of fight, may be confidcred iS 
the efFefts of inflammation^ 

In enumerating the caufes of ophchalmy, Mf; 
Ware obferves that it is fomctimes epidemical 
nflfcaing a whole neighbourhood at the fame 
time, as was the cafe in 1778, at Newbury, and 
at feveral of the camps. — It may be brought on 
by blows or wounds, by extraneous bodies lodged 
in the eye, or it may be the confcquence of other 
difeafts, as the fmall-pox, meafles, fcrophula, or 
lues. 

Speaking of the means of cure, he firft takes 
notice of Wecdmg; he prefers topical to general 
bleeding, and recommends the application of 
leeches in preference to arteriotomy, on account 
of the inccnvcniencics that fometimes attend the 
htter. The njimbcr of leeches applied (hould 
feldom be lefs than three, and it will be proper 
to confine their application as near to each other 
as poflible in the hollow of the temple ; when 
placed on or very near the eye-lids they are liable 
to occaiion them to fwell, and to increafe the 
irritation of the eye. 

Our author fpeaks unfavourably of bleediog^ 
the eye itfelf, as it is apt to irritate. If th« con- 
jvnftiva is Ibraped with a brufli made of barley 
beards, tfter the manner of fome, ibme^of the 

fpicute 
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^iculac may be left in the eye, and Mn War* 
iufpefts this ta have happened to one of his owii 
patients,; dividing the blood veflfels with a lan- 
cet or needle, he thinks will be requilite onlf 
when a fpeck on the cornea is fupplied with one 
or more diftinft blood vefTds.-— He has experi- 
enced good cScAs from blifters of the fize of 
half a crown, applied on the temples^ direAly 
over the orifices made by the leeches^ he likewife 
recommends an attention to regimen, and the u& 
of gentle laxatives, but his chief dependence feems 
to be upon the topical application of opium. 
For this purpofe he recommends the TinfturaThc- 
baica of the London Difpenfatory. Two or thre^ 
drops of this medicine are to be dropped into th^ 
eye once or twice a day* When firft applied^ it 
caufes a fharp paili, and a copious flow of 
tears, which continues a few minutes and gradu-^ 
ally abates, after which we are told that a great 
and remarkable degree of eafe generally fuccecds* 
The author informs us that the inflammation is 
often vifibly abated by a fuigle application of 
this tinAure, and that many bad cafes have been 
completely cured by it in a fortnight, after every 
other kind of remiedy had been ufed for weeks 
and forxietimes months without any fuccefs^ 
This fpcedy good cffcft. However,. is ijpt to bei 

cxpcAed 
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eypeded in all cafes indifcriminately. In fomp 
the amendment is more flow and gradual, and a 
few inflances have occurred, in which no relief at^ 
all was obtained from its firft application. In 
cafes of the latter kind, in which the complaint 
is generally recent, the eyes appear fhinihg and 
gloflfy, and feel exquijfite pain from the rays of 
light. However, notwithftanding thefe fymp- 
toms, the application is fometimes found to fuc-t 
ceed ; and whether it will or not, can only be 
determined by making the trial, which is at* 
• (ended with no other inconvenience than the mo- 
mentary pain it occafions : and when it is found 
to produce no good efFeft, the ufe of it muft be 
fufpended, until evacuations and other means 
have diminiQied the exceflive irritation; after 
which, it may again be applied, and bids equally 
fair for fuccefs, as in thofe inftances in which it 
never difagrced. 

As opium is the bafis of the Thebaic tinfturc, it 
(night naturally beexpeAed that a Ample folution 
of opium in water would produce the fame good 
^flfeAs, but this we are told is far from being the 
cafe, fuch a folution having been feveral times 
Itpplied by the author without fuccefs ; mountain 
wine, another principal ingredient in tJie tinfture, 
\m likewife been tried, but without affording the 

. leaft 



ieafl' relief ; he therefore coiKludes that neither 
of the ingredients in the tindlure are able, in a 
ieparate (Ute, to produce the benefit, which they 
%kn\fortn\y do in combination with each other, and 
for this reafoii he has for a long time confined 
l^imfelf to the ufe of the tin^ure alone. He fup- 
pofes it tQ a£t at firft by its ftimulus, and after- 
wards as a fedative. Nine ca&s are related in 
proof of the efBcacy of this remedy, 

After treating of the ophthtlmy^ our author 
makes mention of the Tricbifjis or inverfion of 
;he edges of the eye-lids ; a difeafe that occafions 
fhe hairs growing out of the ciliary edges incef- 
(antly to rut| againft and irritate the eye. I)e 
makes a diltinftion between an inverfion of the 
vpper apd lower lid \ the former being affeded 
^y the equal, though contrary, a^ion of th^ 
inufculus orbicvilaris, and levator palpebral fu- 
pcrioris, wherea^ the lower eye-lid has no mufc^^ " 
^Orrefpondent to the levator of tbf upper. 
Whep, therefore, the trichiafis affcfts the upper 
lid, it appiears to be produced by a relaxation of 
the levator, and a contraAipn of (he i\pper part 
p( the orbicularis ; whereas a trichiafis of the 
lower lid can only arile from a relaxation of the 
(kin, and a contraftion of the lower part of the 
orbicularis. As thefe two cafes differ in their 
Cfijifcs, the methods employed in each muft of 

courfc 
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itfbarfe be ^iflbt»ntw In both the cure may be 
ckher palliative or radical. The former may be 
cfffeacd by cxtrafting the ladies by the root i 
the latter by rctraftingthe ciliary edges^ and pre- 
ferring theiA in their natural fituation; In the 
trichiafis of the tower lid, the aim of the prac- 
titioner muft be to increafe the rcnitency of the 
Ikin td fuch a degree as to prevent the contraftion 
of the orbicuhris ; but in the trichiafis of the 
upper eye-lid, this would have no effcft •, and 
benefit can only be derived from adding a fuf- 
ficient ftimulus to the levator palpebfx fuperioris, 
to excite its proper aftion. Of the two fpccies of 
trichiafis, that of the lower lid is the moft fre- 
quent. A curious cafe of trichiafis of the 
upper lid is related, in which^ after a variety of 
methods had failed; a cure was eflfcflcd by the 
following operation: an inciQon was made 
through the integuments of the upper lid from the 
inner to the outer angle of the eye; the fibres of 
the orbicularis wcre^ then feparated fo as to denu- 
date thofe of the levator mufcle as near to their 
termination in the edge of the lid as pofnble; 
which being done, a fmall cauterizing iron, 
adapted' to the convexity of the globe of the eye, 
and made preuy warm, was pafled two or three 
times over the tcndihocamous fibre^^ This

night irritation produced a falutary contraftion 
of the tnufcle, fo that after the inflammatioafub- 
Iided theeye became ufeful. 
. In a recent and (Ught cafe of tricbiafis of 
the lower eye-lid^ our author has ibmetime; ac* 
complithed a cure by forming a fold in the (kin 
below the inverted lid» and preferving it in that 
ftate by means of* (licking-plaifter, or of an in- 
ftrument contrived to pinch up a fmall portion, 
of the fkin, and hang on the cheek. In more 
ilubborn cafes he finds it neceflary to cut off a 
fmall Cranfverfe portion of ikin below the edge 
of the lid, and afterwards to confine the edges of 
the wound together by. means of a future^ in 
others of ftill greater difficulty, as for inftance^^ 
where the ciliary edges are not only inverted^ 
but likewife contrafted or fhorteoed, relief can 
only be given by enlarging their circumference, 
cither by an incifion zt the outer angle, or by a 
complete divifion of the Tarfus in the middle. 
The latter operation, we are told, is not often 
requifite. ^ 

Speaking of the pforophthalmy, or inflamma- 
tion and ulceration of the eye-lids, our author 
dbferves, that although often an effect of fcro- 
phula and other difeafes, yet it is moft fre* 
queqtly a local complaint^ occafioned by an nU 

ccration 
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oeration of the dufls of theciliary glands, and of 
. courfe to bc^cured only hj a topical application. 
That which he has found the mod: efFedual is 
the unguentum cUrinum Ph. Edin. which, when 
well made, forms a hard falve of a full yellow 
colour. A little of this, melted into an oil by a 
gentle heat, is to be rubbed upon the eye at 
bed-time; after which a foft plaifter of the 
ccratum album is to be bound clofely over the 
eye-lids, to prevent their adhefion to each other 
in the night. In the morning the eye is to be 
cleanicd with milk and frefh butter, well mixed 
together and warmed. Our author gives us ten 
cafes in which this practice (ucceeded. 

Thcfc cafes are followed by an account of 
jthc purulent eyes of new-born children. By 
the term purulent^ however, Mr. Ware means 
only an increafed and morbid fecretion of n^ucus. 
In every ftage of the difcafe he thinks the chief 
indication is to conftringe the relaxed veflcls, 
and check their increafed djfcbarge. The me- 
dicine he has found to be the bell calculated for 
(his purpofe is the aqua camphorata of Bates's 
Difpenfatory, diluted according to the circum-: 
ftances ^f the cafe. In general he mixes a 
drachm of this preparation with two ounces of 
cold water. This compofition is to be throwr\ 
<^2 bctvc^i^ 
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between the eye-lids by means of a fyrin^ io 
flight cafes, once or twice a day i in more inve- 
terate ones, once or twice in an hour. D^iring 
the fweiling of the eye-lids he recommends, in- 
ftead of cataplafms, a lotion made of the cuida 
of milk turned with alum, and an equal p^rt of 
hog's lard ; this is to be applied cold, and 
frequently repeated, but without intermitting 
the ufe of the injedion. Four cafes are related 
in which this mode of treatment was fuccefsfuUy 
adopted. 

The work clofes with a cafe of Gutta Se- 
rena, cured by only three elcftric applications, 
each of which was continued about a quarter of 
an hour. The mode of eleftrification was 6rft: 
by carrying a ftream of the eleftric lire through 
the eye, and afterwards by drawing (parks from 
all the parts that furroundcd it. This cafe dif- 
fers from thofe related by Mr. Hey (in th^ 
Lond. Med, Obf. Vol. V.) in the following 
material circumftances 5 the diforder came on 
more fuddcnly than in the cafes defcribed by 
that author, the blindnefs was more entire, the 
eyc-lids more affcfted, and the cure more 
ipccdy.

I, Cafe of a Patient who voided Hydatides with 
bis Urine \ with an Account of the /^earanceg 
en DiJfeSion,. Communicated iy.ThiomsLsEhckr 
bume, M. D. Phjifiiian at Bwrbam. * Read 
February i8, 1781. 

WG. ag^d 32, by track an upholftercr, 
• of a robuft and heakhy conftitution, oa 
the 1 8th of Auguft I774» had the misfortune to 
fall from a table in a room where he was at worlo, 
by which he was very much hurt, and particu* 
larly complained of fevere pain in his left hypo* 
gaftriuoi) but, as it foon abated, he applied for 
no relief at that time. 

On the 27th of the fame month he was feized 
io the night with a total fuppreffion of urine, at** 
tended with great ficknels and vomiting, and ^ 
violent pain in the region of the left kidney \ he 
was bled, had a turpentine clyfter, and an oiljf 
purging medicine which was repeated every hour^ 
^d though the greateft pa^rt of it was thrown up 
again, it procured him feveral looie ftools in the 
.(ourfe of the day, 

Oa 
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Qn the 28th, all his fymptoms remaining^ the 
femicupium was ordered and repeated twice a 
day> along with clyfters, opiates, oily diuretic me- 
dicines, &c. but without cffeft, till the 6th of 
September, when findinpa fudden inclination, he 
called for a bafon, and made near two quarts of 
•cofFee-coloured urine, mixed with a confiderable 
- number of hydatides, fome whole and fome burft, 
from the fize of a pin's head to that of a nutmeg. 
He was immediately relieved from his pain, all 
the bad fymptoms difappeared, and he was able 
in a few days td return to work at his bufinefs. 

After this time, he ufcd frequently to pafs hy^ 
datidcs of the fame fize, and fometimes reddifli 
fabulous matter, efpecially after taking exercife 
on horfeback. 

He remained in this ftate till the 6th of Sep- 
tember 1778, when he was again fazed with a 
total fupppcffion of urine, acute pain in his left 
■fide, and vomiting, which continued for eight or 
ten hours, and was relieved by his pafling an hy- 
datid, which was burft, but from the appearance 
of the bag, muft have been as large as a hen% 
egg when it was whole. He continued eafy tiU 
the loth, when^ he had a fcverc return of his for- 
TTicr fymptoms -, fcpprefiion of urine (though 
without pain or apparent tcnfion of the bladdeii) 

diftrefling 
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diftreflTiDg Mxxkz and vomitiiig, pain in the left 
hypogailrJumi pqlfe hard and full» heat not 
much greater than natural ; he was bled) had ^ 
oiiy emulfion c. tinft. Theb. three turpentine 
clyfters in the courfe of the day, and the decodt. 
nitrof. c. fperm. ceti. On the nth a purging 
oily mixture was given without tSc6t^ was re- 
peated on the I2th) and produced feveral co« 
pious evacuations % and on the I3th9 the chamo-* 
mile fomentation was applied to the regbn of 
the kidney. 

Thele means being unfuccefsful in procuring 
an evacuation of urine, and the pain in the kid- 
ney being now ib much abated as hardly to be 
perceived by the patient, an emulfion with 5 
grains of camphor, and 15 drops of tih£t. cantha- 
ridum, was ordered every 4 hours ; continued on 
the 15th, and the dofe of tindt. canthar. increafed 
to 30 drops. He remained tolerably eafy till 
the 19th, when the pain returned with violence, 
and he died the fame evening. 

Having procured leave to examine the body> 
we found, on opening the abdomen, a Qight ap- 
pearance of a mortification of the jejunum tOr 
wards the right fide, extending about 3 inches 
in length, and of the under furface of the omen-, 
turn chat was in contaft with it. We could find 
BO traces of a kidney or ureter on the right fide. 
S The 
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the left kidney was increafed uikifonnly in aft 
its dimenfions to 5 times the ufual lize ; weighed 
about a pound and a quarter) and extended con^ 
fiderably under the ribs into the hypochondrium.* 
The omentum ^hered to it on the upper part^ 
and where it adhered was upwards oiF 2 inches 
thick. 

On (eparating the omentum from the kidney, 
we found a large mafs of coagulated bloody 
which feemed to have proceeded from ruptured 
ve0els in the fubftance of the kidney, which wai 
very tender, and* in a diffi>lved ftate through- 
out. 

The pelvis of the kidney was greatly enlarged^ 
and contained about half a pint of a, thick mucous 
iSuid, and a large triangular (lone, one angle of 
which was clofely prefled into the paflage of the 
ureter, and entirely clofed it up.

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II. J Cafe of Venereal Confun^ion atrtd ly Mer^ 
eurial FriSlions. By S. Theophilas de Meza^ , 
M. D. (Frm the Afta Havnicnfia, Vol. II.) 

A BOUT twenty years ago, C. B. a young 
gentlenian, 25 years of age, contracted 
the lues venerea. He had ulcers in difierent ' 
partsof his body, particurarfy in his mouth; and 
cxoftoiis of the os frontis % to (hefe fymptoms 
were added heftic ftvor, colliquative (Weats, 
diarrhoea, a conilant cough, an expeftoration of 
pus, efpecially towards morning, and in a word, 
all the marks of a confirmed phthifis pulmo- 
naris. 

He had been under the^care of a praiSlitioner of V 

great reputation and experience, but the reme* 
dies prefcribed having failed of fuccefs, he 
thought proper to apply to me. He was at 
this time*!n a very emaciated ftate, but was an- 
xious to undergo a courle of mercury. I was 
fearful of giving it to him ihternaUy, left by 
ftimuladng the bowels it fliould increafe the 
diarrhoea, and thus haften his death. I there-* 
fore began with rubbing a fmall quantity of 
mercurial ointnient every night on his arms ^ 
and legs alternately. In a very few days his •

The fe^ioil of the fymphylu pubis hA latel/ 
been performed with fuccefs in Spain, by Signor 
Caniyell^ furgeon major to the Naval Hofpital 
at Cadiz. The patient, a lady aged forty-two 
years^ was taken in labour of her firft child on 
the 6th of Auguft laft. The labour paina con- 
tinued during twenty-four hours, but the head 
of the fcetus being prevented fix>m advancing 
by the narrownefs and diflortion of the pelvis^ 
and the patient being much reduced^ her ae-* 
coucheur thought the operation advifeable.

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' The Academy of Sciences at Bourdeaux hav* 
Ing offered a prize of 450 livres for the beflb 
paper on the incontinence of urine, to which 
many perfons are fubjeft when in bed, and on 
the means of curing it, M. Leger, a furgeon 
at Paris, has, without any view to the prize, 
communicated to the public a ren^y, by means 
-of which he has fucceeded in three cafes of this 
ibrt. It confifts of fix grains of cantharides in 
powder, mixed with two drachms of extraft of 
borage, and divided bto 24 dofes, one of which 
IS to be taken every night at bed-time. In one 
of the patients, 9 young lady, 24 years old, who 
had been fubjeA to the. above-mentioned com* 
plaint from her infancy, the medicine was re- 
peated 72 nights, and the dofe of cantharides 
mcieafed a few grains. This patient was per-r 
feftly cured, and for two years has enjoyed the 
beft health.

Modem Improvements in the PraBice cf 
Pbyfid The two volumes may be confidered as 
ufefu^ compilations from the bed modern Englilh 
medical and furgical writers ; but they would 
have been more valuable if the editor had drawn 
his materials from a greater variety of fourccs, 
and given his readers abftra£l:s of foreign works 
of merit that are not fufficiently known in this 
country. At the end of the medical volume, 
we meet with fome account of the remedies that 
have been introduced into practice of late years ; 
but what is faid on thefc fubjedts is in general 
not fufficiently fatisfaftory ; the account given 
of the (olumbo root, for inftance, is comprized 
ii^ half a dozen lines.

diwtty '^recover after this jietiod, ahdTor a tdhg 
^imc ' enjoy a ftatc of health to which'tliey were 
lieforc ftpangers. 

The fymptoms that jipjiear about this time 
sre arranged by our author under the' following 
heads, viz. i. Thofc 6f fdlnefs, Tn confc'jqucricc 
of the fudden ftoppage of an lAuUl evatiiation 
in full habits 5 2. Frequent, lodg-cohtinued, or 
immoderate floodings in feeble rdaxed tiabitsj 
3, General dflfcAions. of the fyfteta from an al- 
teration of the conftitutioix. The coAiplamts 
of the firft of thefe claffcs arc to be relifcvcd by 
ipare diet, octafional v^nasfedtion, Sivoiidjng cof- 
tivencfs, and by cxercife. THdc of the Icco^d 
dais are to be treated in the manner Jiift now 
direded ; but. if the difchai^ is owing p, ful- 
nefs, proper evacuations will be ncceflary. In 
cafes of the third kind, when fhobting pains ap- 
pear about the under part of the abdomen or 
region of the uterus, ^nd in the brea{l:s, with 
other fymptoms of bad health, they cvid<!ntly 
indicatt z change in the cortllitution, which

ccntp by ftypdc or aftringent injeftions ; fuch, 
as a w^ak folutibn of aluqi, or (ugar ;0f 
lead in w^tier, or Tfaribpdge water: when the 
fluor aibus, as is often the cafe, is Wnoeded 
wi&'theilate of the ftdmiach,. he find9 the I?^- . 
ruVian 6ark^ ' infofed in fi^f vater,. one, of the 
bdk remedies. In many inltances he has.had 
occafioti to obferve, that women have beea 
cored of the moft obl&iate habitual fluor ^Ibus^ ^ 
by^^ving fuck. 'He confideft long-continued^ .^ 
or etoeflive' fluor albus, when combined ^ith / 

finaUnefi 
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fmallntfils of tRe brealb, and irregular and 
fpafing or deficient menfes, and the appearance 
of extreme delicacy, as the moft certain indica- 
tion of fterilitj. 

Our author next proceeds to treat of preg- 
nancy. He firft traces the progrefs of th^ 
foetus, and then conci&ly defcribes the other 
parts of the ovum i after which he points out 
the change the uterus undct-gocs during preg- 
nancy, and remarks, that as the contents of the 
uterus in early geftation are entirely confined 
to the fundus, or upper part,' the fifft changd 
from pregnancy arifes from the utcnls finking 
downwards towards the lower circumference o^ 
the pelvis, by which means the abdomen is 
fomewhat diminilhed in fize and appears flatter ; 
and this circumftance, when combmed with the 
ufual fymptoms of breeding, out author confi- 
ders as a more probable indication of preg- 
nancy than any other that can be depended, on 
in the early months/ He obferves, that the 
uterus, when diftended, becomes of a fofter and 
mote fpongy te^ttutv*, fb that by unikilful at- 
tempts to turn the child, or to ffastch the oi> 
fice of the womb, it has. often been tom^ and 
the unfortunate woman has fallen a Ti&tm td 
the raflmeis of an ignorant operatxir^ He re^ 

mark% 
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fiwksy that even the judicious Dr. Smettie wa» 
not aware of the dreadful confequences of anti^ 
cipating nature in her operations ; for he can- 
didly acknowledges^ that by attempting too 
early to dilate the orifice of the uterus in order 
to turn the child^ the uterus was frequently 
torn 'j and although the woman fometimes re^ . 
covers, where the thin membranous edge of the 
orifice only is torn, lacerations of the body of 
the uterus are always fatal. 

The womb, during pregnancy, being chiefly 
enlarged towards the fundus, the ligament^ 
lata are left nouch below the ppncipal bulk of 
|hc uterus i we are therefore very judicioufly 
cautioned pot to pull violently at the umbi* 
lical cord to deliver th^ placenta, left we Ihould 
occafion an inverfion of the uterus, or by not 
giving it time to contr^Ay brin^ oa a fatal 
flooding. 

Our aiithor contents him&lf with juft mem 
tioning the ridiculous notion of fuperfc^ation | 
and after Speaking in the fame curfory manner 
of extra-uteriqe conception and monfters, pro- 
ceeds to fpeak of the difeafes of pregnancy, 
which, though troublefome, he obferves are very 
feldom fatal.

In the fQore advanced ftage pjf preg^anqri^ 
fhe prefTure of the uterus occafions other com* 
plaints which often threaten the life of th^ 

patient. 
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patient, whereas die fdrtner ones end b% in 
knifcarriage.. In noticing the fyoiploths that 
occur at this period, our ^iithor takes occafioa 
to ipeak ol the rtlrcverjian of the Uterus^ a 
di&afe which till of late hath been but little 
attended to. No complaint immediately attend- 
ing pr^ancy requires lb much attention as 
this. In the begpuining, under proper manage* 
bi^nt, theiv can be no hazard ^» but if neglefted^ 
the utmoft danger lis to be dreaded ; for if the 
torine cannot be drawn off and the tumour xt^ 
ducedt death will be the unavoidable confe^ 
quence. It chiefly occurs from the third till 
the end of the fifth month. Thin fpaire wo^ 
icnen are the moft fubjeA to it% 

In Ijpeaking of the floodmgs that ibmetimcs 
come on in the advanced ftage of pregnancy, 
he obferVes^ that the moft dangerous are thofe 
where the placenta is attached at the neck or 
over the mouth of the uterus.. The filling the 
vagina with tow^ foaked in ftyptic liquors^ is 
a pra&ice which, in the opinion of our author^ 
has no particular advantage to recommend it 5 
en the contrary, he thinks they may do harm 
by their irriution. 

Mr. Hamilton briefly enumerates the caufes 
9f abortion, and points opt the proper treat- 

U 2 ment 
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ment in cafes of mifcarriage. He obrertrei^ 
that in cafes of twins or triplets, one conceptidri 
fcay be interrupted by the growth of another^ 
and the foetus periftiing, its ovum may be re- 
tained for fome time afterwards, and then mif- 
tarriage, or the expulfion of that ovum, will 
enfue. The remaining cdnception may, how- 
ever, be retained, and the woman, under proper 
management, be enabled to carry the child till 
ftill time. 

With the generality of fyftematic writers, 
our author divides labours into the iiatural, la- 
borious, and preternatural* He firft defcribes 
the progress bf a natural labour, and obferves, 
that the Jptirious pdins (which are to be carefully 
diftinguifhcd from the true ones) are frequently 
t prelude to approaching labour. He remarks^ 
that labour pains often continue from fix to 
twelve, eighteen, or twenty-four hoiirs 5 that is,' 
if the woman be not delivered in fix hour^, the 
Jabour will, perhaps, be protrafted for fix houri 
more ; if not in twelve, that fhe will then go 
bn nearly to the end of the eighteenth hoi*, or 
to the twenty-fourth 5 and that every fix hours 
of pain generally alternate more or lefs with in-^ 
tcrvals of eafe. We much doubt whether this 
obfervatton is well founded y and indeed the atiw 

thor 
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t!hor bimfelf acknowledges that the duration of 
labour is To precarious, that we ought to be 
cautious in giving any opinion. Speaking of 
the pofitioa &ir delivery, he ob(crves» that when 
the labour prov^ tedious, th? woman ought not 
to be confined long in any pofture. 

He diftingutfhes three ftages in a natural la^ 
hour. The firft is oompleted, when the os 
uteri is fo much dilated that no part of the 
orifice can be felt. This is generally accom- 
piifhed in about eight, ten, or twelve hours. 
During this ftage, he very prpperly cautions the 
midwife againft .frequent touching ; and ob- 
ferves, that it is unneceflary to place the patient 
in the proper fituation for delivery, till the os 
uteri is dilated to the breadth of half a crown. 
The delivery of the child, after the paflages are 
dilated, conftitutes the fecond Jlage' of labour.' 
During this ftage, the midwife is direfted to' 
examine at the time of every pain, as it may 
then be done without any inconvenience to the 
patient. The delivery is to be trufted wholly 
to nature, as the fhoulders will generally accom* 
inodate themielves to the fhape of the pelvis, 
and turn towards the pubes and facrum. The 
iUrd Jtagt is the delivery of the placenta. The 
proper time for ^oing this is, when the con*

when the lyoman is in good healthy and when, 
the bibour has been profierly managed* la 
floodinjgs after delivery, die placenta is to be 
ynn a c d iatcl y deUvnedk In cfA^ of ietention 
from the uaocMnixytt adbefion of the cake, the 
Utmpft caution is mjuifite. When it i^ dtf> 
eafed, ^adheres to the uterm Uke mois to a 
rockt force muft tiever be }j&d. Fortunate^ 
this ca^does not often occur. Mr. Hamiltori 
oblcrves, that adhefions of the placenta from 
difeaied . ichix^fity, always threap fome dc^ 
gree of danger, as the fejianttoii may be pro^ 
du&ive of a fatal hipmorrhaige. 

Our author diitingui0ies the iecotKi dais of 
labours intOt i« The tedioi^ or £ngrring ; apd 
2. The difficult or laborious. The former, he 

obferves. 
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Q)^3ves> may be owing to obftacles arifing 
from th? motfatTt the child, or the membranesi 
water, chords or placenta. In the mother, fie« 
dious labours may proceed from general or local 
complaints. The £pneral complainu may be, 
I. CboBc^ which may be palliated by dyfter* 
fuid <^iatest 2. Nanfia and vmitii^ : thefe 
fometimes occur in the eafieft labour^, and are 
^nerally the tSifR. of fympathy. . In tbefe cafea 
warm water .ia diieded to. be drank freely^ 
3* Fboding ; ts the labour pws increaie, tbif 
fy mptom. gcocxally abates; If it fhoold not, 
we ou^t tat .promote the contraftioii of the 
uterus by breaking the membranes, when tht oa 
uteri is dilated about the breadth pf a half* 
frown piecer This expedieat^ we are told, ftl- 
flom fails to pve an immediate check to the 
^ooding. If the difcharge proceeds from the 
fepatation of part pf the placenta attached to 
the neck or oyer the orifice of the uterus, the 
Pooding will increafe with labouf pains, an4 
there is no other method of preferving the wo* 
inan and child, but by an expeditious delivery. 
4^ Cramps : thefe , are fometimes relieved by 
qfiaUB. 5* iMpnsfs and faintmfi : thefe 9C^ 
pompapy the firft part of labour oaly. Wfaeft 
fi^ ftrong pains come on, the woman recovers 
* ' ' her 
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lier fpirits, and acquires vigour and refolutioit« 
6. CpTivul/hns : thefe may ^fe from vanoua 
caufes. Bleeding, laxative cfyfters, and cool 
air, are the chief remedies. When it can be 
eafily done, delivery fhould be afliftedw 7. Fe- 
verijb indifpqfirion fr$m fubufs. 8. UeBic or cof^ 
fumpiwe habit : in thdfe mdaiicholy cafes the 
pains are iveak and trifling ^ but as the os \xxtn 
afibrds but little refiftance, the child readily 
obtains a paflage. Mr. Hamilton remarks^ 
that hedic women, under proper management^ 
rarely fink immediately after delivery -, they ge^ 
nerally live a week or longer, though they 
ieldom outlive the month*. 9. Paffions of tbi 
mind. lo. Improper ireatmfint : under this laft 
head, the author takes occafion to caution us 
againft exhaufting the patients llrength in the 
beginning. 

The local complaints letarding the progrefs of 
labour may be, i. Narrownefs or dijiortion of 
the bones of the pelvis : Mr. Hamilton fuppofes, 
narrownefs at the brim to be the moft frequent 
defeA of the pelvis, and the moH: difficult ta 
difcover, as we can only afcertain it by tb^ 
iymptoms; for we ihould not attempt to in- 
troduce the hand, till the os uteri is dilated. 
2. Tbicknefs and rigidity of ibe os MUfi :■ this» 



we are told, i3t)ne of thi mod: common caulet 
Of litigeiiDg Ubours. It chiefif occurs in d<^ 
derly womcn^ m ftrong roboft conftitutions, or 
where the incervals between child-bearing have 
been diftapt. In a firft labour, or when a woman 
is advanced in life, from thiitynGx hours to three 
days may J^ jrtquircd fi>r the dilatation of the oa 
uteri I y^]£tb(t manageifient be pioperly r^u<« 
lat^, neithier the mother dot the child will fufier 
from itbis idelay; Other local complaints retard^ 
ing labbilr may be dryncfs and conihjftion<^ 
the vagina— a difeafed ftat6 of the parts— fweH- 
ing or inflammation of the vagina— --prolapfus of 
the uterus^ vagina and feftUfH — ftone* m the 
ui^thra*«-hardened faeces. 

The author obfervcs, that when the protrac- 
tion of labour depends on the child, it is %fudly 
occafioncd cither by the bulk or folidity, or the 
unfavourable pofition of the head. He tells nt 
that a large head may be fufpeded when tftt 
vertex does not lengthcrt dut by the force of the 
pains, and when the progrefs of the labour is 
fufpendcd, though the pains contihue to be ftrong 
and frequent after the foft parts are fulHciently^ 
dihted. The unfavourable pofitions of the 
head, he thinks^ may be referred to two kinds, 
which include a conftderable variety $ rft. When: 
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die crown inftead of the vertex prefents ; adly^' 
Face cafes. He obferves, that in ca&s of the 
firfl: fort the labour is generally more tedjous, 
and the hazard of lacerating the pdrina^um 
greater than when the vertex prefents, but that 
if no other obftacle occurs, the labour wiH com- 
monly terminate favourably if left to nature. 
Our author remarks, that of all laborious births, 
face cafes are the moil difficult* ' The varieties 
of thefe cafea may be known by the diredxon of 
the chin. In every cafe of this ibrt, his role is 
to allow the labour to go on till th$ face is prch 
truded as low as pofiible. 

The placenta apd its appendages may retard 
labour, by the membranes being to6 weak or 
too i^rong, by the waters being top copious or 
too fparing, by the chord being too /hort or too 
long. The placenta itfclf may likcwifc. be im* 
J)roperly attached over the ps uterL 

Our author gives the appellation of difficulty 
w JiriSllf labmous labours^ to cafes that require 
the ufe of inftrpmcnts i but as his work ^s de- 
i^gned chiefly for the female practitioner, he 
fays but little on this fubje£t, and therefore pror 
ceeds ^} Ipeak of the third clafs of labours, the 
pretematuraL In all cales of this fort, the deli- 
yery, he obferves, i$ always precarious and often 
- • difficult. 
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iiifficult. In ddyhwiug ruks for turning Ihc 
child, Mr. Hamiicon remarks, that when the 
hand is widiin the peivis^ and there is a neceflity 
for paifing it pretty high in the uterus^ to fearch 
for the child's feet, the proper direftioo is 
not preciicly in the line of the navel, as 
Dn SmcUie advifes, but inclining it a little 
to one fide» to avoid, the prominmt angle of the 
joints of the lumbar vertebras at the upper part 
of the iacrum, by which more room will be 
gained, and Itfs pain given to the woman ; for 
the uterfis prefles ftrongly there* 

Mr. Hamilton divides preternatural labours 
hito four dafies. In thofe of the firft clafs one 
iat both of the lower extremities prefent« In 
thofe of the fecpnd, the child lies acrofs the pel- 
vis j with the arm, fhoiilder, fide, back, .or belly 
prefentingb In thofe of the third, one or both 
arms are protruded before the head The 
fourth clafs conlifts of premature or flooding 
cafeS) or of thofe in which the navel ftring falls 
down double before the prefentihg part, and the 
thild's life is m danger from its comprefiion; 
Examples are given of each of thefe chSitsi 
after which the author describes the method of 
delivery in flooding cafes» and in cafes of (wins 
totri{jet3i

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He next treou of the imnagemeiit of #oiM!f 
after ddiveiy. He Akiks^ that t few plluir 
rules, fuggeftdd by commoii icnfe^ and a careful 
attention to the di&ates ti nature, are in ihoft 
oafe^ fufficient. Hed>ierye|5i that it is neceflary to 
attend, ift^ Totbereguhttionof theixxlyi adly. 
To thatof the mind; He inculcates che neceffity 
of cool air and regimen, and of the occafionat 
ufe of dyfters and gende laxatives to obviate 
cofttvenefs. He thinly the patient fbould be 
taken up, and have her bed properly adjufted 
tat the fourth, or at the kteft^ the fifUi day after 
deliveiy, and that her flnft, &c* Ihould be 
thaoged cmce a day or oftener. 

Mr. Hamilton next titats in a curfory manner 
of the accidents diat happen in confequcnce of 
ddivery, fuch as fwelling of the labia, laceration 
of the perinaram, inflammation, abfceft or gan«» 
grene of the genital parts ^ ruptute of Ac 'va- 
gina, laceration of the uteres^ and inverfion of 
the uterus. In Ipcaking of the latter he oWenres; 
that of five inftanccs where it happeficd from the? 
ignorance of the praftidoner In hurryihg the ex;- 
iraftion of the placenta, t)nc lady only furvivedf 
the dreadful accident. Her recovery is the' more 
extradrdin;M7, as the uterus could nbt be redbrtd 
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to lt» natur^d ftatt^ Md though replaced within 
the ye^na, it fiill continues iiivertedi 

After thefe obiervations follow fome remarks 
on the difeafes incident to a cbild-bed ftate, fuch 
as faintings, floodings, after-pairo^ iniammaiioii 
df the womb) and irr^laiitied of the lochia. 
Mr. Hamiteofi obferves, thac as inffaonmatton^ 
tkcoriadoii) coafition of the lataa, md eren of 
jdie OS oteii, bavr bden produced by a^ifagpatiott 
of the putrid lodua, lying-in women ought to: 
he yery careful to keep thefe parts clean, fay fxe«' 
quent bathing wkh a ^ong^ and warm water, 
while the lochia' continue to flow; and ftould 
afterwards take a proper opportunity^ whanii 
tbeiir heaUh w(U pesmit, of applying cold Wjtter, 
or of ufing the cold bath, when the fiiafpA ami 
r pther circumitapces wiU adnii( of it. «< 7}iq

charge is only competifated by the milii which 
generally flows in full ftreams« Di&afes may 
dberefore arife from its bdng too fiiU.or too 
faring* 

When the colour tif the lotrhia begins to 
change, pains in the lower part of the abdomen^ 
like thofe of painful menftruation, come on^ 
attended with a ptetty fmart fever^ and at length 
the breafts become enormoufly diftended, and 
occafion the moft violent pain» weighty and 
throbbing* This febrile conimotion and painful 
tenfion continue from twenty-four (o thirty«*fiir 
hours, and are commonly terminated by a fweat, 
diarrhoea, or free difcharge of milk. When the 
Woman is h,ealfhy, is to fuckle her child, a^dhas 
good nipples, the author advifes us to put the 
child to the breaft within twenty-four hours from 

delivery. 



idelivery. In repelling the milk whfere this U 
thought requifice, he tnrffs wholly to an abfte* 
mioas diet for fbme days, with little! drink, keep- 
ing the body gently open, and rubbing warm 
oil on the breaflfs two or three times a day. He 
obferves that the ftruAure of the breafts of wo* 
men IS more complicated than in any other clafs 
of animals, the ladliferous tubesbehig larger and 
more ftrait, lb that the milk cannot flow out in^ 
volunurily. 

: He diftinguiihes two kinds of abfcefles of thp 
brea^ ; thofe that are icated deep in the glan- 
dular fubftance of the breaft, and thofe that are 
more foperficial. The former are tedious in 
their progrcfs to fuppuration, painful, and atr 
lended with fever : the latter are much milder, 
burft fpontaneoufly, ^nd the fore heals kindly* 
^r. Hamilton obferves, that in thofe of the 
lirft fort, the woman may be faved much pai^ 
by opening the tumour car|y. He remarks, 
however, jhat fuppuration often returns in other 
parts of the breaft two or three different times. 
• In fpeaking of fore nipples, the author ob- 
ferves, that women who have been fubjeft to a 
complaint of this fort ffaould endeavour to pre- 
sent its return by applying aftringents to tlie 
parts for fcveral week) before delivery, as cloths

Bcfictes the milk fcvcr» Mr, Hamikon treatj 
ef the weedj the mliary^ and \ht puitferal f^ver. 
The firft of thefe, the «v^i, he defines to be a 
fever in the chUd-bed ftate, occafioned by mit 
ibanagetnent or accident, and Kai^ning chiefly 
tp irritable patients. It difFcre, we arc told, 
fixjm other fevers in the violence and duration of 
the cold fit, and is generally terminated io 
tweiityrfour hours. It Is feldom dangerous, but 
leaves the woman liable to future attacks. In 
the .coH fit, tepid diluent drinks are recom-r 
mended i in the hot fit cool drinks and cool ain 
The fweating is not to be protradted too long^ or 
too fuddenly checked. The body is to be kept 
open by mean^ of glyfters* 

Our author fuppofes the miliary cruptipri to 
be conftantly a fymptomatic difeafe, the efFeft of - 
a hot regimen, in lying-in women. He obfervc$ 
that women in this ftatc are much predifpofed to 
putrid difeafes, fo that when a fweat is wged; 
the putrid matter drifting in the fyftem will be 
driven to the furfaoe, and when the quamity is 
unufually large, and the quality preternaturatly 
»prid, it will not only be poured out in a greater 

•quan- 
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Jquantity than the pores of the outer (kin citt 
admit to pafs, but flagnating under it, will in* 
du(;e an inflammation and eruption* 

Mr. Hamilton confiders the difeafe in itB 
mild^ft ftate as being of a nervous or putrid 
nature i and oblerves, that the danger b increas- 
ed, as the difeafe i& complicated with other 
conaplaints. During the anxiety, we are di*- 
reAed to open the feveral cxcretories, particu- 
larly thofe of the ikin ; but after the eruption 
.^pears, we are to endeavour to regulate the 
dctern)ination, and carry it on as flowly as 
poilitile. The remedies recommended in the 
former of thefe dates are vomits, laxatives, and 
fomentations of a moderate warmth to the legs 
and thighs i in the latter, nitre, cool acid 
drinks, ripe fruit and cool air. In cafes of 
great debtltty, or when putrid fymptonls come 
on, the Peruvian bark, and the moderate ufe 
of wine, are deemed neceflary. 

Our author d^crifoes tjie puerperal fever as 
coming on '* generally about the fecond or 
>' third day after delivery, attended with confi«- 
^^ doaUe delMliiy, a foreneia of the head, 
^ chiefly confined to the forehead, and £»- 
«* quenriy with vomiting." This defioitk>n, he 
chinks, will diftinguifh it from every child*bod

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dllbafe, cxctpt perhaps, tho mifury fever j *rii«

Though the puerperal fever com- 
mofiiy occuts about the evening of ^thc4tot»id 
day^ it in fomc inftances^ we are t<M,-ebtflits 
on fo late a$ the fifth or fucth day. Itt^urtf^n 
is various; but the ekfcrtth tl^ay is* the moft 
frequently critical.

The autker ^exc fH^oceeds to treat of the 
,m»»fgfmtnt of chikken. He obferves, th4t it 
IVf^dd be fuperftuous^ perhaps, to attempt lo 
Aewt that the nioctaHtf of infants, which afto- 
-niihea ^ diftrefle^. every buouuie and intel& 
.gei|l4nqi|innv has in a great degree ariJ^ti from 
miftaken viewsv He points out the neceOary 
attentHMi to ckanline&, elothing, the evacuation 
. ei the meconium, nutfitiort, air, exefcile, &e. 
He nemaf ks, that children (hould be waflied 
every day titt they are feveral years old^ and 
that after the firft wrek they (hould be plunged 
every morning into cold water. Their clothing 
fliould be light and fimple ; tape (hould be 
ufcdinltcad of pins, and every necefTary pre- 
fcaurion taken to prevent wet and dampnefs. 
Speaking of nurfing, the author obfcrves, that 
rhildrfen Ought either td be weaned before the 
period of teething commences, or not till the 
danger from teething is over. He thinks it 
*bcff to deprive the child of the brcaft by de- 
grees; He confiders the regimen of nurlcs of 
great eonfequence, though little attended to. 
t)nfe great motive that induces poor women to 
fubmit to the drudgery of becoming nurfes for 
Y 2 othcr^ 
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ocherfti is with a view of living better 5 butou? 
author very properly obferves, that woonen fud;' 
denly tranfported from mifery and wretchednefs 
to high life, that is, from poverty and aftivity 
to luxurious living and indolence, are very m- 
-proper for the office of nurfing. It ought, 
therefore, to be a rule, to confine them as near 
<as poffible to their ufqal diet and manner of 
life, 6r to introduce a change very gradually. 

Mr. Hamilton obferves, that it is unufual for 
a woman to menftrua;e whi]t^ giving fuck, but 
it fomecimes happens ; and in l\ich cafes, the 
child fufFers a flight indifpofition for a day or 
two before the inenftrual flu;x of the n^irfe ap 
pears ; \)ui afterwards, no inconveniepcc fccips 
fo follow. 

He divides the diforders incident tq new^bo^n 
children into, 1 • Original malcontbf ma^ions, or 
accidental injuries from birth j and, 2. AAual 
. difeafes* Amongft other accidents pf the fi^ 
fif thefe clafTes, he fpea]is of ijlie inveriiQn of 
the tongue with ^hich children ;are fonaetia^es 
born, or which may happen firom fusion ^ in 
fuch cafes convulfions immediately enfue, and 
foon after fufibcation.

In treating of the aftoal difcafes, the author 

obfcrves^ that we judge of chfldMens comptiinii 

from the fymptoms of qotck or oppreficd 

breathing, from the violence 4ind duration of 

the fits of crying, from the appearance of the 

eyes and coontenince, mueh more than from 

the frequency of the pulfe. Ckolic ihews . itfelf 

-by the fuddennefi of its attack, by the ftateof 

the belly, frequently by exciting vomitings and 

^by the wdl-known fymptoms in children of 

puHing up the feet ind legs towards the belly. 

Mr. Hamilton fpeaksof the red gum^ vrhich 
is diftinguiflwd from the meaflcs by the abfencc

Hippocrates long ago obferved, that, fpafrn

Our auth<H*, therefore, confiders the eflfe^s of 
plethora^ and hemorrhage as liable to produce 
nerrous aflSfftions; The latter fccms to be the 
moft frequent fourcc of thefe complaints, by 
producing atony, and of courfe morbid irrita* 
bility. He has feen a young woman, on the 
luppreflion of a naial hemorrhage, to which 
flic frequently had been iubjeft, affeded with 
ftiong convulfioos, that garc way to repeated 
Venisfeftlons^ He obfervts, that epilepfy afwk 

arifes 
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ariics from plethora, and quotes a cafe from 
Boerhaave of a maiji who by drinking Bur- 
gundy wine to excefs, was feized with a ge* 
neral fpafni of his whole body, but who recoi^ 
vered after lofing two pounds of blood. 
, M. Tiflbt next treats of the cffcfts of preg^ 
nancy, parturition, fuckling, and fluor albus on 
the nervous fyftena i and prcfents us with a 
variety of inftances in which each of the^ 
caufes have proved the fource of nervous 
complaints* 

He next conliders. pain as a ftinvulus, aD4 
of courfe as a caufe of nervous afieftion. Hf 
4iftinguiQies ftimuli into, i. Acrid hundours, 
and, 2. Mechanical (limuIL Under the firft 
head he quotes inftances of nervous diieaies 
brought on or relieved by the rcpulfion or re* 
turn of cutaneous eruptions or gout ; and 
Ipeaks of the convuliions that have folbwed 
an abforption of cancerous vir^s, and even of 
fiagnant nplk. He likewife notices the eflfcAs 
of acid in the primae via?. Under the head 
of mechanical ftimuli, he enumerates worms^ 
flatus, biliary concretions, calculus, dentition, 
and bony excrefccnces, or tun(K)urs irritating 
the brain or nerves.

Speaking of the morbid fenfibilitjr of cert^n 
parts, he makes mention of two ladies who'' 
cannot take the mildeft purge without being 
troubled with head-ach ; and of another who 
vomits up every thing but cbefnuts. He* 
knows an ccclefiaftic, who having at the age 
of 23 had a violenc cholic after eating cucum- 
bers, has from that' time, now 18 years fince, 
felt a painful fenfation, and occafionally ipafms, 
in the part where the cholic was feated. 

M. TilTot obferves,* that next to the paflions 
of the ' mind, violent remedies are the moft 
liable to produce nervous affeftion; that for 
inftance, a purgative or an emetic given in too 
ftrong adofe are true poifons, and prove hurtful 
by their ftimulus. 

In the ninth chapter the author treats of the 
moral cauies of nervous diibrders, fuch as the 
effcfts of intenfe application of the mind^ of 
the imagination and paflions } after, which he 
defcribes the fympathics, beginning with thofc 
of the brain and the other parts of the head, 
and proceeding to thofe of the different parts 
of the body. In fpeaking of the ears, he 
takes notice of tlieir confent with the lungs. 
EtmuUer had formerly remarked, that by 
touching the meatus au^itorius with a probe^

In the eleventh chapter the author treats of 
inetaftaies, codHops and crifis in nervous fiif* 
orders. The firft of thefe, he obfcryes, ycr^ 
Well known to the ancients. Hippocrates has 
ren^arked| that blindnefs, pain of the hips or 
teQ:ic]|e$, and fwelling of the breafts, cure epit 
lepfy ^ and that a dry cou^h is removed by 
a palfy of the right hand and the left leg. 
HoflTmao faw a tertian terminate in hyfteria,. 
and f quotidian leave behind it periodica} 
ipafms of the larynx and pharynx* Tort^ 
himfclf i^ad ' a periodical deafne(a after a fever

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ibt tlit fame kind. Several other inftances ait 
added in this waf. 

In thb foUo^mg chapter M. Tifibt dercribas 
the f>atbognomonic fymptbms of nbrvpus dif- 
orders, and likewiie the prognoftjc, ando3iethod 
kni tftatcnem:; Under diis laft tead he inquires 
into .the itierits of the general remedies ufuallf 
^eni(>loyed, as bkedihg^. eVaoialioos^ tonic^ 
{^nepomkms ctf frcn^ volatile^ and otheif ftima^ 
Uting fubftancea, fedathres^ acids, gumsi floiea 
arfHcag^ florcs cardaaiuie, tinc^ mtlk» whey« 
battei warpii mioefal bachs^ loadftene, elc£tri^ 
cicy^ ahd mcirciirial fri^lioMi He dbfclreiw 
that Manget fpes^s of an hy{tertcal woman 
.Hrfjo was blooded one hundred and fcvcnty-

Pomme faw a patient who had been blooded 
three liundred times. In both thefe cafes the 
tvacoation had been produ£tivtt of irreparable 
mifchief. 

The authofi* reiharks, that pufgatives and 
emettca will be of ufe only in the imallet 
number of eafts, when the tnttjatba is kept 
up 1^ l^e eonsents of the prims vise, and 
that the moft fuiuble purgatives will be fuch 
iH <ire the leaft irritating. Caftor oil, we are

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told, will often fuccced» when evety other if- 
ritates. With regard to tonics, he obfenres, 
that in general their e0e^ are ibon difplayed. 
If they do not relieve the patient in a few 
days, we may conclude that it is neceflary to 
vary the treatment. He cautions ys againft 
the ufe of Heel when there is a flow.fever^ 
confiderable fulnefs in the veflels, or a redun- 
dancy of bile in the prims vis. Under the 
head of volatile and ftimulating remedies, he 
fpeaks of vellcatories, but feems to have over- 
looked their antifpafmodic powers, confining 
himfelf wholly to their ftimulus. He has often 
experienced the good efiefts of opium in violent 
ipafmodic aflTeftion, when there was no inflani- 
niatory diathefis, or difpofition to plethora* 
Acids he has found ufefiil, ift. {n the flow 
fever that produces all the fymptoms of nervous 
fevers, and that often yields to no other re^ 
inedyi adly. In removing the irritability .brought 
on by cofiee, or by animal and aromatic foods 
3dly« When nervous diforders depend on irri- 
tation from bile ; 4thly. Whenever there .i$ 
thirft and a quick pulfe. He generally confines 
himfclf to the acid of vitriol, and to that, of 
oranges and lemons,

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The gums he conliders as poflelfing tohicV 
ftimulating; and fedacive propertied, but fup^ 
pofes them to aft chiefly by the two firft. The 
moft efficacious, we are told^ is afTafbetida^ ibt 
the life of which we are probably indebted, to 
the Arabians. When the ftomalch is too fenfi*. 
ble, the gums prove too irritating. 

M. Tiflbt'has employed the flowery of arnica 
only three times in palfy. He thinks it a dan- 
gerous remedy, where there is extreme irrita^. 
biiicy.* Hie flos cardamine.he has never tried, 
any more than the flowers of :anc ; fo that he 
contents htmfelf with repeating what Jiaa been 
faid of thefe remedies by Sir George Baker, and 
Gawbiusi/ . > 

' • Our afuthor examines the properties o^ dtf*- 
ierent milks, and in general gives the preference 
to afles milk. He obferves, that when a ri!ilk 
diet is indicated, no preparation is requicSdL 
He confiders whey as the mildeft of diluents: 
'When there is extreme fenfibility in the hervis 
of the prims via;, we are aidviied to e'mplojr 
aflies milk*, but when the irritation depends ik 
bile, and the patient complains of heat, thirfly

Sir Thomas 
More had rccdurfe tomufic to foftcn his wife's 
temper. But the moft circumftantial and au- 
thentic indance, and one almoft as ancient as 
the fiege of Troy, adds our author, of a ner- 
▼ous difordcr cured by mufic, is ^at of Saul 
cured by David's harp. Afclepiades confidered 
this fine art as an ellential remedy in phrenzy, 
and all diibrders of the mind ; and Areta^us has 
recommended it againft a. kind of religious mc^ 
lahcholy. Ancient hiftory furnifhes us • with 
another proof of the power of mufic in the 
cafe of Alexander, whom Timothcus could 
animate or calm at pleafure. Many other 
inftances are given by our author in this 
way ; after which he points out the excellent 
efie£bs of fridion with a flannel or fieih-brulh, 
and then fpeaks x>f the means to be employed 
in metaftafes, obfcrving, that when they fcem 
to relieve the patient, we ought to be careful 
aot to countcPaA nature. He next (peaks of 
^e means of preventing nervous diforders, . and 

plrCcrycs^ 
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obferves^ that this will be beft done by avoiding 
their caufts. 

In the laft volume, the author treats of epilep- 
fy* In this, as in die other parts of the work, we 
meet with a judicious compilation of every thing . 
that has been written on the fubjedt, but as this . 
iaccount of the epilepfy was publiihed ftparatdy 
fo long ago as the year 1770, we prefurae that 
dur readers are already well acquainted with it ; 
Vc (hall therefore pafs it over, efpecially as it 
afibrds no new light on the nature or treatment 
©f the difeafe in queftion;

TheBaricUcirs employ the bulbous root of the 
lilium mariagofij either raw or dried^ as an article 
of food in winter. 

On the road to Tfchemo-Iftdtfchinflcoi, our au* 
thor obferved that the horfes devoured the vera- 
frum album with great eagemefs. The plant was 
not in flowery the only eflfed it produced was^ a 
flight pui^ng ; this feemed the more remarkable, 
as it is generally fuppofed to prove poiibnous to 
animals. 

In the northern parts of Siberia, the Dapbne 
mizerreumis employed as a^uke for children ii^ 
cafes of cough -, the inhabiitants rub the leaves of 
the plant on their cheeks in their bathing rooms 
in order to excite a i^bc degree c^ rednels 
m the Ikin; the berries are powdered and 
taken as a purge -, thirty berries are a comnnon 
dofe for an adult. Tho ropc^ which, is the moll 
acrid part o( the plant, is made^ ule of in the 
toQth*ach« 

.|>f^ If alias f();eaks of an epidemic that fome- 
times prevails aoK)i^ horfea. |n the province of 
Ifctky J he afcribcs it to iix^fmainfirnaUsy a fmall 
tnfed that penetrates the ikiflu The inhabitaiits 
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of that province are likewife fubje^ to a fimilar 
dUeafe^; it begins with a ienfation of itching, which 
is fucceeded by a fmall hard tumour, not unlike 
that produced by the bite of a gnat ; this tumour 
foon grows harder and larger, and the part be* 
coming infenfibk, there appears a red or bluifli 
fpot, which in a fliort time becomes gangrenous- 
On the river hf//ht the remedies employed for 
the cure of tms fihgular diftemper arc a litivium 
of the afhes of wormwood, or a decoftion of 
tobacco, combined with fal ammoniacuih or 
alum. 

Our audior ddcribet a new fpcda of ihnib^ 
ibc pteracoccus apbyUm^ the frefh root of which, 
tut tranfverfely, yields a great quantity of a clear 
gum refembUng gum tragacanth. 

Speaking of the rbaftmticum^ Dr. Pallas in<- 
forms us that the beft fort comes from Udinlk» 
where it is prbcured from the theum undulatum^ 
and from another Ipecics ibmewhat diflbent 
from the latter, though neaHy related to it. 

The Mongal Tartars, we are told, ufe Hit dried 
leaves oftht/axifraga crajifotia as a Aibftitute for 
tea. The infufion has a colour and tafte not un- 
like the word kimd of bohea tea. The AtSi 
leaves are too bitter and ftypdc fot this {>ur^' 
pofc.

WiC learn from ithe preface that the authors 
have onjittcd feycral compofitions becaufe they 
are now out of fafhion ; this is certainly a very 
infufficient iea(bn, it being wel}-known that no- 
thing is more variable thap the fafhion and modejs 
of medical prafticc. They haye ictaincd others, 
the efficacy of ivhich is dogbtful, or at leaft not 
generally acknowledged, fuch for infldnce are 
thofe introduced of late years by Baron Storck. 

Id this compilation the authors have made ufe 
pi othpr difpenfatorics, particularly tfiofe of 
.WurtcmbergtAugflburg, Paris, &c. but there aic 
^on^ of gre^r merit than thefe, as the Pharma- 
copeia 
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* ^cipceta Sdiecica, for inftancc, oC which no tioticr 
&itm& to have been taken. 

The work con&ftft of two parts ; the firft i$ em- 
ployed on the materia fjbarm0ca$Uca^ and ex- 
tends tlvough i68 pages ii^ thefecood, conuining 
the coqipound medicines, occupies the remainder 
t>f the volume. Tht former of tbefe is compiled 
with great induftry. To 'the ojficinal name of 
each sHtide^ the authors hare every where added 
not only the. fyftematfc name employed by Lin- 
iiaeus^ but likewiie the German and French 
nameSft and the fynonyma of different authors. 
Thty arc likiswlfe careful to point Cut thecom-

I, yfn Accouttt of a White Swelling fuccefsfull^ 
treated. By F. Swediar, M. D. Pbyfician in 
London. Communicated by Maxvvell Garth-

T^E patient whofe cafe I am going to 
relate was \n perfefi: health, when \x\ 
the mpwh of Nowu)l?fr 1775, h? was attacked 

in 
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in the night with 9 flight Ihjvering, add the 
next morning found his knee Somewhat fwelled, 
but fo flightly, that it did not prevent his 
going out. At his return home he fat half an 
hour in his parlour, and then attempted to go 
up flairs, but found himfelf unable to walk 
on .account of the fwelliiig of his knee, which 
was now greatly increafed, with an acute pain 
he felt whenever he attempted to move the 
jjoint. He then went to bed; but the pain, 
inftead of diminifhing, increafed, and continued 
all night fo as to prevent his fleeping, obliging 
him to vary the pofition of the affefted limb 
every four or five minutes. During all this 
time, however, he had not the leafl: degree 
of fever. 

The day following, by the advice of his 
phyficians, leeches, fomentations of wliite poppy 
headSf.and faccharum faturni were applied to 
the knee, but without prpcuring the leaft re- 
lief.. Elcdlricity, and a variety of other re- 
medies that are ufually prefcribed in cafes of 
this fort, were fuccelfively had recourfe to for 
fifteen days *, but during the whole of that 
fpace the pains continued with extreme violence, 
the patient was unable to move from his bed to 
the fire-fide without the affiftancc of two per- 
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ipos^ and the tan^ojur, m&csd of tlc^oing^.tt^ 
creafed^ ^d afforded evident marks of flu^Uim- 
• tion within th? capfular ligament. Tbp real 
fc^t of t^e difeafe was at &dk cxa^. tt the 
inferior part of the os feaK)ri$ where dhe.f)ttetti 
begins^ and ;is the. parent ha^.« ey|)erienQCd 
Ihiverings at times for two or (bree daya^ it was 
/uppofed to be a real fuppurattoa, and poultices 
of bread and milk were applied in order tp pfO- 
mote it. The firft d^y they wer? u&d the.pMis 
ivere a little diminifhed ^ but .;his relief was of 
ihort duration, for they returned, ag&ia the day* 
^following with the fame violence .a? ^ote, ... 

The fluftiiation within the jojnt .bebg 4iow 
evidently to be diftinguiihed bj^ the feel, k was 
agreed to open the tumour. The opinions of 
the -medical gentlemen aflembled on .thJ$ oc- 
cafion were different j fome were fori, othefa 
«gainft the operation. While we ww confok- 
ing on this batter, I ventiired to.propofea 
wmedy which I remembered to hgve feen tridti 
live or fix years before in a fwellihg qf the 
-knee^ attended with a fluftuation as in. the pf^- 
•fcht cafe, but without any pan, except' i^n 
,Ae joint was ttoved. TSe firft knowle?^ I 
'had ^ this remedy, Was from a friend who 
-^k* H^ it as being very common among the

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f)^filMt in titin^ny. Thde people beifig fire* 
^Msntly obliged to 'pa6 the night >ia iJxe d^ferts 
and iB the open «ir, are often orbubled ^ith 
rt!us kind <^ tumour bi the knefe, with ^a fitnilar 
Auaoaden within the capfula fc»6Uy IHce a 
diopfy^ which they focta eure by mbaits of the 
MAiedy m <iueftioh. 

In the^a^ 1 sdluded co» and whi^h occuntd 
ac VieiHia, the patient had been vifited by fe- 
veral of the mdt eminent phyficiahs and fur« 
geons of that city ; . but the complaint evef^ 
<lay «grew worie, fo thdt at length the excefiive 
pdins ^the )>atient e^cperienced whenever fae ft* 
tempted fo ilvalk, confined him to 'his t&otti. 
4h itiis ftate the 'Hungarian lem^ was re- 
C0mm^<^l. 1 was aflbred thaft in four days ft 
t)^^ ^u^ed. It was ^cordingly ihad itciouf fb 
to, and with fo much iucccfs, that at the tnd of 
'^feiir days the patient was fiifficiehtly recovered 
tO'bte ^ble to walk out, and in eight days, the, 
dn^ was complete.

lerent in its nature, fympCotas, and progf^.

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or internal remedy, the. patient experienced d 
.confiderable degree of relief; he began to Oeep 
in the night, and was eafier in the day-time. 
At the end of five days the fluftuation entirely 
* difa}>peared i but there ftill remained an enlarge- 
ment of the inner condyle of the thigh bone, 
and the leg was much diminiflied in fize both 
above and below the tumour. The patient, 
likewife, now began to be troubled with violedt 
pauis in the region of the kidnies and back; 
but by perfevcring in the ufe of the remedy^ 
and by a liberal ufe^ honey internally, he was 
in five weeks well enough recovered to be able 
to walk out, though lame« 3y the daily ufe of 
the flelh-bruih, however, the tumour of the 
condyle gradually difappeared, the pains of the 
loins went perfeftly ofif, and he has fince en^ 
joyed the moft perfeft health. 

It feems right to obferve, that the colour oE 
the fkin was never changed, either in this cafe 
or in the oftcl faw at Vienna.

Rye meal applied ip thf way of poultice to 
th^; go^ty limb, was a favourite application 
with the late Dr. Gowin Knight | but the 
author has fccn it pernicious even in Dr. 
ICnight's own cafe. He in^ances the cafe of a 
jgentlennan, one of his patients, who by flouring 
hi^ flocking, repelled the gout from his foot, 
and threw it into his knee. A fimilar applica- 
tion had the efitA of driving it back again into 
to foot. 

He has fcen compreflion on the foot fix i 
wanderU)g gout. Inhis own cafe, upon feeling 
krc^^ £9Uty pains, he ordered a pair cf 

Axoeg 
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fliocs that were too tight for him to be aired, 
and having put them on^ in lefs tl\an half an 
hour he felt the gout in his foot. 

He obferves, that fudden repulfions of the 
gout, by external applications, produce various 
difeafes. He once had occafion to fee a ge- 
nuine phthifis .pulmonalis in a man of forty 
years of age, which evidently arofe from tkU 
caufe. • 

Speaking of Le Fevrt's medicine for the 
gout, our author ' obferves, that Lc Fevre. 
was fo extremely cautious in the exhibition of 
his fpeciBc, that be placed it upon the patient^s 
tongue himfelf, and iook care to ftc them 
fwallow it. He has made inquiry of feveral of 
Le Fevre's patients, who all agreed that it had 
no other tafte than that of fugan 

Upon looking into the obfervations of a 
German furgeoh who praftifed at Aftrachan, 
and whofe work our author caufed to be 
tranflated into Englifli for his own private f^ 
tisfaftion, he found a medicine recommended 
for the cure of the gout, the principal, and in* 
deed the only aAive ingredient of which Is 
white vitriol, given in the dofe (ff one grain. 
.Our author, therefore, very jyftiy fufpefts, 
that Le Fevre^s medicine wa^' nQthing more

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In a late Journal de Medecine^ M. Baillct, fufr 
^on to the Hotel Dicu at St, Vallcry fur Soro- 
mc, gives an account of an extraordinary mif- 
placcment of the ftomach and organs of genera- 
tion in a fcEtus that diet! a few minutes after its 
birth. 'At firft view the moft fingular circum- 
ftances* attending it feemed to be its having no 
anus, nor any appearance like the organs of ge- 
neration^ excepting a fmall hole, large enough to 
admit a probe; every where elfe the fkin had the 
fame uniform appearance as upon the back and 
abdomen.

In the ac- 
count of this cafe, publifhed in the GazeUe de 
Sante^ we arc told, that during eight days pre-^ 
vious to the exhibition of this remedy, the pati- 
ent (a young man of twenty-four) had voided 
hi$ urine involuntarily, that his pulfe was funk, 
the pupils of his eyes dilated, and his face and 
extremities cold and infenfible. He began to 
take the phbfphof us at night ; the next morning 
his pulfe wasr ftronger, and he was in every tc- 
fpeft better 5 the ddy following he voided his 
faces and urine naturally.

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called the bladder in the throaty and in Jcrfcy 
and Fenfylvanilt, the hiva^ 

Mr. Bayley confidcrs it as an inflammatory 
difeafe, and is of opinion that the moft def- 
perate cafes invf yield to nepeated bileecfingi 
ad deliquium from the jugulars, and the free 
ufe of tartar emetic and other evacuants, pro- 
vided a large blifteris applied at the fame time 
to the larynx and afpera arteria, and the mucus 
filling up the ramifications of the bronchia is 
thrown up by the adtion of voni^iti^. - * i 

The firft cafe that came' under oar ^itHor's 
infpedion was in 1774. \Thc patient, a" fine 
boy four years old, well toade, but fubjeA to 
afthma, was obferved to droop, feveral days 
previous to the application <A hk frieiids for 
medical afTiftance, and in the night his indif- 
pofitioti * and cough afFcdcd him miicTi more 
.feverely. Me was bled, a large bliftd: was ap- 
plied to the throat, ai?id calomel and antifeptics 
were adminiftercd internally ; the patient died, 
however, within tliirty-fix hours from the firft 
fit of ftrangulation. Soon after a fimikr cafe 
occurred, and proved equally fatal. On dtf- 
fedion, the fauces were found covered with an 
alh-coloured mucus of very little confiflence^ 
which, by applying t-he fmallefl force, could 

eafily 
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cafily be. removed: the pendulous palate was 
enlarged and livid, and the whole of the tra- 
chea lined with a membrane of a whitifh colour, 
and of fuch tenacity as to require a confiderable 
force to pull it afundcr ; after entering the 
bronchia it changed its confidence and became 
a glary mucus. 

Shortly after this diilcAion, our author wat 
called in confultation with Dr. Van Vleck; to. 
viiit a child which had been attacked three days 
before with a putrid fore throat. The patient 
died on the ieventh day. During the lad flagcs 
of this difeafe, the child's breathing was much 
interrupted, and in expiration the voice was very 
hoarfe and loud^ though the face was not fwoln, 
nor the jugulars diftended. On diifedion, the 
fauces exhibited the appearance of one conti- 
nucd ulcer ; the tonfils were totally deftroycd ; 
the velum pendulum palati was changed to a 
mere fufpended flough ; but the larynx and 
trachea were free from every appearance of 
difeafe. 

After rcfleding on the manner of this child's 
death, and comparing its circumftanccs with the 
preceding cafes, Mr. Bayley thought it probable 
that the angina trachealis had not been fuffi- 
cicntly invcftigated by pradlitioners, who may 
Ee 2 have 
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have miftaken the like inftancjps of bdorfc noifi 
in the pufrid fore throaty for the louder hoarfe« 
ncfs and firill voice^ which in a great meaiViro 
are charaderiftic of the angina tracbealis. The 
truth of this remark he chinks confirmed, from 
his having obferved that thofe writers who 
have made moft mention of this dileafe (Dfs. 
Bard and Home excepted) have favoured us 
only with an opinion of its nature, without 
offering any corroborating proofs from diflec- 
tion. The fudden death of many who have 
t^een affeded with this complaint, added to 
the cafes related by the writers juft now men- 
tioned, convinced our author that a more de- 
termined ii)ode Qf treatpienc was requifite in a 
difeafe which appeared to be altogether inflam- 
matory. He obfcrves, that the floughs in xhcfc 
cafes are not in confequence of dileafed part;;, 
being merely a concreted mucus which may be 
<;afily removed, and when that is done the mem- 
brane beneath it is found entire. He remarks, 
likewife, that the hoarfe iound (with ill-fcented 
breath) which in fome inftances attends the- ul- 
cerous fore throat, will be found for tho mofl: 
part in thpfe cafea which attack ynth ibme de- 
grep of inflammation, where the tonfils are in 
[ confequcncf: enlarged, and the pendulous palate

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much tumefied. In fuch cafes there will be z 
conliderable colleAion of mucus in the pharynx, 
prefling upon the epiglottis and rlmula of the 
larynx, whence will arife a partial difficulty in 
the air's paffing to and from the lungs, with a 
quickened refpiration and red cheeks, accompa* 
nied with more or le& noife. 

Having acquired thefe ideas of the nature of 
the difeafe, our author refolved to treat it ac- . 
cordingly ; and having been called to a child 
who was remarkably plethoric, fliort necked, 
and of a dark complexion, and whole difficulty 
of breathing, hoarfe found, and (hrill voice did 
not admit the leaft doubt of the nature of the 
complaint, he recommended bleeding ad deU- 
fuium. On recovering from this ftate, the pa- 
tient puked ^ great quantity of phlegm, feme 
of it vifcid, and fomc without conliftence, but 
of a very joffenGvt nature* The vomiting was 
encouraged with warm water, after which his 
breathing became lefs laborious > the noife ac- 
companying it abated conQderably, ^nd his 
countenance changed remaricably for the better. 
A blifter was immediately applied, large enough 
to cover the larynx, afpera arteria, and part of 
the cheft; emetic tartar in dofes fufficient to 
)feep up a continued naufea was adminiftered,

Within 

a few hour^ after this mode of treatment was 

adopted, the child began to* draw his breath 

with apparent freedom, and by a perfcverance 

in the antiphlogiftic plan, and promoting a 

difcharge by means of the hlifter, the patient 

recovered. 

, Our author fucceeded in another cafe nearly 

fimilar to the above, and by the fame me* 

thods. 

From 1774 to 1779, no opportunities occur- 
red to our author di treating this di&afe ^ but 
ki the mean time he had profited in his obferva* 
tions by difieding feveral who died of thecoma . 
plaint, all of which conBrmed his opinion of 
the inflammatory nature of the dife^e, and juf- 
tified the mode of treatment he had adopted. 
Among others, he opened a boy of about four- 
teen years of age, who had lived eight days 
in extreme mifery. In this fubjed, the root 
<^ the tongue, the pendulous palate and fauces, 
were covered with a much thicker and browner , 
coat than vfual ; but upon removing this new* 
formed membrane, the parts beneath it wer^ 

found 



found entirely fret ffom every appearance ^ 
difeafe. 

In Auguft 1779, the author was cafled to a 
child who had pafled a reftlcfs night, and for 
a few minutes was threatened with foffbcation ; 
the next morning it was fo much better as to 
run out into the ftreet, though its Voice was 
hoarfe. About noon it was attacked with addi- 
tional viblence- It was bled • ad dd^uhm from 
the arm; emetic tartar, a blifter, and calortrd 
were had recouffe to as in the fbfmer cafes, 
and the patient recovered; -** ' 

A fourth cafe lis related of 'at?hiM two years 
old, who after being apparently recovered from 
the meafles, was attacked with c6iigh, exceflive 
difficulty of' breathing and hoarfenefsi accom- 
panied with a fbrill found very diftrcffing to 
«very ean When Mr. Bayley faw the patient 
his face was enlarged, and the jugulars greatly 
diftcnded. An attempt was made to bleed the. 
child in the arm ; but as only four ounces of 
blood could be procured in this way, one of 
'the jugulars was opened, and the patient bled 
ad^dilifuitim. Emetic tartar was given in nau- 
feating dofes, and a large blifter applied to the 
throat. The next day the child was fomewhat 
relieved, having paficd a tolerable night, but 

the 



die hoarieileis and dyfpooea were ftiU confider* 
able. The patient was again bled ad deliqumri 
from the jugular, a purgative was given to 
procure ftools* and the ufe of the emetic tartar 
continued. On the fuccecding day the child 
puked fwice a thin glary matter, with fome 
mucus, the boarfe found was fcarcely perceptible, 
and the cough not troublefome^ Frot¥y thii 
date the fymptoms grew more and more fa- 
irourable^ and by a continuance of the fame 
treatment the child perfe£Uy recovered. 

Titk Middleton, in a letter to Mr. Bayley in- 
ferted at the end of this littfe work, obferves, 
that when he firft came to New York in 1752, 
he found complaints of the throat not unfre- 
quent ^ but as they were generally confidered at 
having a putrid tendency^ antifeptks were the 
remedies commonly employed in preference tqi 
all evacuants, except perhaps emetics. Being 
a ftranger to the climate and its difeafes, h^ 
for fome time acquiefced in thefe notions } but 
it was not long before he had an opportuipity 
of being convinced that the diieafes of the 
throat had not been properly diftinguifhed^ and 
that the croup was truly of an inflammatory 
nature. He mentions feveral cafes in which co- 
pious bleeding in the jugular, with the u(e of 

blifters. 
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bUftcrS} %(id eyacuants fucceeded, an^l (peaks of 
others that proved fatal where thofe remedies, 
eipecially vcnsefcftion, were negleded or ob- 
jefted to. In two difleftions of children who 
died of « this difeaie, he met with nearly the 
fame appearances as thofe defcribed by Mr. 
Bayley. In one, no ulcers were to be fcen, Or 
any remarkable lividity ; but the glands were fo 
much tumefied, as to have occafioned the child's 
death by fuffocation. In the other he obfefVed 
no remarkable tumefaflion of the glands of the 
throat, ho lividity, nor any appearance of an 
ulcer. On opening the trachea, he found it 
lined with a whitifh circular membrane of about 
the thicknefs of very fine white paper, which 
adhered to the trachea by a vifcid mucus under- 
neath, by means of which there was fome fpace 
between it and the trachea. The grand bron- 
chial divifions were filled with this mucus. 

Dr. Middleton concludes with remarking, 
that this difeafe is totally diftindt from the ma- 
lignant fore throat, and that it is not contagious 
as fome have fupppfed it to be. Ue does not 
jprefume to iay that it never is combined with 
the malignant fore throat; but he afferts, that 
of the many cafes he has attended, he has

Schmucker.-~The author begins with a fhort 
hiftory of this operation, Ihewing how cruel and 
defective it was formerly, and how mild and how

In fuch fitaati6ns, however, 
we think the knife ought not to be ufed too pre- 
cipitately ': t«re fhoold wait to fee wfceAer ttaturc 
w^ not Vkh lefstiangcf, though perhtpaaiore 
flowly cflbft what we Snterided toi de «iere 
^>eedn7, but witfi inftnkeljr ^remw lift: «> the 
patient. ' * ' ^ 

Speakuigof m6rtificationsfitmi «tennl ethics, 
Mr. Schmucker obferves, that we ought no^ tfi 
ampuute till the gangrene has fixed its limits, aad 
there is fio poffihility of (aving the limb, and 
that it Ihould then not be deferird. But Iv^re 
1069 in our opinion, the fur^n fhould wait (6 
fee whether nature will not throw off the mwti- 
ficd part. 

He thinks that caries arifing from internal 
caufes, and not yielding to milder remedies, re- 
quires amputation^ the complaint being in gene-

vitiated rtati of the habit, as fbme have fuppiofed. 

' Hie dcicribeS fevera] cafes in which the operatioh 

;lllcceeded. lit one of thefe there Was a 6aries of

wounded by the lancet. For , the fpace of two 

years the patient fufiered mbft excruciating pain^ 

and a variety of remedies havyig proved inefFc(> 

iiial, ainpiiuidon was had fecourjfe to and fhe 

recovered. .

he fays, may be fhot through without any gpeat 
danger, but if the tarfus, together with the 
articulation and one or both malUoli are injured 
by a cannon ball, and the tendons and ligaments 
lacerated; or if the knee joint is wounded in a 
fimilar manner, amputation becomto abfolutely 
neceflary in each of thefe cafes. 

Mr. Schmuclcer obferves, that gon-fhoi 
wounds of the tiE^a, the fore-arm, . and even the 
arm, feldom require amputation, the bones of 
thefe parts being fo fituated, that the fplintered 
portions of the bone may be eaiily Amoved. 
He fpeaks of wounds of the os fcmoris as the 
moft dangerous of any, on accpunt of the liacd- 
nefs and fragility of this bone, and it^ being eafil^ 
iplintered, as well as the injury ufually done to 
/everal large arteries* . If the wound is only a 
little above the knee, where there are but few 
mufeles, he thinks the necelSty for amputation 
will be lefs prelTing than if the wound is higher 
up in the thigh. When the neok and condylei^ 
.of the OS femons are wounded^ he thinks there 
remains but little chance for the patient's fceo- 
. very, as the amputation of the thigh at the arti- 
.culation is lb dreadful, difficuk, and dangerous^ 
^ that it never can fucceed^ This opinion, how- 
ever^ 



ev«f > feemfi to be not w^U fomde^ Ah aqcauBt 
has lately btm {HihUih^ in the Edinlttirgh Me- . 
dical Commentaries of this operatbo, as p^- 
fonqed 9X Norduunptoo, from which it appears, 
that the death of the p^tieot on the i8th day 
after the afpputatioa W4S owiqg so the prrvtoufly 
di&afed ftate of the parts, rather than to any im- 
mediate eSedls of the operation ; and Mr. Kerr, 
the author of the paper in queAion, is fo much 
convinced of the expediqnpy of the operation in 
certain ca^ that ^ in fuch,'' he fays, <^ he ihail 
^5 not hefitafie to perform it ivhen they occur." * 

Mr. Schmucker obferves, that wounds of the 
carpus and metacarpus leldom require amputa- 
tion, becaufe we are here able to make the nece£- 
fary openings with eafe ; but that when the con« 
tufion IS very confiderable, and the tendons and 
ligaments are much lacerated, the operation be- 
comes ncceffary. 

He is averfe to performing the operatioa in 
the ardculation of the knee, cubitus, or carpw, 
becaufe the flumps can never be covered with 
flcfli, and aponeurotic and membranous pf^ts d9 
not readily fuppurate« 

In amputating the fingjers or toes, he conftaa^ly 

makes ufe of a bidoyry, and ieparates thotn itf 

the joints, taking .care to faw off th.e cartib^s 
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of the phalanges, becaiKc they cjcfoliate with 0^- 
^culty, and retard the cure feveral weeks. 

His method of preventing bsemorrhage after ' 
amputation, is by applyii^ doffils of fine litir, 
of tlie thickncfs of half an inch, to the mouths' 
of the veffels, and the conftant prcffure <rf a 
hand on the ftump during at leaft fbur-and-'' 
twenty hours. He does not truft to this tncthod/ 
however, for fccuring the femoral artery, but' 
prefers the ligature for that purpofe. He tcUs ' 
us, he has often fecn the doflil of lint fell off at 
thfe firft dreffihg, and yet no hsemorrhage has' 
followed. 

In amputations he applies a narrow riband 
round the limb, above the incifion, and cut^ 
through the integuments and mufcles with a 
finglc incifion, a mode of operating by*the-byc^ 
that is now pretty generally and defervedly ex- 
ploded. The knife he fccommends is Hightlr 
curved, and fmallcr than that conimpnly ulecj. 
Inftead of Gooch's retraftor, he ufes a piece of 
parchment, eighteen inches long, and fix bVoad, 
for the purpofe of drawing back the mufcular 
flclh, while he faws through the bone. The 
fhahp being covered with lint, the integuments 
Jim drawn downwards and fecured by flips of 
fticking-plaftcr, after which the whole is covered

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9riAi a ha^ t^dfer^ which he prefers to the 
cap comoiortly employed, as it will fcrvc to 
]>revent flight haemorrhages. He applies his 
baada^f a£ter the manner of M. Louis^ from 
al^pine dQwaward$. 

.IL An ISftariethpraBical ^ay on the medical 
Uft ef Leeches^ iy the famc.-^This paper is il- 
luftraced by a coloured engraving of the hirudo 
*i«//V^5 of' which an exa6t dcfcription is given. 
We are told, that it fhould be taken from pure 
limpid rivers that have a fandy bed, as the 
leeches caught in ftagnant waters occafion fwell- 
fng and inflammation. In jgeneral, thofc which 
have been the mod recently takqo bite the 
quickeft. 

Our author Ipeaks of their falutary effeds in 
ophthalmia, after repeated venapfefUons had 
proved ineflfeftuaL |h a violent cephalalgia, 
owing to an increal&d determinatioa to the head, 
he has fcen ten or twjclve leeches applied to th» 
temples, procure an almoft immediate relief^ : 
He allures us, that an inflammatory fore throat, 
attended with very difiicult deglutition and 
breathing, will oftentimes yield tQ fixteen or- 
fwenty leeches applied to the throat and behind : 
the ears, more fpeedily and with greater cer- 
4»inty than to irpeated bleedings. In the tooth-

Applied to the fide affcfted, will prove iMoif

in the generality of cafes, they have beco the 
means of reftoring the latter evacuation. 

In the piles their uk is well known $ buc 
Mr» Scbmucker obferves, that in fuch cafe^r 
they afo ferviceable oply where the fwelling ii 
not larger than a hazel nut* . To prevent a 
return of the tumour, he recommends the ap- 
plication of cold-water to the part^ or a cold 
glyfter morning and evening when the fwelling 
is internal. When the tumour is of confider- 
able bulk, and its membranes of courfe arc 
much thickened, he finds them of no ufe. 

In retention of urine he has often experienced 
the good effcfts of fix leeches applied to the 
perinaeum ; and we are farther told, that four 
of them applied to the end of the. fingier in a 
beginning paronychia, generally lemovc the 
CpmpUint,

VL Ah Account of a Suppuration of the Omen^ 
nm^ iy M. Bihgers.«-^l^he dlie^ here defcribed 
waa occafioned by a contuiioa on the gaftric 
ifgioni The violent pain, of which the patient 
cbtllplaincd at firft, gradually went off, but he 
(tin continued to feel an obtufe pain, which 
afcet' Ibnle time was accompanied with lofs of 
appetitd, difturbdd deep, and frequent vomit- 
ing* Thefe fymptoms continued during a whole 
yeiir, when a tumour began to form, , which at 
Idngth fuppurated^ and afforded a confiderable 
difcharge of pus, intermixed with portions of 
the omentuM.

The farces yrcrc 
difcharged through both wounda in fijch quan- 
tity, that the natural evacuation by the anus- 
was for fome time entirely fufpendcd* In.thi; 
ftatc the wounds were kept; opeiij clyftcrs were, 
frequently thrown up, and the patient was con- ! 
fined to a light liquid diet. By thefe means 
the difcharge of fseces through the wounds ^a- ^ 
dually Icfleocd, and they were at length wholly 
evacuated at the anus, fo that at the end of fix.

A considerable 
Quantity of pus and four lumbrici were dif- 
charged by this abfcefs, which healed without 
difHculty.

' -—The tumour here fpoken of, after remaining in- 
dolent during fix years, at Icoj^ became painfvil 
and fuppurated. On dilating the abfcefs, a ftonp

XL Of the Cure of a Venereal Fifiula Urinaru^ 
by the fame. -^Four cafes of this kind are related. 
In one of tbefe Mr, Bingers fuccecded, by intro^ 
ducing bougies into the urethra, and applying 
comprefies to the 9pening in the perinaeumf la 
another cafe, which W9S occafioned by aq iU«

THE medical applicarion of dcaricitjr, aft* 
it was praftiled till very lately, and as it p' 
ftiU ufcd by many praiftitioners, was attended 
*^htwo Ineonvcnierices; the firft was the ad*-, 
miniftration of ftrong (hocks, which ternfied 
'many a paticrtt, ' and the fec6nd was a long cori- 
tinuarice of the application, which was tireibme 
both fbr the patient and praditloner. But it ha!! 
lately been obfcrved, that ftrong ' (hock$ and 
ftrong rparks are libt only uJTelefs, but even hurt^ 
*ful In a variety of cafes ; and that fo far from a 
long continuance of deftrification being ricceflary, 
the appiicdtiOfv of that power for three or four 
'•riihutes a day, is in general fufficient. 
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. As this improved method of applying ale6ri* 
9ty is at pitffnc poised to^i fewtpsy^ititiorieM^ 
Mr. Cavallo was induced to cofnpUq tliei pB^f. 
before us^ in order to make itgenqratfy known* 

The work is divided into three pf rts«^ The 
firft of theie is allotted to the thmy.i^f mdical^ 
eUBriciljj and is pit&ccd by a concife view of 
its hiflory. Our author very properly ob&rves, 
diatabencF acquaintance with eleOricj^ than 
I^^ophers had about thirty or forty years ago^ 
and a k6 faith in thb accounts of the generality 
of thoje perfons, whofe intereft it is to promote 
the ujb of ekjElricity ii». phyfic, has pQioted out : 
t^e real eSeds.of that power iipoi) ihe.hiymali 
l)pdyy jn various citcuaift40ce$» and has. jhewi:* 
how far. we may confide in it t eft^>liihitig upon.. 
indifputable fafts, that elcAricity i^ ntit^r that 
admirable panacea*, as it was qonfideeed by fome 
fanatical and interefted pt^rfcms, nqr ^ ufdeis an . 
apptttation as others have aflcne^^ but. that, 
when properly manag^* it. is an harmleis re^ , 
medyi which is fomet^mea of fing^lar efficacy, 

Mr. Lovet is fpoken of 1^ our aiithor as the , 
firft writer who contended that the jQiocks to be ;

pulfatioAS; and fomctimes retards it confide- 
rably. ft has atfo bctti aflbted, that pofidvo 
ekftricity accelemc^ the pulfe ; andthaton tlie 

con« 
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contrary, negative . ekAricity. retards it. But. 
experience authorizes our author to fay, th?t thi$ 
cffcia varies conficicrably, according to the degree 
of cleft rization, and principally according to the 
natural difpofition of the perfon tried, and the 
d^rec of apprehcnfion with which he fulyefts 
himfelf to be elcftrificd; but that in general, 
cither pofitivc or negative eleftrization, increafes 
the number of pulfations about one-Iixth. He 
fuppofes that the effeSs^ ufually obferyed upon 
the body when cleftrized, are owing to the irri- 
tation or dilatation occafioned by the aftion of 
the eledlric fluid. 

In the fecond part of his work, Mr. Cavallo 
gives direftions for the praftical application of 
cleftricity for the cure of various difeafes. For 
this purpofe he recommends large machines, and 
for this reafon, that when the dream is ufed, 
which has lately been found to be more effica 
clous than ihocl^s, then a fmall machine will be 
altogether ufelefe. He obferves, that the largcfl: 
machines will not be found to afford a ftream 
too ftrong for medical purpofes ; but that the ufe- 
ful ones, which do not require a great labour to 
be put in motion, and may furnilh a fufEciently 
denfc ftream; fhould have the glafe globe, or 
cylinder, at leaft nine inches in'diameter, which, •

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wish a proportionate conduftori may ufiuQly 
give fparks nbouc diree inches long. 

Odr authcMT conCbders it as immaterial with 
rcfpcft to medical elcftricity, whether the rub* 
bd- of thefe machines (lands i^on a glais pillar 
or not, * * 

He obfcrvesi that the power of elefttkirf 
fliould be fo regulated, as to apj)ly every degree 
of It with facility and readineft ; beginning with 
a ftream iiTuing out of a metal pointy hekt ufin^ 
ft wooden point, then fmaH Jpafks, ' ftronget 
fparksy and lafHy, fmall fliocks. 

Our author remarks that ic is impoffible td 
prefcribc the exaA degree of eleftri^ation that 
muft be uftd fbr various dilbnie^ j peribos cjf 
diflfercnt confticutions, though afftifted with thA 
trery fame difcafe, requiring dififcn^nt degrees of 
elcftrization. Some are fo delicate and irritable, 
that the fmallefl fparks give them as much pain 
as ihocks do to others \ while, on the contrary, 
fome people can fuflfcr pretty fevtrc fhocks wiih- 
6ut polttive pain •, and Mr.Cavallo has heard of 
perfons who were infenfible of any eleftric power 
even from fhocks of confiderable ftrength. 

He obferves, that the operator Ihould always 
ufc the fmallcft degree of eleftric power that ia 
fu^^ient for the purpofe ; and the degree of 



dodtrizatidn administered fhould neVef exceed 
ik9t which the ptciwc can conveniently fu^^ 
experience flifwing, that when (^ application 
of any degree of eledncicy is very difagitcabk 
to the patientSy they very feldom mend* 

We are told that the inftruments, which be* 
fides the electrical machine and its prime con' 
du&or, are neceflary for the adminiftcation of 
medical eleftricity, may be reduced to threes 
viz* an eleClric jar^ with Mr« Lane's eleclrome-i 
tfir^ an infulated chairi or an infuiated liool, 
upon which a common chair may be occafionally 
&r, and the dhreBtn^ Each of the latter of 
fbefe inftrumena conlifts of a knobbed brafa 
wire) cemented to a glafs handle by means of a 
brafs cap* The manner of ufing them is by 
taking hold of the extremities ^ their brais 
handles^ and bringing their bal]s into cpntadi 
with the extremities of that part of ihe body of 
the patient, through which we deflre to fend 
the fhock* When more. proper inftruments 
cannot be had» diredors may be made by ftick" 
ing large pins upoft flicks of fealing-wax. The 
furface of the jar, which is coated with tihfbil^ 
it directed to be about four inches in diameter^ 
and fix inches high) which ia equal to about 
fevemy-three fquare inches* 
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. Mr. Cavallo obferves, that when (hocks am 
aclminiftcred, it is immaterial whether the par 
tient ftands upon the ground, upon the infu- 
lating ftool, or in any other fituation whatever^ 
and that it is not always nectary to remove. 
the deaths from the part that is to be eleftri- 
fied^ for unlefs they are too many and too 
tliick, the fhocks will gp throggh them very, 
eafily, efpecially if the. knobs of the diredors 
be prefled a little upon the part. .. « 

Befides the diredors juft now mentioned^t 
there is another kind defcribed by our author. 
which differs from the former one. in haying ;ts, 
wire bent, and in terminating in a poipt, toi 
which is affixed a piece of wood about an incht 
or an inch and a half long, pointed at one end» 
though not very iharp, and having a hole at the- 
other. The operator is advifed to have by him 
fcveral fuch wooden pieces of different lengf^ 
and thicknefs, that he may fhift them according* 
as circumflances may require. We are inform-, 
cd, that the wood ufed for this purpofe fhould 
be rather of a foft kind than hard, as box wood 
and lignum vitae are. 

, In order to throw the cleftric fluid with a. 
4irc<^or .of this Hind, a wire proceeding frpm 
the prime conduAor is to be fafleaed to the. 

... ... wire 
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'Wire of the direftor, which the operator niuft 
hold by the extremity of the glafs handk, and. 
manage fo as to keep the wooden point at about 
one or two inches diftant from the patient's, 
body. ^Mr. Cavallo obferves, that the elefkric, 
fluid iifuing from the wooden poiqt has a power, 
which is intermediate between that of the ftream 
proceeding from > a metal point, and the powef. 
of the fparks ; but yet it is in general the moil 
efficacious method of eledrization, and there- 
fjprt no pains Ihould be fpared in order to. admi*. 
nilber it in the beft potilble manner. 

Gent}e as this method of ele&rifytng may 
appear, our author afiures us, that at will ne- 
. Terthclefs be found too ftrong for.lbme perfons, 
elpccially when ufed for open fores uppn deli- 
cate parts; in which cafes the wooden point 
mull be removed, and the eledlric fluid limply 
thrown from the metal point of the diredor, 
which mud now be kept at a greater diflance 
than when the wooden piece was upon it. The 
eledlric fluid ifluing out of this pointed wire of 
the direfbor occafions only a gentle wind upon 
the part cowards which it is direfted.— It might 
naturally be fufpefted that fo gentle, and nearly 
infenfible a treatment, could hardly be of any 
eflicary } but the author aflirms,. that this mode

of dcAmfttion, viz. the dirowing che (ktkt 
#iih A meed fMiiflt, has often raklgated paii«y 
ioA cured obftinace and dtogefous-di60fesf 
which could -not bcivmoved by airy other fd-> 
imdy. He b^rms us, thse in general th» 
treatment proved as eificacious to pcrfens of 
ddicate nervous conftitutions as the other, of 
the throwing the fluid with a wooden pointy 
docs to thofc of ordinary conftitutions* .Wearer 
farther told^ that m feveral cafes, efpeciaUy of 
open fores, the ek&ric fi«iid liTuing opt of » 
Wooden point has conibmtfy increafed the pain, 
and even cnlargiKl the &m^ whereas the fluid 
ifiinng ousof the metal point has efiedkuafly . dH 
m>nilh«l,faotfa. 

The apihof ob^ivet^ tfa^ the ftneam ifliiing 
eut of a woodefik point OKiy be dif«£tcd tow^n'd^ 
the eyes of the patient, without any apprekeo;* 
fion of hurting him i but he allows them ntay 
be fome eafes,^ though he Has feldom heard d' 
any, in Mrhiefa this tceatment may be thought to 
be too ftrong, and in Ibch the metal point enly 
may beufed« • ., 

Amongft other methods of eleSftrifying a dif- 
cafcd part of the body, ' Mir.- Cavallo dcfcHbe* 
that of drawing Iparks through flanftel, which 
he tells us ha^ pit)yed (tngulaily btAeficial lit 

cafes 
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cafefl of pa% rheftmttifmy cddntfr of mf 
lartkular part, &c« It is pcffbroied bf pladag 
the patient on the infuhiting ftooV ib that fae 
may communicate with the. pxime condudter^ 
and then a dry and warm flannel ia fptead over 
the naked part that is to be eleArifiqd^ and. 
fparks are drawn through it by means. of ^ 
' direftor* .... 

The author concludes this, part of his worll 
with fome general rules for pra£kice. He beg^ 
by advifing the praftitioncr to employ the 
fmalkft force of eleftricity that is fufficient to 
remove, or alleviate any difprdefi He obferves, 
that in judging of cafes proper to be eledtrified, 
experience (hews, . that in general all kinds of 
obftradions, whether of motion^ of circulation^ 
or of fccretion, are very, often /cditd or relieved 
by eleftricity ; but that it has felttom entirely 
removed difeafes of long^ ftanding^ although it 
^nerally relieves the patient in fuch cafes. Ho 
cautions us not to give (hocks to pregnant t^ro- 
men, and obfervesi that in cafes of gathering 
tumours, the bed: method is to draw the fluid 
by means of a wooden point, or if that proves 
painful, by means of a metal point. In palfies 
and rheumatifm, finall fparks, and alfo very 
imaU ihocks arc recommended, Mr. Cavallo 

allows. 
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~ljill6ws> that ftronger fliockd may be;foinettfne8^ 
though ftldom, admmiftcred for ar violent tooth- 
'^ch*, and for ibmc internal fpafin of no long 
•ftancfing; * In cafes of mufcular contraftion, he 
advifes us" to eleftrify not only thofc mufclcs 
which are fuppofed to be contrafted, but like- 
wife their antagonifts. 

He obferves, that when the ftream of eleftric 
fluid IS thrown cither with a wooden or metallic 
point, the length of the operation fhould be 
from three' to ten minutes ; that when fhocks 
arc adminiftered, their greateft number fliould 
not exceed 'a dozen or fourteen, except when 
they are to bft ^veil to the whole body in dif- 
ferent dircftFons ; and that ; the number of 
fparks, when' they are ufed, may generally ex- 
ceed the number of (hocks mentioned aboVel 

His laft rule' delates tb the electrization of 
children upon the infulating chair/ He ob- 
ferves, that as it is difficult to let them ftay 
without motion, the 'nfioflr' tonvenient method 
is, to let 'another peifon fit in' the infulating 
chair, and h6ld tte child whifft the operator is 
cleftrifying him. * *" ' ' 

In thi third part of the Vo"rk we find an efff- 
mate of the cfFefts of eleffrVity, applied as* a 
remedy for various difofders/ ' We are* told 

that 
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that rheumatifm, even of long ftandingi is re- 
lieved, and generally quite cured, by only draw- 
ing the eleftric fluid with a wooden point from 
the part, or by drawing fparks through flannel. 
The operation is to be continued for about 
four or five minutes, and repeated once or twice 
every day. In cafes of deafnefs, it is fome- 
times neceilhry to fend very fmall fliocks (for 
inftance, of one thirtieth of an inch) from one 
ear to the other. The author has conftantly 
obfervcd, that whencyer the ear is elcdrificd, 
the difcharge of the' wax is confiderably pro- 
moted. — The tooth*acb, pccafion^ b^ cold, 
rheumatifin, or bflammation, is generally re- 
lieved •, but when the body of the tooth is af- 
fe£led, the difeafe is frequently increafed by 
^leftricity. 

"^^Swellings in general, not excepting even 
white fwellings, are faid to have been cured by 
drawing the eledric fluid with a wooden point 
for three or four minutes every day» The fame 
method, we are told, is equally efficacious in 
inflammations of every fort. In ophthalmia, 
the eye is direded to be kept open, and care b 
to be taken not to bring the wooden point very 
near it, for fear of caufing any« fpark. Some- 
times it is fuflicient to throw the fluid with a

metal point ^ for in thefe cafes, too great an if^ 
titation (hould always he avojckd. After throw- 
^ig the fluid for half a minute, a fhoxt time i^ 
to be allowed to ^hc patient to reft a^d wipq 
away his tears, which generally flow very cq- 
pioufly^ the operation is then to be continued 
again for another half ininute, zpd repeated ir^ 
this manner four of.fiv^ times a day. 

bur author acknowledges, that the gutta fc-r 
fcna, though it has fometimps been ^ured by^ 
has often refitted pleftricity. The method he 
recommends in cafes of this fort, i§ to draw the 
eiedric fluid with the woodpn point for a (hort 
tim^, and then to fend half a dozen very fmaH 
fliocks from the bapk part of the head to the 
forehead. He fpcaks of an opacity of the vi- 
treous humour, that was perfeftly cured by elec- 
tricity. 

In cafes of fiftula lachrymalis, eleftricity is 
faid to have had the beft efFefts. Palfies are 
feklom pcrfedly cured by it, efpecially when 
they are of long ftanding ; but they are gene- 
• rally relieved to a certain degree^ In thefe cafes, 
we are advifed to ufe the wooden point, or to 
draw fparks through flannel for aboyt five mi- 
nutes every day^ 

In

Won with a wooden or even a metal point is 
io be ufed, ?md only for threfe or four minutes 
a day. It ieldom fails, we are told, to kflen 
the ioflammationi and promote the healing of 
the fore. 

Cutaneous eruptions, according to our aa^ 
thor, have been fucceisfully treated with elefbri^ 
fsatioQ : but in fuch cafes it i^ to be obferred^ 
that the Wooden point mud be kept at leaft fix 
inches from the part ; for if the irritation is too 
great, the eruption wall fpread inftead of ditni^ 
tu(hing* An immediate warmth abcktt the. part 
is a ft^e lign that the eleArizatlon is properly 
^miniltered^ 

Mr. Cavallo informs us, that the difeafe com^ 
tnonly called Si. Vitus^s J>anct^ has frequently 
been cured by drawing fparks and giving gentlo 
{hocks } that fcrophulous tumours^ when they are 
j.u(l beginning, zXt geqeraily cured by drawing 
the ekdric fluid from the part] and that in 
cancers, the pains are alleviated by the fame 
means* But he acknowledges, that he has feen 
only one cafe of cancer where the tumour was 
much reduced in fize by electricity ; and indeed 
we fufpcft, that the accounts given of cures in 
. K k 2 ' this 
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tbs depbrabk diieafe, have ^pmi bat toccfien 

exaggerated. 

Our author fpeaks c^ the good tflb&s <^ elec- 
tricity in beginning abfceflb, in fciatica^ and 
even in incipient pulmpnary ihflammadon. In 
nervous head-aches, the ele&ric fluid is directed 
to be thrown with a wooden point all round the 
head lucceflively. 

Although eledricity has never been- of uie in 
advanced dropfy, yet we are aflured that it has 
often proved ferviceable in that difeafe when juft 
beginning. The author even recommends it ia 
gout, which he fays has in various inftances 
been cured by it. He like wife fpe^s of it as 
an effeAual cure for agues ; and in fuppreffion* 
of the menfes, extols it as a fpee^dy and fuccelT- 
ful method of cure. In this latter cafe, fmall 
fliocks are to be fent through the pelvis, and 
fparks drawn through the cloaths* 

In the venereal difeafe, eleftrization h^s been . 
generally forbidden ; having ufually increafed 
the pains and other fymptoms. Our author 
afcribes this prohibition co its having been im* 
properly adminiftered ; and contends, that a 
very gentle dedrization has been found paiti^ 
cularly beneficial in various cafes of venereal 

affection.

Mr. Cavallo* concludes this part 6f liii work 
with to accounf of ten cafo ift which eleftricit/ 
WAi fucccfefully adminiftercd. The firft is a 
caf^ of violehc ophthalmid^ cdmmumcated ' to 
him by Mr. Partington. • The diforder had re-' 
fifted a variety of rennedies for upwards of two 
months, and was accompanied with excruciating 
pains. The pupil of the eye was fo nearly 
clofed, that fcarce any of it could be feen. 
After the patient had been eleftrified every day' 
for a fortnight, the inflammsltion was quite fub« 
fided s and at the end of five weeks, the pupil 
was completely dilated. 

The two next cafes, one of an eryfipelas, and 
the other of a fiftula lachrymalis, are copied 
from Mr. Lovett'j Elellricity rendered ufeful^ 
the fourfh.is the cafe of Mr. Fergufon, who 
was cured of a fore throat by eleftricity, and is 
taken from his IntroduSim to eleSricity. The 
fifth and fixth arc cafes of fuppreficd menfes, 
from a pamphlet lately publilhed by Mr. Birch.

We are cautioned not to confound 
It with the fincbus oleraceuSj or common Jbv) fbiftk^ 
which it refembles in the colour of its flowers, 
which are yellow, and in the fhapc of its leaves, 
f^rhich are large and indented with a' fpinous 
fib. - ; . 

Our 
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Oar author recommeiicis an «xtraft of this 
pUnc prepared from its exprrffibd juice, whicb^ 
after being kept in, a cellar, or any other cool 
place, for four-and-twenty-houri, to prevent its 
&rmentii)g, Js tQ, be (grained through a cloch, 
and clarified with a fufiicienc quantity of the 
lyhites of e^, after which it is to be again 61- 
tercd through a flannel bag, and boiled gently 
till about half of it has evaporated. It is then 
to be removed from the fire, clarified a fecQnd 
time as before, and after being ag^ih fi|cered^ is 
to be placed over a gentle fire dll it has acc^uired 
the confiftenoe* of an extraA. Dn Collih advifes 
lis tp gather the plant while in flower, as its vir^ 
tues are then'^in the greateft perfedion.

To the account already given of the late M, 
LiEUTAub, in our Journal for February (page 
138) we are' now enabled to add the following 
particulars of the life of that celebrated phy- 
fician-— Jofeph Lieutaud was born at Aix in 
1703. He was the youngeft of twelve chil- 
dren, and was naturally of a weakly conllitu« 
tion. He was educated under his uncle Ga- 
briel Lieutaud, who acquired fome r^utation 
as a botanifl:. After taking a doftor's degree 
at Aix> he fpent ieveral years at Montpelier, 
and from thence returned to his native city» 
where he procured the appointments of Pro- 
feflbr of Phyfic, and Phyfician to an hofpital^ 
and foon came into extenfive practice. His 
houle became the rendezvous of men of letters, 
who met there on dated days to converfe on

-The year following he ereftcd' a con- 
venient theatre in Thavies Inn, Holborn, and " 
was proceeding with uncommon induftry, iand 
with the faireft profpeft of fuccefs in his pro^ ' 
feffional purfuits, when he was 'attacked with' a 
difeafe of the larynx, which brought on a pul- 
monary confumption. He continued, however, 
to defiver his lefturcs till within a month before 
his death, and till his voice became too feeble to 
be heard diftinftly by his pupils. 

tJpon difleftion, the principal feat of the 
difeafe was found to be in the larynx, the 
whole interior furface of which, as well as 
the epiglottis and glottis, was uniformly ul- 
cerated; the ulceration extended into the tra- 
chea, below the cricoid cartilage, but the ero- 
fion was moft confiderable upwards. The lungs^ 
which adhered firmly to the pleura, were greatly 
difeafed, and the bronchi filled with an offenfive 
purulent matter. The tongue, tonfils, and uvu- 
la were in a foun4 ftate.

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ginally publifhed in the Edinburgh piedie4 
£flays. It gives us pleafurc to fee all the worjci 
cf this juftly, celebrated writer, brought tbgpthcr 
in a colledion like the prefent. To thofe print* 
cd formerly under his own infpedion, the editor 
lias added ^o pieces. One pf th^e is an ora«- 
tion dc Cuticula Humana^ delivered by him above 
forty years ago in the Univerfity of Edinburgh^ 
in which many cyrious circumftances arc dcr 
fcribed that had efcaped the obfervation of for- 
mer anatomifts, particulady the appearance of 
the fibres that conned the cuticula to the cutis 
vera ; the other piece is An Effay on comparafivt 
Anattmfy compofed from notes t^en at his 
leAure; and pybliibed in 1744, but without hi$ 
knowledge. In the prefent edition, the errors 
that had crept into the furrepticious impreOioi) 
of that effay are corrected, and fome few addi- 
tions made to it from obfervations colleded by 
the author with a view to a larger work on the 
fubjeft, but whiph, by various ayocations, he 
|vas prevcpted frorp profecuting, 

Befides the piece9 here publiflied, it Teems 
that he left feveral manufcrjpts on different anfi* 
^omical and praftical fubjcfts, lyhich, from their 
{lot being inferted^ were probablv qot deem^ 

fufficxfnidy 
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f^ifficicntly intercfting or pcrfcft for the public 
eye. Of thcfc the principal are, A Hijiory of 
anatomical ff^riters^-^An Encbeirefis Anatomica^-^ 
Heads of manf rf bis LeBures — A Treatife on 
tf^ottnds and Tumours — Obfervations on fome Parts 
cf Heifter*s Surgery. 

For the gratification of our readers, we Ihall 
cxtraft the following particulars from the ac- 
count of the author written by his fon Dr. 
Donald Monro, and prefixed to the prefcnt coU 
ledtion. 

His father, who was the youngeft of two fons 
of Sir Alexander Monro of Bearcrofts, was bred 
to phyfic and furgery, and ferved for fome time 
as a furgeon in the army under King William 
in Flanders. He married Mifs Forbes, niece to 
Mr. Forbes of Culloden, and for fome years 
fucceflively obtained leave of abfence from the 
army in winter, and refided with his wife in 
London, where' his fon Alexander was born on 
the 8th of September, O. S. 1697. About 
three years after that period he quitted the army, 
and went to fettle as a furgeon at Edinburgh* 
where he foon came into extcnfivc praftice. 

The fon (hewed an early inclination to the 

ftbdy of phyfic $ and his father, after giving 

him' the beft education that Edinburgh then 

P p a afforded. 



afforded, fcnt him fucccflivdy to London, Pariil» 
and Leyden, to improve himfelf further in his 
profeflion. 

At London h^ attended the leftures of Meff. 
Hawldbee and Whifton on experimental philo- 
fophy, and the anatomical demonftrations of 
Mi*. Chefelden. He at the fame time employed 
himfelf much in difle&ion} and having been 
admitted a member of a fociety of young phy- 
ficians and furgeons, who by rotation delivered 
difcourfes on the ufes of the difierent organs, 
he read to them the firft iketch of his general 
account of the bones, which he afterwards pub- 
lifhed. 

He fent a great many anatomical preparations 
to his father, who depofittd them in the cabinet 
of curiofities which was then kept at Sur^ns 
Hall in Edinburgh, and Mn Adam Drummond, 
who was nominal profeilbr of anatomy to the 
Surgeons Company, was fo well pleafed with 
thofe fpecimens of his abilities, that he promifed^ 
to reflgn in his favour as foon as he ihould re- 
turn to Edinburgh, 

• From London he went to Paris, and from 
thence in 1718 to Leydcn, where he ftudicd 
under the great Boerhaave, who foon conceived 

a high* 
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d high opinion of his talents, and^rotevisry fa- 
vourably of him to his friends. 

On his return to Edinburgh in 17 19, he was 
appointed profefibr of anatomy to the Surgeons 
Company. Soon after this, his father prevailed 
on him to read fome public ledtures on ana- 
tomy, and to illuftrate them by (hewing the pre- 
parations he had fent home from abroad ; and 
without his knowledge, invited the Prefident 
and Fellows of the College of Phyficiafts, and 
the whole Company of Surgeons, to honour the 
firft day's lefturc with their prefcnce. This un- 
^xpedbed company threw him into fiich confu- 
fion, as to make him entirely forget the words 
of the difcourfe he had written and committed 
to n)emory.^ Having left his papers at hom^ 
he^was at a lofs for fome little time what to do ; 
iDUt having a ready prefence of mind, he imme- 
diately began to fbew fome of the anatomical 
preparations, in order to gain a little time for 
xecoUeAion 5 and very foon rcfolved not to re- 
peat the difcourfe he had written, but to exprefi 
himfelf in fuch words as fhould occur to him 
from the fubjetft, which he was confident he 
underftood. The experiment fucceeded; he de- 
livered himfelf well, and gained great applauie 
as a good and ready fpeaker. After this, being 

perfuaded 
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pcrfuaded that words exprefiive of his meaning 
would always occur in fpcaking on a fubjcft 
which he undcrftood, he never during his whole 
life-time attempted, in teaching, to repeat the 
words of an}r written difcourfc, but fpoke from 
memory, and exprefled himfelf eafily, and even 
elegantly, in fuch words as flowed from the 
fubjeft. 

In 1720, Dr. Alfton, then a young man, 
began at the rcqueft of our author's father to 
give public lefturcs on botany j Dr. Monro un- 
dertaking at the fame time to teach anatom/ 
and forgery. Thefc were the firft regular 
courfes of leftures on any of the branches of 
phyfic that had ever been read at Edinburgh, 
and may be confidered as the foundation of that 
medical fchool which has fince acquired fuch re» 
putation all over Europe. Soon after that pe-* 
riod, Profeflbrlhips of Anatomy and Phyfic were 
inftituted in the Univerfity, and filled by out 
author, and by Drs. Sinclair, Rutherford, Innes, 
and Plummer 5 the Profeflbrlhip of Materia Me-^ 
dica and Botany, vhich Dr. Alfton then held^^ 
having been added to the Univerfity many years 
before. 

The plan for a medical education at Edin* 
burgh was ftill incomplete with(iut an hofpital ^ 

a fcheme 
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H fchcme was therefore propofcd by Mr. Monra, 
iitn. and others, for eredting one, and our author 
publifhed a pamphlet, letting forth the advantar 
ges that would attend fuch an inftitution. In a 
&ort time a fmall houfe was fitted up for the 
purpofe ; and fome years afterwards the Royal 
Infirmary was erected. 

In order to make the hof^ital of ftill further 
life to the ftudents, our author frequently, while 
he continued profeflbr of anatomy, gave lectures 
on the furgical cafes; and in the year 174S, 
jDr. Rutherford began to deliver clinical lefhires 
in the holpitaU 

From the time of his being received into the 
tJniverfity, till the time of his refigning in fa- 
tour of his fon the prefent profeflbr, a period 
of near forty years, he regularly every winter 
gave a courfe of leflures on anatomy and for- 
gery, which lafted from Odober to May ; and 
fy great was the reputation he had acquired^ 
fhat ftudents flocked to him from the moft 
^fbnt parts of his Majefty's dominions. 

After he quitted the anatomical chair, he (till 
continued to read clinical lectures at the hos- 
pital, and to execute with the ftridteft pundhiar 
lity the duties of fcveral engagements both of a 
pivil afid political nature ^ for befidcs being a

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JDireftor of (he B^ak <>£ Scotland, he wa$ a 
Juftke ^ the iPtoa^ce, a Cointniflioaer of Fiigli 

He iiad the fiitisfaftion of dffordiog to an 
4ged&i)her^ every ccrnifort that a man in the dc* 
•clifle of life can wflU fujoy. The father, per- 
fe^7 at eafe with regard to the necefiaric9 an^ 
.coarenienciea of lifei faw wi<h the utmoft plea- 
fare an affe&iomfe fon^ ^fteooaed tnd i«gardad 
by oiankind, the principal ador in the execy- 
tipQ.of his favourite ^Iw^ the founding |i fepii- 
nary of ntedUcal edu^^tion in his native coun- 
try : and three years after the fiiit ftone of t))e 
new hofpital was laid, ended his days in a cahn 
rejtreat at a plealant country feat which his fya 
had purchaied in the county of fierwick.-r-Thc 
fofi, who furvived him near thir^ yeims, had tl^e 
fatisfa&ion to behold this feminary of medical 
education frequented yearly by t^ee or foyr 
hundred ftudents, and to lee it arrive at a ^- 
^ree of reputation exceeding his moft i^nguioe 
hopes. 

In the beginning of the year 1725, our au- 
thor inarried Mifs IfabeUa Macdonald^ ^coQd 
daughter of Sir Donald Macdonald of Mac- 
donald in the IHe of Sky, Baronet, by whofn 
he had eight childreni four of whpm died 

young J 
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yburtg ; the other foui* are ftill livirtg, Vi«. John - 
Monro, Efq;-of Auchinbowie, Advocate^ Court* 
lellor at Law ; Dr. Donald Monro, Phyfician 
ill London j Dr. Alexander Monro, editor of 
the work before us j and Mrs. Philp, wife to 
James Philp, Efq-, Judge of the CdUft of Ad- 
miralty for Scotland. .^ To them our author 
proved a moft afftftibnate father. In theif 
youth he not only fuperlntertded their eduta*- 
tion, but was himfelf theit mafter in feveral 
branches ; and when they gYc^ Up, he made 
them his companion^ ahd friei^ds* 

Dr. Monro was a man of a ftrorig mufculaf 
xiiake, of a middle ftature^ and pojlcitcd of 
great ftrength and aftiviry of body | but fub- 
jeft for many years to a (pitting pf blood Qtl 
catching the lead cold, and through his whole 
life to frequent inflammatory fevcr$ » Which he 
ufed to attribute to the too great cafe his pa- 
rents took of him in his youth, and to tbeil! 
having had hirii regularly blooded twice a yeaft 
which in thofe days was looked upon a3 a grea( 
prefcrvative of health* 

Ih the year 1762, he was attacked With the 
epidepiical catarrhal fever called infaenza^ at- 
tended with pain and uneafihefs in making wate^f 
find going to ftool, which remained ever after 

Voul. N*>V. Q^q f durinj; 
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daring his lifc^ and weie the firft fymptoim of 
that long and painful diforder, a fuogpas eradinjg 
ulcered the reftom and bladder, wbtdl put an 
end ta his life. The difocder inereaiod l^ flow 
degrees^ and from May 1766 to Jvdy 10th 1767, 
the day on which he died, gave htm fe conftant 
and great pain, that he had littk refpite from it 
except by the power of opium. 

The author in a letter to his fon Dr. Donald 
Monro, dated June 1 1, 1 766, gave the following 
account of his cafe : 
« Dear Donald, 
«^ I am at prefent confined to the houfe, after 
«^ a fevere feveriih diforder. My ftate has been 
•* fuch for fome years paft» that I have expcdlcd 
^< to be laid afide from bufinefs, and that my 
^ life will not be of long duration ; but I fhall 
^ little regret my difmiflion from this world, if 
«' you are all once in an cafy way of living. 
*^ My cafe is this : In May 1 762, 1 had the epi- 
^ demic influenza, which aflfeflcd principally 
•« the parts in my pelvis, fo that I had a diffi- 
^' culty and iharp pain in making water and 
•* going to ftool. My belly has never fince been 
" in a regular way, paflSng fomerimcs for feveral 
*« days nothing but Woody mucus, and that with 
^' conddcrable tencfmus j then after fuffcring fe- 

" verc 
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** vcre .gripes, difcha^iag as much fstces as I 
«* would have. done fonnerly in a week, without 
*^ fcybala or water. Several times thcfe gripes 
^ produced femetUng very like to the iliac 
^ pafllon ; to wit, a &viere fixed pain, three 
^ inches below the navel, and a little to the left 
•* fide, wth finart fever, vomiting &c. By 
<t blood-letting, and the ufe of cooling and lax- 
" ative medicines and clyfters, &c. thefe firft 
^** violent attacks were in a great mcafurc got 
** the better erf", but left behind them an irregu- 
*' larity and ftoppage of ftools* About a year 
** ago I was attacked with a frequent defire of 
<^ making water, attended with heat and pain ; 
" and the frequent calls to thefe difcharges made 
*• me decline being engaged in company. Laft 
" harveft I happened to obfcrve my urine to be 
** of a very red colour ; and on examining it 
*^ found fmall knots of mucus and blood mixed 
** with it, in which way it has continued ever 
«' fince, I found no change from diet, or any 
•' medicines I took, which were laxative, mild, 
" mucilaginous decodtions, bark, flowers of ful- 
" phur, uva urfi, &c. About a fortnight ago 
^ I had the addition of a fwelling and inflam- 
** mation of my right teftiSy the pain of which 
** was removed by bleeding and emollient fo- 
Q^q 2 mentations 
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t< mentations and cataplafins, though a little tt 
^< the fwelling ftUl continues. No external 
^^ haemorrhoids appear, and, fo far as the finger 
^* can reach, ther^ are no tubercles nor hard 
^^ knots within the re&um, 

** You know I was always fubjcft to feverifh 
^^ diforders; and had feveral times the haemoptoe 
** in my early manhood, and afterwards had fe- 
<< veral times the piles ; and fome bloody evacu- 
^^ ations have been made by (lool (ince the year 
^'1762. I never had any uncafinefs in my kid- 
♦* neys, and have no right tp gout or gravel cither 
f* from my parents or from my own way of life. 
f^ What do yoq think may be the diforder, and 
f' proper method of curp? 

" Whatever may be my ftate, believe me that 
f* your welfare will ever be one of my great 
i^ cpncerns. 

.*f I am your's afFcftionately, 

•* Alex. Monro.'* 

A^ft^ tbif, variety of qiedicuies were recom- 
inefided to hiip, l^ut all without e^edt } his dif- 
prder gained ground daily, with an increafe of 
pain af)d uneafmefs, attendcjd with various fymp- 
pms at j^jffiRrent times, viz, purging, faihting fits, 
poftivpnefs, difficulty of making watpr, &c. He 
^4jfed for Ibme tiiric blood ahd mucus, and thiq 
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matter likewife mixed with his water; and 
fome time before his death, the urine ufed to be 
mixed with air arid excrement, and frequently it 
came away by ftool. 

During this long and painful difbrdcr he never 
pnce repined at his fate, but confcious of having 
afted an upright part, and of having fpent his 
life in the conftant exercife of his duty, he viewed 
death without horror, and talked of his own diflb- 
lution with the fame calmnefs and eafe as if he 
had been going to fleep. 

On opening his body after death, there were 
found a preternatural adhefion of the reftum to 
the upper and back part of the bladder -, a fun- 
gous ijlcerou3 appearance, two fingers breadth, 
occupying the whole circle of the reftqm, in 
which the difeafe probably began ; and an open- 
ing, above an inch in diameter,^ from the redtum 
into the top of the bladder, which laft was other- 
wife fovind. 

Of the works of our author the firft and 
greateft is his treatife on the anatomy ^f the 
bones; which was originally publiftied in.the 
year- 1726, for the ufe of the ftudents who at- . 
tended his ledbures. In this performance he has 
pot confined himfclf to a mere defcription of the 

bones, 
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bones, but has added many prafticalobiervatioas. 
It pafled through eight difierent editioos during 
his life-time, and was tranflated into moft c^thc 
European languages ; and the French edition in 
large folio by M. Sue is adorned with mafterly 
engravings of the bones. 

To the later editions of his ofteology he an- 
nexed a neurology^ or anatomy of the nerves, in 
which he defcribes minutely the larger branches 
of the particular nerves •, avoiding the defcription 
of the very minute branches, as being apt to 
confound younjg Undents, for whpfe improve- 
ment he wrote. In this treatife he alfo men- 
tioned moft of the prevailing opinions concern- 
ing their ftrufture and ufe ; and endeavoured to 
account for many fymptoms obferved in difeifes 
from their fympathy and mutual connexion. 
He added to this work a defcription of the re- 
ceptacle of the chyle and thoracic duift. 

Soon after the eftablifhment of the hoipital, a 
fociety was formed for collefting and publifliing 
Medical Eflays^ and they appointed Dr. Monro 
to be their fecretary. For the firft year the mem- 
bers attended the meetings, and revifed and made 
remarks on the papers prefented to them ; but 
after the publication of the Brft volume in 1732, 
they grew remifs iotheir attendance, fo that very 

fooft 
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foon the whole of the coUeftion fell upon ths 
fccreury, 

Afeer the publication of fix volumes of thole 
Eilays, the plan of the fociety was enlarged by 
receiving philofophical as weU as medi^ papers, 
and it aflumed the title of THsPniLOaoipHiCilx* 
Soc^iETY, The meetings were irwerroptcd by 
the rebellion: in 1 745, but revived again in 1 752, 
[when our author became One of their vicc-prefi- 
dents. In the two firft volumes of E//kys and 
Obferv^ions Pbyjical and Literary^ puWiffied hy 
this fociety, we find fcveral papers written by our 
author, which, together with his numerpus pieces 
inierted in the Medical E£(aySr are reprinted i» 
the prefent collection. 

Hb laft publication was his Account of the Sac- 
cefs of Inoculation in Scotland i which was origi- 
nally written in anfwer to the delegates of the fa- 
culty of phyficians at Paris appointed to examine 
into the merits of that pradice. It Was after- 
Wards publifhed at the defire of fome of hit* 
friends, and had a good tSc6t in rendering this 
very ufeful pradicc more univdrfaj f han it had 
fornierly been in Scotland,

MR* Scheclc is already knoWn to the world 
by his ingenious difcoveries relating to 
manganeie, cream of tartar, the acid of arfenic^ 
&€• * In the volume before us he has attempted . 
a more lofty, though perhaps a lels fucceisfiai 
flight. 

He begins his perfoi^matace with foMe ejcptm 
ments which tend to prove, that befides aereal 
acid, " the air of the atmofphere is a compound 
of two kinds of claftic fluids." He finds^ with 
other enquirers, that, by phlogiftic proceflfcsj air 
is diminiflied/" But his explanation of this phe- 
notMnon Is very ^iflercnt from that of any other 
philo^g&ry 
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It has been imagined by fomc that the fanjc 
Quantity of air is coniraSied in bulk by combina- 
tion with the phlogifton. By others, that the, 
part of the air loft is abforhed by tlie inflaftnmable 
fubftance expofed to it^ But our ^uthor takes 
it for granted that the air is abfohately loft, or 
deftroyed. " I will prove (fays he) that by its 
^' combination with the inflammable principle, 
'^ a compound is formed fo fubtle as to pafs 
*• through the fine pores of the glafs, and dif- 
«• *peric all over air/* In fine, that fire, or the 
fnattef of heat, is the refult of their combi* 
nation. 

Our author difcovcred, independent of the 
ingenious Dr. Prieftley, that dephlogifticated ail*' 
was obtainable from nitre, and alfo from manga- 
nefc, by diftillation; To this air he had given 
rile name of empyrtd air^ by reafbn of its pro- 
perty of maintaining combuftion. Hot in his 
theory of the origin of this air he differs widely 
from the philofophcr juft now mentioned. 

As heat or fire is a compound of this air, and 
' phlogifton, fo He contends that in fbme caies, ip 
is agam deconipofcd, and refolved into its confti- 
tucnt principles. " The heat employed in the 
« diftiUation of nitre, for example, is compofcdi of 
^' empyreal air, an4 the phlogil)on pf fhiCii|i# 
yoi,I. N«V. Rr •• ll 
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" It penetrates the cupel, the (and, and the re- 
^' tort, where it meets with the nitrous acid, a 
" fubftance attrading more powerfully thcphlo- 
^* gifton, than the air does which is united with it % 
" conrequcncly the heat is decompofed. The ni- 
" trous acid acquires a red colour by union with 
*< its phlogiiton, and the air, which had been di* 
** vided into incomprehenfibly minute parts, rcaC- 
*' fumes its former quality, and appears under the 
*' form of empyreal air." The author is fo far 
from confidering this as a mcrehypothefis, that he 
is convinced by experiments, made in'confequence 
of it, that it is ** one of the cleareft of truths ! '* 

On this principle he accounts for the reduAion 
of metallic calces by heat. Th^ calx attrads 
the .phlogifton of the heat, and thereby becomes 
a metal ; the ^empyreal air remaining in its pure 
ftate on the furface.— The received, and in our 
opinion more proper explanations of thefe phe- 
nomena are, we conclude, too well known to our 
readers to need mentioning. 

One part of this empyreal air, and three, of 
foul (or, as Dodor Prieftley terms it, phlogifti- 
cated) air, conftitute, according to our author, 
the comtjion air of the atmofphere. By mixing 
them in this proportion he found that the pro- 
p||^^sj6£ the conipounds were in all refpeds the 
.' * fane. 
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fame. Their diminution, on expofure to phlo 
giftic procefles, he afcribes to the convcrTion of 
the empyreal air (by means of the phlogifton of 
the inflammatory body) into heat. And his ex- 
periments Ihew that the quantity of air loft in 
thefe cafes is exaftly equal to that of the empy- 
real air which the compound contained. 

He obferves, that if the procefs proceeds ra- 
pidly, the heat generated by the combination of 
the empyreal air with the phlogifton is very great, 
as happens in combuftion. Where it goes on 
more flowly, the heat is lefs apparent, or even 
infenfible. 

The author next proceeds to relate (bme curi- 
ous obfervations which point out a difference 
in the phenomena of heat that have not hitherto 
been generally noticed, Thefe obfervations tend 
to fhew that in combuftion, when fire or heat is 
generated very rapidly, it pafles oflT, like light, in 
right lined direftions. It is' however different 
from light : a pane of glafs tranfmits the light, 
but not the heat. The light may be rcfleftcd 
by a plane 4nirror : but the heat will remain in 
the glafs. A polifhed metal plate, however, re- 
fleds both the beat and the ligbi ; and (contrary 
to what happens with glafs) the metal does not 
grow warm. A focus may be formed with a 
R r 2 concave 
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Concave metallic mirror wherein rulphyr4nay be 
kindkd, and the mirror^ hj lealbn that it reflefts 
the heat, does not for a long time becoipe warm^ 
whereas if its furface be blackened with n 
candle, *^ you cannot keep it fiv^ miniate^ 
<< in the fame fituation withoiit buroiog your 
** fingers/* 

^* If you TtficGt «be heat with a poliHied 
^ metal plate, to another fpot, you may, at 
<^ the diftance of fix Itet, form a focus with 
^ it. which iias i^flbk heat. But if yovi colt 
^^ left, with a concave mimor^ the light re^ 
^< fle£ted by a glafs mirror, the focus will 
^^ be very bi%ht, but dp ftitute of all heat/* 

The author gives feveral other obfervationst 
on this fubjeft, and among the reft, ^t this 
radiant heat (as he very properly terms it) 
is not leflened by a ourrent of colder ^ir. 

His next inquiry is concerning the nature of 
Ugbt. He produpes i^yeral experimtots, fT6tt\ 
which he concludes that l%ht contains phlo«' 
gifltqn«*:^And in fpeaking of th<: redudbioB of 
JfJtM cornua by light, qhferves^ that it is fooneft 
reduced by the violet rays. He contends, that 
light is nothii^g more than heat or fire combined 
with a greater quantity of phlogifton ^ and on 
|he fame principle he accounts for thf difiercnt 

colours 
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colours 6f light. He proceeds further, and 
afiertSi that if empyreal air be combined with 
a ftill greater quantity of phlogifton than is ne« 
ceilary to conftitute lighti^ inflammable air is 
produced. 

Th^ author attempts to explain Icveral chy- 
mical phenomena upon theie principles. But 
as the theory is evidently ill founded, it will be 
unneceflary for us to- follow him through this 
|)art of hi$ work^ 

The phenomena exhibited by asirum fubnt-. 
panSf is alfo a fubjcft of Mr. Scheele*s inquiry; 
and he endeavpurs ib (hew, that they depend on 
the vo^tile alkali. The earth of gold decom- 
t>ores this alkali, by depriving it of part of its 
phlogifl^. The remainder is an air fimilar to 
phlogiftlcated aii:^ and this, by refumiog its 
elaftic ftate, is, he imagines, the caufe of the 
cxplofion. 

The author now returns to the fubjed of air, 
and produces experiments from which he con- 
f:ludes, that empyreal air is capable of bei^g, 
converted into aerial acid or fxed air. He 
confiders empyreal air as an elaftic add, dul- 
cified with phlogifton. If the phlogifton be 
taken from it, it agab appears under the form 
p{f an acid s and hence he confiders this, air as

the foundation of all acidity. Dr. Pricftley and 
others arc of opinion, that phlogifton is commu- 
nicated to the air in the lungs. But Mr. Schcele 
maintains the revcrfe of this .dodrine. The 
blood, according to him, attrads phlogifton 
from the air. The juices of vegetables do the 
fame in a more powerful manner. The latter, 
therefore, by taking from the air a greater 
quantity of the inflammable principle, reduces 
It to aerial acid \ whereas blood, attrafting that 
principle lefs powerfully, ponverts the empyreal 
air only into phlogiftlcated air. This kind of 
air, therefore, he confidcrs as in a middle ftatc 
between fixed, and empyreal airs ; and fuppofcs 
that the three kinds differ from one another 
only in their containing a greater or lefs quan- 
tity of phlogifton. 

The fallacy of this doftrine, we imagine, will 
be fufficicntly obvious to our philofophical rea- 
ders. An experiment which the author brings 
in confirmation of it (viz. of his having breathed 
in'feammable air a great number of times, and 
yet wondering that he could not breathe it ftill 
longer) has been Ihewn by the Abbe Fontana to 
have been founded in error. 

Mr. Scheele has difcoyered a very ready and 
ingenious method of detcfting the prefence of 

empyreal 
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empyreal air in N¥ater« ^* I take (fays he) an 
^' ounce of the water, and let fall into it about 
*• four drops of a folutioa of vitriol of iron, 
^^ and add two drops of a folution of fait of 
" tartar fomewhat diluted with water. It im- 
*• mediately yields a dark green precipitate, 
** which in a couple of minutes changes into 
** yellowijh^ if the water contains empyreal air." 
—If there be no change from green to yellow, 
it argues that the water is free from this air. 
The yellow colour is occafioned by the phlo* 
gifton of the precipitate being attracted from it 
by the empyreal air. 

After applying his erroneous theory of heat, 
&€• to a variety of phenomena, Mr. Scheele 
concludes his performance with defcribing a new 
fpecies of air which he has difcpvcred, and 
ixrhich he calls ftinking fulpbureous air. It b ob- 
tained by mixing powdered quicklime with an 
equal quantity of fulphur, applying a red heat, 
and catching the air in bladders ; and may alio 
be procured by other methods. It is with this 
air, if we remember right, that Mr. Bergman 
makes Che artificial hot mineral water, as' the 
Pyrmont and others are made, with fixed air. 

Mr. Kirwan the ingenious annotator on this 
peiformance, at the fame time that he allows 

hU 
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his author all die merit that the new faAs 
eontained in his work entitles him to, has with 
equal candour and ability expofed his miftakeir 
in theory. 

Dr. Prieftley in his letter to Mr. Kirwan, 
at the end of the book, examines the difier- 
ences ci opinions and faAs, between - himfelf 
and Mr. Scheele, particularly with regard to the 
purification of air by vegetables gro^ng in it, 
the contrary of which is maintained by Mr. 
Scheele. Thefc points will, we imagine, be 
more fully difcufled in Dr. Pricflley's fifth vo* 
lume of Experiments, which we hear will foon 
be made pubKc. Profefl^r Bergman^s preface 
is chiefly on the beft means of proTecuring in* 
quiries in chemiftry, and on the advant^es 6f* 
rivable from that uifeful art«

[ Thf author next mentions the hiftory of a i^ 
ticnt, who, after having been for feveral years 
inuc|i troubled w^h the hxmorrhpids, became 
melancholic^ and occafionally fubjeft to deli'- 
^uium animL He had a conftant tremblilig of 
his. right leg^ and at length fymptoms .of apo< 
blexy, which ended in death, On difleAion, a 
fieatomatou3 tumour was found between the 
dura and pia mater/ that weighed three ounces. 
The laft cafe related by Mr. Schumacher, is 
that of a patient whdfc complaints originated 
from a wound with a broad fword, that pene- 
^ated through the os bregmatis to the brain. 
Tht' tirbund healed; but left the patient ftibjeft 
to ycrtigo and head-ache.

It was at length difcovcrcd, 
that about three weeks previous to thefe attacks» 
he had received a violent contufion over his left 
eye ; and on examining 'the pare, our author 
obferved the appearance of a cicatrix.

cfFeft. In the evening the apopleftic fnoring 
.increafed, attended with a quick pulfe; her ex- 
tremities were warm and moift with fweat. 
During the night, the difficulty of rcfpiration 
was accompanied with a rattling in the bron- 
chia ; the noftrils were comprefledj'her feet be- 
came cold, and at fix o'clock in the morning (he 
died. Our. author could not obtain leave to 
open the body. 

Sufpeding that the roots of fome poifonous 
plant had been mixed with the parfhips, he

When any of the narcotic vegetable poiibxis 
have been unfortunately taken, our author ob- 
ferves that the indications of cure will be, i. To 
unload the ftomach by the fpcedy adminiftration 
of an aftive emetic. 2. To procure ftools, ci- 
ther by proper cathartics, if the patient can 
fwallow them, or by the injeftion of ftimulating. 
clyfters. 3. To corrcft and counteract the feda- 
tive effedts of the poifon, by giving from time 
to time draughts of fome vegetable liquor, 
weak fparkling cyder or perry. And, 4. If any 
paralytic fymptoms fliould remain, or the {nuf- 
cular aftion be much impaired, proper ftimuli 
ihould be applied, fuch as finapifms and blifters, 
but more particularly the ufe of electricity is in- 
dicated. 

By obferving thefe rules, he once faw a pa- 
♦tieAt who had taken two ounces of the thebaic 
xindture, perfectly recover in two days. 

The poifons of the firft clafs, in general, have 
a virofe difagreeable fmeli and tafie *, on the con- 
trary, thofc of the fecond would appear by the

a^ it produces thofe ihefieAual heavings and

At a tithe when f^utrefaAioh is far ac^vahced^ 
&hd at d diftant period from deaths (hould the 
face be difcovered of an intenfe black cblour, it 
toay naturally be alked, from whence it ariics« 
Does putref adion occafion it ? To this queftioil 
the author replies, that the blacknefs of the hci 
h occafioned by putrefaftion^ but not by that 
only* He obfervesj that if convulfions precede

In his account of the Ume^cerafus, Mr. Wil* 
mer relate3 three experiments made by himfelf 
on diffcreitt: animails.with laurel water.

a large ftrojDg dog. Two minutes after taking 
it the animal was convuUf d ; but after violent 
^rt$ to vomit brought up the greatefl: part of 
k* and in the fpace of three or four minutes re- 
covered. 
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covered. One ounce- more of the water was 
then given him, with which he was fooner and 
more affcfted than with the firft dofe. He 
breathed with difficulty, vomited, and his head 
was drawn backward. He fell down and was 
gencraiiy Vonvulfcd ; but in Icfs than half an 
hour perfcftly recovered. The fecond experi- 
ment was on a young greyhound. One ounce 
of the water was poured into the dog's throat, 
and as foon as it was fwallowed the animal fell 
down up6n its fide, and without the kaft per- 
ceptible motion was dead in a moment. The 
fubjeft of the third experiment was a mare^ 
^cd 2S years. Within a minute from the time 
of her fwalbwing a pint and a quarter of laurel 
water, Ibe fcemed aflfe6i;ed. In two minutes flie 
fell down, and fliortly after was violently con- 
vulfed. The convulfions continued about five 
minutes, at the end of which time the lay ftilJ, 
but her breathing was very quick and laborious, 
and her eyes were afic&ed with continual fpafms. 
Four ounces more of the water were then given 
to her, and in about, fifteen minutes from the 
time of her firft feizure, ftie expired. After 
death, the lungs were found remarkably full of 
blood, the fmall veiTels upon their furface, being 
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as vifible as if they had been injcAed with 
wax. 

Although the poilbn of laund appears to 
confift in the eflbntial oil brought oter by diftiU 
lation, yet it is much to be fulpefted that an 
infulion of its leaves may in fbme cafes, and- 
fome conftitutions, prove injurious. They have 
been in common ufc to give a flavour to cuf- 
tards, &c. but from an inftance of their effe&s 
related by our author, this pradice fhould not 
be continued. He had occafion it feems to fee 
a young lady of an irritable habit, who was 
affeAed in the night with (icknefs, fucceeded 
by cold fweats, an irregular puKe, and fuch 
other fymptoms as led him to fulpeA that ihe 
had taken fomething extremely noxious into 
her ftomach. It appeared, that (he had eaten 
nothing the preceding evening but cuftard ; 
but, upon examination, Mr. Wilmer found 
that the cuftards were very ftrongly flavoured 
With laurel leaves.

I thought it niecefiary td begin by pt-ociiriHg 
{tools \ and as in general (hb had experiencett 
that the mildeft purgative was fufficieiit to pro* 
duce this efieA, I contented myfelf With pre- 
fcribing fix drachms of Glauber's fait, and an 
equal quantity of mahna, to be diflblved ill 
two ounces of water, with the addition of fix 
grains of the powder of jalap.

In a few hours after (he had taken h her thirft 
increafed, her headtach^ grew worfe^ and I ad-^ 
vifed the ufe of a purgative and emollient glyf- 
ter» at the fame time direfting two table fpoon* 
fuls of a purging mixture to be taken every two 
hours. The mixture confifted of two ounces of 
Glauber's falt^ diflblved in eight ounces of in^ 
fyfion of fena,— The glyfter brought away with 
it a^coiifiderable portion of hardened fceces, but 
jhc mixture produced no evacuation. During 
all this jin\e fli? took nourtfliing things occa- 
fionallyp'bqt never brought any thing from off 
h^r. ftomach, and feldpm complained of being 
fxck. 

Nov. 22.-r-Her abdomen felt confiderably 
diftcnded, and was fomewhat painful when 
touched.

Ncv. 25. — The patient was nearly in the- 
fame ftate as the day btfore, only that her pulfe 
was quickened to one hundred, and her thirft 
was more increafed. I therefore direfted manna, 
iiiftead of Glauber's fait, to be diiTolved in the 
mixture, and advi&d her to eat tamaiwds, (tew- 
ed pruants, &c.«— Remembering to have read in 
t|ic EMnbwrgb Medical Effajs of the efficacy of 

cold 
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cold bathing in obftinate conftipation, I dire£ted 
cold watef to be thrown on the patient's feet and 
legs, but this had no better effefl: than the warm 
bath tried the night before. The cafe leemed 
favourable for the trial of quickfilver, but I was 
fearful it might do irreparable mifchief by its 
weight and ftinaulus in cafe it did not pafs.-^ 
. As there were at prefent no fjrmptoms that indi- 
Cated any inflammation of the bowels, I deter- 
mined to pcrfcvcre in the frequent ufeof glyfters 
and mild evacuants, and therefore ventured to 
prefcribe the formef without the previous ufe of 
the pills; but the pain was vcty confiderable 
and of long duration, fo that we were obliged to 
have recourfe to them again, and they had the 
fame good effect as before. In this date the 
patient continued till the 30th, when fhe had a 
confiderable evacuauon by flool, and the day 
following another, but not without a repetition 
of the glyfters and pills, to the ufe of which 
we found it neceflary to recur occafioijally till 
the 14th of December, when fhe began to eva- 
cuate her foeces in a natural manner. She foon 
recovered^ and is now in perfeft health. 

As I find it difficult to account fadsfaftorily 
for all the phenomena of the above cafe, I fhall 
content myfelf with having related the faAs as

Dr. Bland, phyfician in London, has lately 
communicated to the Royal Society fome in- 
terefting obfervations, founded on the mid- 
wifery reports of the Weftminfter General Dif- 
penfaiy, and tending to afcertain the number of 
accidents or deaths that happen in confequence 
of parturition, and the proportion of male to 
iemale children. The ingenious author has like- 
wife attempted to determine the chance of life 
at different periods^ from infancy to twenty-fix 
years of agie, and the proportion of natives to 
the reft gf the inhabitants of Londoiu Thefe 
Y y a ci\qvKJCS 
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enquiries afford a melancholy proof of the mor- 
tality that prevails amongft the children of the 
poorer clafs of people in this metropolis, fince 
it appears, that five o\it of wrfve die brfore 
tbey have attained the age pf ;wo ye^rs, and 
that only.one half of all that arc bom live to l^ 
four years old. The fmall proportion of na- 
tives to the reft of the inhabitants of Londoi^ 
is likewife another ftriking rcfult of Dr. BlaHd'a 
refearches, and proves, at how great an expence 
to the country the population of thi$ great city 
is fupported, 



M[n Andrews, jun. furgeon. at Bampton Id 
Oxfordlhirc, in a letter to Dr. William Hunte^^ 
F. R. S. lately read at the Royal Society, gives 
an account of a remarkable operation performed 
on a broken arm in a young man of eighteen, 
by trade a makfter. The fradured end of the 
bone, with part of the capfular ligament ad- 
hering to it, was forced through the peftoralis 
major and integuments, fo that about three in- 
ches of the bone protruded through the wound. 
When Mr, Andrews and his father faw the pa- 
tient, they rccoUefted the cafe defcribed by Mn 
White in the Pbil. ^ranf, Vol. LL and deter- 

mined 
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mined co imitate the operation there fpoken of, by 
fawing off the >protuding porcidil of the bou^, ra- 
ther than attempt a reduftion of it, as this would 
-have required confidcrable tenfion and an enlaf go* 
ment of the wound, which might have endanger- 
ed the axillary artery. Bcfidcs, from the long 
cxpofure of the bone to the air, a confiderable 
exfoliation muft.have been cxpefted.-r-A fpatuk 
being placed between the bone and the Ikin to 
guard it againfl: theaftion of the faw, the pro- 
truding part of the bone was-fawed off, and the 
remainder properly replaced. The arm was 
confined clofe to the fide, with the elbow bent. 
—-In the courfe of the treatment, two or three 
abfcefles formed at different parts of the arm 
and breaft, which were opened and healed with- 
out difficulty; At the end of the feventh week 
the renovated bone had acquired confiderable 
ftrength, fo as to allow of motion to the arm. 
The patient has now the perfeft ufe of it, and 
it is not ac all fliortej^ than his other arm. 



Pr. Hunter of York, F. R. S. has lately ex- 
perienced the efficacy of a vapour bath, in a 
cafe of hydrocephalus internus. The difeafe^ 
previous to the trial of this remedy, is faid to 

have 
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tore been etmfiderabljr adiraneed, the fight of 
ibe fight eye having beeo much aS^ed, and 
^e ufe of the child's limbs almoft totally loft. 
By pcrfevering in the u^e of this bath a fliort 
time^ the patient was cuied.-rpln another cafe of 
diis kii|d> a refpeCUble phyfician in London h^ 
tsen fat purable eflltds take place from the ufe 
of calomel. The child took a grain of it daily | 
when ihc mouth b^an to be afieded» it was 
^continued for a few days^ a^d afterwards had 
lecourie to again. This courfe was pvirfued^ 
till the patient had taken abogt thirty grains of 
^alomeL Puring 9II this time the progre& of 
|he di&afe feemed at leaft ta be fufpended b; 
the remedy^ as the chiki's head meafured eightieea 
isches in drcumference previous to the ea^faifai- 
lion of the mercury^ and there was no ^paaea% 
iinrreafe in its bulk during the mercurial courlir, 
But at length the parents of the child becoming 
unwilling to try it any k)ngcr, it was difconri- 
nued» and fince that time f he he^d has gn^dunlljr 
iacreafed in lize» meafuring now about twenty* 
two inches in circumference.

During life^ a tumour (feemingly fcro- 
phulous) appeared on the left fide of the neck 
above the level of the larynx. When cut into 
after death, it was found to contaiq a fcetidi 
confiflent matter. The pharynx and upper part; 
of the oefqphagus were; pverfpread with a malig*, 
nant (apparently cancerous) ulceration, which 
had dellroj^ed in one point the fubftance of the 
oefophagus, and there the cavity of the tumour 
in which the matter before-mentioned was 
lodged, communicated with the oefophagus. 
ft. A difeafed hand. — This was amputated on 
account of a caries of the bones of the middle 
i^nger, and an hasmorrhcige which could not be 
icftrainecl. On diffeflion, all the arteries of the 
part appeared difeafed, dilated, and aneUrifnfial.

for fome dme before his death, his urine, inftead 
of pafling through the penis, . was difcharged 
through five or fix fiftulae in the fcrotum, the 
patient experiencing great pain about the blad- 
der and reftum. On difleftion, bppofite to the* 
fiftute in the fcrotum, an obftruftion was dif-

Towards 
the clofe of the pamphlet we meet with a few 
cafes, from which we learn, that feveral perfons 
at Pomponefco ate part of a hog that had been 
bit by a mad dog, without experiencing any ill 
cffcfts from it. The author likewifc informs 
us, that the flclb of an ox under fimilar circum- 
fiances proved equally innocent. He fpeaks of 
a mad wolf that bit a great number of perfons 
in the neighbourhood of Lonato, moftof whom 
perilhcd. One woman, however, was cured by 
the internal and .external ufe of mercury ; and 
another, who was delivwd of a child the day 
after*thc accident, efcaped by taking Bellini's 
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powder, which is a mixture of cantharides and 
pepper. It does not appear, however, that 
either of thefe two patients had received the 
infeftion.

This very ingenious performance, contains 
a great number of new and interefting cxpe- 
riments in eleclricity. In his fevench chapter, 
fpeaking of the cfFefts of eleftricity upon orga- 
nized bodies, the author mentions an experi- 
ment on two boys by weighing them in a pair of 
fcales, one of which was fufpended by filk; 
and he aflurcs us, that the boy in the latter 
fcale, after being ftrongly electrified, became 
much lighter than the other. Having procured 
recent portions of a nerve, mufcle and artery, 
he found the firfl: to be as good a conductor as 
metal, while the mufcle was lefs fo, and the 
artery did not condudt at all. But the next 
day the nerve, when dry, was as incapable of 
tranfmitting eleftricity, as the artery. Hence 
our author concludes, that its conducing powers 
dependfd on the exiftence of a nervous fluid. 
In noticing the medicinal effecfts of eleftricity, 
our author tells us he has often obfervcd, that 
after the cure of obftinatc difcafes of long 
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ftandiag, fuch as palfies, for inftance, by 'elec- 
tricity, the removal of the original complaint 
has been fucceeded by rheumatic fevers, catarrhs 
and diarrhoeas.

The difeale here defcribed was a fcarlatina 
snginofa^ the throat having been conllantly more 
or lefs affedted* Our author noticed three va- 
rieties of this fever. The firft of thefe was at- 
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tended with an univerfal eruption, and chiefly 
attacked very young fubjcdls. The firft fymp- 
torn of the difeafe was a painful fenfation in the 
fauces, which appeared inflamed and enlarged ; 
to this, in the fpacc ufually of twenty-four 
hpurs, fucceeded an eruption, which began com- 
monly on the face and neck, and from thence 
fprcad over the reft of the body. The pulfe 
was much quicker than would have been ex- 
pe(5led from the little heat and tbirft of which 
the patients complained. The naufea, anxiety, 
&c. that preceded the eruption, went oflF foon 
after its appearance ; but the quickncfs of pulfe 
increafed, efpecially at the beginning, of the 
eruption. About the third day from the firft 
appearance of the eruption, the painful afledion 
of the fauces began to diminifti, and the cuticle 
fcalcd off in a dry fcurf. At this period of 
the difeafe, a moifture of the (kin Was a favour- 
able fymptom ( on the contrary, if the ikin 
about that time was hot and dry, an alarming 
incrcafc of the inflammatory fymptoms ufually 
took place, and in fome patients terminated in an 
indolent fwelling of the parotid glands, or In a 
difcharge from the ears. 

In the fecond fpecies the throat was mort 
aficftedt and all the fymptoms more alarming.

The fcarlatina anginofa, after having been 
epidemic in Holftein and Funen in 1776 and 
1777, began to fliew itfelf in Copenhagen about 
the month of July 1777 ; and the above three 
papers contain a hiftory of this difeafe as it ap- 
peared in that capital, where it feems to have 
been attended with nearly the fame variety of 
fy mptoms as that defcribed by Dr. Eichel.

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ever been infcfted with %he venereal dlfeafe, but 
afcribed the origin of his complaint to a (Iran* 
gury that came on during a fever. When our 
author firft faw him }n 176(5, whjch va? up- 
wards of thrcQ years from the Qrft attack, the 
urethra feemed to be pcrfcftly clofcd, as neither 
^ugies nor catgut could poffibly be introduced 
far into it, and all the urine the patient voided 
iifued from the fiftula in perinaeo. From the 
Meat quantity of fcdimcnt the urine depofited, 
the bladder was fuppofed to contain a calculus ; 
but no ftone could be felt by introducing the 
finger up the reftum. An incifion was made 
through the obftruAed part of the urethra as 
far as the fiftula -, but fo mych was the canal 
contraded beyond this, that it was impoffible 
to introduce a catheter into the bladder. The 
day following, however, by introducing a piece of 
prepared fponge into the opening the author di- 
lated it fufficiently in the fpace of a few hours to 
admit a dire£tor, along which he carried his 
knife through the whole of the contrafted por- 
tion of the urethra. He then removed the di- 
rector, and in its (lead introduced a catheter, 
which after being properly fecured, was fuffered 
to remain for fcveral days. At firft the urine 
YfSiS difcharged in part through the wound^ and 
* " in 
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in part through the catheter, but at the end of 
a week it paffed only through the former. The 
catheter was then removed, and after being 
/cleaned, was again replaced as before. The 
introduction was now efFeAed with eafe, and this 
operation of taking out, wiping and replacing 
the inftrument, was repeated at times for a fort- 
night, during which time, by the afliftance of 
compreflcs of lint, only a very fmall proportion 
of urine flowed from the wound, the greater 
part of it pafling through the catheter. 

As the patient now began to experience great 
inconvenience from the conftant ufe of the ca« 
theter, it wa^ introduced only for about two 
hours every day, or occafionally when he want- 
ed to make water. In this manner he pro- 
ceeded to the end of the fecond month, when 
he began to void his urine without the catheter, 
though not without fbme drops of it palling 
through the wound. It was not till about four 
months after the operation, and after the patient 
had had an hernia humoralis and an abfcefs in 
the fcrotum, that the fiftula entirely healed, and 
the urine took its natural courle.

By J. W. Gulbrand, M. D.— Wc have here an 
inftance of a difeafe that ha^ been very accu- 
rately defcribcd by Werlbof. The patient was 
a young man aged nineteen years, by trade a 
confeftioner, of a fair complexion, florid cheeks, 
^nd flender make. Towards the end of the 
fummer, and when the weather was rather cold, 
he was feized on a fudden, and without any ap- 
parent cauie, with a proilife fpitting of blood« 
attended with a Qight cough, but without any 
concomitant fever or pain of the breaft. The 
next day a furgeon took away a few ounces of 
blood, and recommended the ufe of nitre, an 
infuGon of arnica, cold barley water, &c. In 
fpitc of thefc remedies, however^ the haemor- 
rhage continued. It was on the evening of the 
eleventh day from the attack that our author 
firft faw him. He found him difcharging a 
great quantity of a thin, dark coloured, foetid 
blood at the mouth. His pulfe was (oft, fmall, 
and fomewhat quick. Spots of a dark red co- 
lour, refembling petechias, were perceptible in 
every part of the patient's b:jdy, but particu- 
larly on his legs and thighs, whets- they were 
larger and of a more livid hue. As^the patient 
had been four days without going to ftool, Dr. 

Giilbrand 
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Gulbrand began by prefcribing a clyftcr aftd a 
folution of manna, after which he recommended 
a liberal ufe of a decoftion of Perutian bark, 
combined with vitriolic acid* The next day 
the patient had had three ftools, but his fymp- 
toms were become more alarming. His pulfe 
was fmaller and quicker; hh breathing (hortcr; 
and the difcharge of blood by the mouth not 
abated. The night following he was more reft- 
Icfs than before ; the petechias were more nu- 
merous, larger, and more livid ; and. his pulfe 
become hardly perceptible. Rhchifli wine was 
recommended along with the bark, but without 
efFedt, as he died on the 13 th day. — Difleftiort 
threw no light on the caufe of the difcafe. i- II 
the abdominal vifcera were found, except the 
fpleen, which fecmed to be larger than ufual, 
but without any morbid appearance. The pof- 
terior furface of the right lobe of the lungs 
was nightly difcafed. 

VIU. ^ cafe of violent hyjleria cured iy the 
Peruvian bark. By John Henry Schocnhcidcr, 
M.D. 

In a cafe of hyfteria, attended with the molt 
formidable fymptoms, and where the paroxyfm 
returned every day at a ftated hoar, Duf auchor 
fucceeded by means of the PeruviaA bark giveti 
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in la]^ dofeS) after »the moft powerful atitifpa^ 
modics had been found inefieduah 

IX. A treatife on putrid fever ; which gained 
the prize offered by the College of Phjificians at 
Copenhagen in the year 1777. By F. L. Bang, 
M.D. 

The views of the coll^ were to determine, 
1. The reafon why putrid fevers are more fre- 
quent now than they were formerly j 2. The 
diagnoftic fymptoms that diftinguKh them from 
other acute fevers } and, 3. The beft method of 
treating them# 

To the firft of thefe inquiries our author, 
after the moft careful refearches on the fubjed, 
ventures to reply that fevers of this clafs, in- 
ftead of being more frequent, are probably lefs 
fo now than they were formerly. In proof of 
this aflTertion he appeals to different writers, and 
to the reports of Frederick's Hofpital at Copen- 
hagen. His remarks on the diagnofis and 
treatment of putrid fevers are judicious, but 
contain nothing more than what is to be found 
in the bed Englifh writers On this fubjeft. 

X. OfaJingularftriBure of the uterus^ by which 
the head of the child was retained in an unnatural 
manner. By M. Saxtorph, M. D.*— The author 
relates the cafe of a, woman, who was taken in 

labour 
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labour in the feventh month of her pregnancy, 
and attended by a midwife. In cxtrafting the 
foetus the head was fcparated from the body, 
.and the formei^ remained in the uterus. The 
inidwife imputed this accident to a fpafmddic 
contraftion of" the heck of the uterus. After 
many fruitlefs attempts, during fix hours, to 
finilh the' delivery, ftiefehtfor ouf author, who 
^ound the mouth of the uterus fo dilated, that 
his hand palled eafily into its cavity. The head 
'of the child feemed to be inclofed in a kind of 
lac, formed by a contraftioii of the uterus 
around its neck, (o that ho other part of ic 
could be felt than the firft vertebi'a colli projefting 
a little from the fac into the Cavity of the 
womb. The author*s repeated endeavours to 
temove the head from this fituation proving in- 
effcftual, and the patient complaining much of 
Jjairt, he deemed it prudent to withdraw his 
hand, ihd to prefcribe Venasfedjtion and twenty 
drops of tlndlura thebaica. After a few hours, 
tegular labour pains came on, and the head, be* 
ing at length preffed down into the vagina, was 
cafily extrafted. 

The author clofcs his account of this cafe 
with feveral ufcful remarks. He obferves, that 
the uterus oftentimes contracts fo unequally, 
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that in attempting to. turn a child he has more 
than once found the feet inclofed in a fac fimilar 
to the one juft now fpoken of, and chat the 
placenta is frequently furrounded in afunilar 
manner is, he adds, a well-known fa£fc. 

In cafes where the head of the foetus is torn 
off in the uterus, and where no haemorrhage or 
other alarming fymptom takes place, he very 
prudently advifes us to trufl: the delivery to 
nature. 

XL A cafi fof purulent cough cured hy an ah- 
fiefs. By J. W. Gulbrand, M. D. — ^The pa- 
tient, a woman fifty-nihe years old, after having 
been for fbme time troubled with opprelTion at 
the breaft, cough, purulent expe&oration, pain 
about the region of the liver, and an univerfal 
anafarca, was at length relieved by a large ab- 
fcefs a little below the right fcapula, which dif- 
charged a great quantity of matter. Soon after 
this, iffues were opened in each of her legs; 
and by thefe means, together with the ufe of 
decoftion of the bark and elixir of vitriol, (he 
recovered in about five months. The author 
obferves, that a cafe fimilar to this is related by 
Van Swieten in the third volume of his com- 
mentaries. As an appendix to this paper, Dr. 
Gulbrand has added the following pradical xt^ 

marks. 
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marks, viz. i. He has feen an obftinate pain in 
the left knee, remaining after a rheumatic fever, 
carried off by ^n increafed fecretion of urine. 
2. He finds a fcabious cfflorefcence to be the 
xnoft certain crifis in the generality of fevers 
among the common people. 3, He has had 
occalion to treat a clonic fpafm of the ball of 
the right eye, which was occafioned by light- 
ning, and refifted every remedy, 4. He has 
experienced excellent cffefts from clyfters of 
cold water in malignant fevers. 95. He has found 
a powder compofed of cream of tartar, kermes 
mineral, arym root and flowers of fulphur, ufc* 
ful as an alterative remedy. 6. In gouty cafes, 
and in glandular fwellings after fevers, attended 
Tvith thick turbid urine, he has feen good effefts 
from the ufe of the extracts of aconitum, cicuta, 
and belladonna. 7. After many trials he is far 
from being convinced of the efficacy of quaflia. 
8. He had pccafion to fee a young man, who 
foon after having been cured of the itch by the ung. 
e fulphiirey was attacked with a difficulty of 
breathing fo as to be unable to lie down in his 
bed, and at the fame time had an ccdematous 
fwclling of the left arm, with an irregular pulle. 
The patient died ; and on diflcftion, the whole 
of the left lobe of the lungs was converted as it 
C c c 2 were 
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were into a ftcatomatous tumour, that adhered 
to the pleura and ribs. 9. In another patient, 
a dropfical boy twelve years old, who had been 
cured of the itch in the fame manner, our au- 
thor found the right kidney changed into a 
fimilar tumour. 10. He has feen intermittent 
fevers cured by pulv. rad. calami aromaticu 
after the Peruviaij bark had been tried without 
efFcft. 

XII. Of the cure of the venereal Sfeafe m 
children. By].^. Schocnheider, M, D. 

The author obfcrves, that the difeafe com- 
monly appears about the third or fourth week 
after birth. The firft marks of it are ufually 
red or blue fpots about the anus and pudenda, 
and fometimes on the forehead. The mode of 
treatment he recommends, is to give the patient 
one grain of calomel with two grains of fugar, 
and four of magnefia, daily. In very young 
children, twelve dofes ard faid to be in general 
fuljicient-, but he has fometimes found it ne- 
ccflTary to prefcribe forty. He ha^ never feen a 
falivation excited by this courfe j a circumftance 
he afcribcs to the frecjucnt loofc ftools to which 
children arc fubjeft. Sometimes, however, he 
has feen convulfions take place ; but fuch fymp- 
toms, he obfcrves, were generally ibon removed 
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by clyfters, and by anointing the fpine with tha 
unguentum ncrvinum Pharm. Dan. 

XIII. A cafe of venereal confutnption cured hy 
mercurial friSions.

M. D.

XIV. PraSical obfervations^on the connexion rf 
intirmiHent fevers with other difeafes. By Fred. 
Lewis Bang, M. D.— The author of this paper 
prefents us with feveral remarks on the difeafes 
that accompany or are produced by intermit- 
tents, fuch as topical pains, cough, diarrhce^ 
obftruftions of the liver, and dropfy. When 
the laft of 4:hefe takes place, he has generally 
found the mod efficacious remedy to be cream 

^of tartar, taken in dofes of two fpoonfuls thr^ 
times a dgy. In one cafe, however, in which a 
dropfy pf the legs, (highs, and abdomen was 
brought on by an intermittent of eleven weeks 
(landing, the dropfy fcemed to gain ground 
during the ufc of this remedy, fo that our author , 
judged it prudent to lay it afidc, and fubftitutc 
the bark in its ftead ; by which means he had 
the pleafure to fee both the intermittent and 
dropfy fpepdily removed. In another patient^ a 

lady 
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lady fifty years old, who had been troubled with 
an anafarca three years previous to the attack of 
the intermittent, both difeafes were cured in the 
f^e manner, 

XV. Of an uncommon dife^fe of sbe liver j cured 
hy fiKrcury. By J, Clem. Tode, M. D.— We 
have here the cafe of a patient forty-6v€ years 
old, who was fcized in the Eaft Indies with 
iymptoms of an obftruftion of the liver, which 
were foon removed, and he continued well tilj 
fome time after his return to Europe, when^ 
without any apparent caufe, he was again atr: 
tacked with the fame complaint. He breathed 
with difficulty, complained of a fenfation of 
weight and heat in the right hypochondriunfi, 
and had a hard painful fwelling at that part of 
the abdomen. To thefe fymptoms were added, 
flight fever, lofs of appetite, dejedlion of Ijpirits, 
and difturbed fleep. No yellow tinge was obr 
fervable in the fkin, eyes, or urine; but the 
tumour in the hypoqhondrium enlarged, grew 
more painful, and to the touch feemcd to afford 
mark? of a fluftuation, In this ftate recourfc 
was had to mercury. Mercurial unftion was 
rubbed upon the tumour, and calomel was given 
internally, combined with rhubarb and fqap, 
according to the method nientioned by Dr, 

Lind, 
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Lind. Within a few days the belly became 
more lax, and he voided much biie with his 
ftools, an cffcft which no purgative remedies 
had before been able to produce. At the end 
of a fortnight all the fymptoms were greatly di- 
minifhed ^ in the third week a gentle falivatio^ 
was excited; fo that the patient fpit about half a 
pint daily. The dofes of mercury during the 
fourth and fifth weeks were gradually leflcned. 
A few gentle purgatives were prefcribed towards 
the end of the courfe, and the paticntMs now 
well. 

XVL PraSical remarks on hepatitis. By U. 
B. Aafkow, M. D.— In April and May 1778^ 
fevcral cafes occurred to the author, of hepatitis 
combined with a flight degree of jaundice. The 
difeafe was attended with fever which increaied 
towards evening ^ colic pains, in fome patients, 
accompanied with vomiting ; a pain under the 
falfe ribs, on the right fide, extending to the pic 
of the ftomach, which was likewife painful wliea 
touched) cough, at firft dry, but about the 
fourth day attended with a copious expcAoration 
of yellowilh mucus, now and then flightl/ 
ilreaked with blood. The face, which was pale 
at the beginning, began about the third day to 
have a ycllowiih tinge. The urine, from being 

pale.

palcj Was obfervcd about the fourth day to de^- 
pofit a bilious fediment. On the fcvcnth day, 
which our author fuppofes to have been critical, 
the patient generally experienced relief, by hav- 
ing a flight difpofition to fweat, loofe fiools^ and 
an increafed expeftoration, which continued four 
or five days, when all the fymptoms ufually dif- 
appeared. The method of cure adopted by Dr4 
Aafkow was (imple, and in general fuccefsfuL 
He began with vcnaefeftion, which Was re- 
peated if the pain did not foon abate. He was 
careful to keep the body conftantly lax ; and for 
this purpofe prefcribcd manna, honey, nnAurc 
of rhubarb, whey, &c. When the fever began 
to decline, he gave dccoftion of the bark, with 
rhubarb or oxymel of fquills. In two cafes 
where the pair! continued obftinate,' bliftcrs ap- 
plied near the feat of the pain had a good effcftj 
and in one patient, whofe complaints were more 
troublefome and of much longer duration than 
the reft, rccourfe was had to. mercury, which 
excited a felivation that continued upwards of a 
month, and efFefted a cure. This laft cafe is 
related by the author at full length, 

XVI I. A cafe of retroverted uterus. By John 
Philip Rogert, M. D.—The fubjcft of this 
paper was 4. woman forty-four years old, who 

$, was 
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Vas (eizpd y(t\ilc at work with violent pains in 
the lower pare of her abdomen, which flie af- 
cribed to colic The day following fhe com- 
plained of ifchuria; but being unwilling to 
apply for medical affiftance, fixtcen days elapfed 
before our author faw hen On being told that 
her menfcs had difappeared about ten weeks 
before, he attributed her prefent complaints to 
pregnancy. On inquiiy, a large, round, hani, 
and immoveable body was felt in the pelvis, 
but no veftige of the os uteri c;ould b^ diilin^ 
guifhed. The belly was tenfe and painfull 
With fomc difficulty a catheter was introduced 
into the bladder, and two or three pints of urin^ 
were evacuated. The author was then able to 
difcover the os uteri, concealed as it were under 
the pubis, and by introducing his hand into the 
vagina, and puQiing the fundus uteri upward 
and a little to one fide, in order to avoid the 
prominence of the facrum^ the uterus refumed 
its natural pofition. The night following this 
operation, the patient had a flight difcharge of 
blood from the uterus, which feemed to threaten 
abonion ^ but by keeping her quiet, and in bed 
for a few days, (he recovered and went her full 
time, at the end of which Hie, was happily de- 
livered. ' f;

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XVIIL An account of a peculiar tumour of the 
ovarium. By M. Saxtorph, M. D. — A lady 
who had borne two children, was taken, when 
on the road and in a carriage, with a great deGre 
to make water. She retained it for fotne hours 
thro' modelly ; and then, when fhe endeavoured 
to void it, was feized with violent pains and 
convulfions. At length (he evacuated her urine, 
and the convulfions ceafed ; but a few days 
after, fcverifli fymptoms came on, attended with 
pain and a difficplty in making water. Thefe 
fymptoms were occafioned by a prolapfus uteri, 
which our author reduced by the prel&rc of his 
hand. About a year afterwards as (he was 
riding in a coach the complaint returned, and 
was reduced \ti the fame manner as before % but 
from that time (he conftantly complained of a 
fenfation of weight on the right fide of the re- 
gion of the pubis, and it was not long before a 
tumour was perceptible in that part. At length 
the right thigh fwelled to an enormous bulk, 
became gangirnousj and the patient died. On 
di(re6lion, the right ovarium was found en- 
larged to the fize of a child's head, and filled 
with a fcbaceous matter, in which was a con- 
fidcrable quantity of twitted hair. 

XIX. Of the cure of aH afiites of five years 
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Jlandtng. By S. T. dc Meza, M. D.—Wc have 
here an account of- a woman forty years old, 
who, after thrice undergoing the operation of 
the paracentefis, was at length cured by taking 
the cxymel colcbici in the manner recommended 
. by Baron Storck. The author informs us, that 
the fluid difcharged at the third tapping had a 
purulent appearance, and that the patient after- 
wards became heftic, and voided little or no 
urine. He afllires us, iiowcver* that in a. few 
days after ihe began to take the colcbicum^ the 
difcharge by urine increafed confiderably, and 
that by perfevcring for fomc time in the daily 
ufc of a few tea-fpoonfuls of the remedy, all 
her fymptoms gradually ,difappeared. 

XX. At^ account jof a tertian attended with re^ 
markable fymptoms. By P. C. Abildgaard.— An 
hyfterical woman, forty years old, was attacked 
with a tertian, the iecond paroxyfm of which 
was accompanied by a lofs of voice that conti- 
nued ten hours. The third fit, however, pro- 
duced a very different effect *, for inftead of apho- . 
nia, the patient was feized with what our author 
calls a metro-maniaj or rage for reciting verfes, 
which fhe did extemporej having never before 
had the leaft tafte for poetry. When the fit was 
over ihe became ftupid^ and remained fo till the

return of the paroxyfm, wh6n (he refumcd her 
poetical powers again. After the fixth pa- 
roxyfm, the bark, of which (he had taken half 
an ounce Between each fit, not having proved 
efficacious, and the author, on account of her 
difordered imagination and a troublefome coC- 
tivcnefs fhe laboured under, fearing to incrcafe 
the dofe of it, thought proper tb lay it afidc, 
and in its'rtead prefcribed an tmulQoft'of gum 
ammoriiacum and afafcerida, which in a few 
days renioved the Complaint^ 

!^Xi. A cafi of exceffive intoxication. By 
Ihicnry Callifcn. — ATailor, thirty years old, after 
drinking immoderately of brandy, was left by 
hisjcompanions all night in the open air in au- 
tumn. The next morning he was brought to 
the Naval .Hofpital with all the fymptoms of 
apoplejcy v bye by repeated bloodletting, and by 
getfing emetic tartar into his ftomach (o a5 to 
excite. vDmiting, he recovered his fenfes in about 
fwcnt)^ hoqfs. ' ' 

.^ XXII. 4^ vijlance of death occafwned by the 
power of imagination. By S. T. de Mcza, M. D. — 
The drfeafe which our author afcribes to the 
power of imagination, feems to have been a 
phr^nfy that originated frorn fome other very 
different caufe. The patient, a Jew, of a fuper- 

flitious, 
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ftitious, melancholy dilpoiition, became fuddcrfy 
furious. Emetics, venaefeftion, blifters, and 
evacuations were tridd widiout efFeft, and oA 
the third day from the attack the patient died. 

XXIII. TJbree injlances of umxfeSled recovery. 
By}* H. Schoenheider, M. D.— The firft of thefe is 
a cafe of midwifery in which the arm* prefented. 
After replacing it, the author attempted to go 
up for the feet in order to turn the child ^ but 
not being able to do this, and the patient being 
exhaufted by the pains, he thought it prudent 
to defift for a time, and recommended ven^e- 
fe6tion, reft, and an antiphlogiftic regimen. 
The next morning he was furprized to find that 
the woman had been delivered of a dead child 
without any afliftance. The next is a cafe of 
ftrangulated hernia,' which after having been at- 
tended with the mbft alarming fymptoms for 
three weeks, terminated favourably. The re- 
medies employed were Peruvian bark, laxative 
dyfters, and cold applications to the hernia.— 
The third is a cafe of curvature of the Ipinc, 
that came on during an acute difeaie in a youth 
of thirteen years, and was cured by his fbfc 
pending himfelf every day by his hands.

From 
ks effeAs in theie cafes the author concludes^ 
that it afts.by promoting cxpeftoration. He 
has generally found it mod beneficial in recent 
cafes, but he has feen it cure even whea the 
difeafe has been of a year's ftanding. He affures 
us it proves equally efficacious, whether the dii- 
cafc originates from haemoptyfis, a neglciflcd 
CoW, or peripneumony ; but in phthifis attended

tigo, &c. , He was now and then fubjcd to 
haemorrhoids, but the difcharge was fmall, and 
did not relieve him. Venslc^Uoa wa& tried, but 
without any better efied. At length fix leeches 
were applied around the anus ; they produced a 
copious Qow of bloody which continued for (e- 
veral days, after which the coftive/iefs and other 
fymptoms were effeftually rcmov^. 

XXVIL Sfueral remarkable c^is in fitrgery. 
By Henry Callifen^^The firft of thcfe is the 
cafe of a female patient, who laboured under all 
the fymptoms of a ftrangulated hernia femo- 
ralis. On the fourth day of the incarceration 
the mcnfes appeared, and the fymptoms abated 
confiderably; but returned again the day Vol- 
Jowing, when the author thought it advifeablc 
to perform the operation ufual in fuch cafes. 
On cutting through the Ikin, the tumour which

be had fiippofcd ta be the hesniav wa$.fbiuid to 
be a glandular fwelling feated in the ceUulaf 
membrane* Beyond this» however, a fmall her^ 
nia was difcovered between the pedinahs and 
the tendon of the pfoas, which was eafily re- 
duced by dilating the ligamentum Fallopii,— 
The fecond is likcwifc a cafe of hernia fcmo- 
rails. On perforfning the opeiiation, no ap- 
pearance of a hcrma could be difcovered below 
the ligamentum Fallopii •, but above it, the apo- 
neui-ofis was diftended to the fi'ze of a pigeon's 
e^. An iflcifion was made into it, and a piece 
of inteftine, violently inflamed, found in the 
fac. The cavity of this fac communicated with 
the abdomen by a very fmall opening, through 
which the inteftine was eafily reduced. The 
fymptoms were relieved by this operation, but 
foon returned ' again with great violence, and 
produced death in twenty-four houns. On dif* 
fcftion, another hernial fac was difcovered under 
the ligamentum latum, extending upwards 
towards the pfoas mufcle, and containing a por- 
tion of inteftine in a gangrenous ftate. — The 
third is a cafe of coftivenefs, which our author 
afcribes to a palfy of the inteftincs, brought on 
by retrocedent gout. . The difcafe proved fatal 
in nine days ; and on difleftion, the intejlinum 

cacum 
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i4ecum was found enormoufly diftendcd^ fo as to 
occupy atmoft the whole cavity of the abdo^ 
men.— The fourth is a cafe of fatal haemorrhage 
from the anus. The patient, who had been for 
three months labouring under a quartan, was 
ieizedy previous to a paroxyfm, with a violent 
pain in the left hypochondrium, accompanied 
with vomiting. The abdomen foon became 
diftended; and in about a quarter of an hour 
blood flowed from the anus, and the patient 
died convulfed, before the author, who was im« 
mediately fent for, could reach him. On dif* 
fe&ion, the fpleen, which was very large and 
fiacpid, was foqnd adhering to and communi- 
cating by a iinaU opening with the ftomach, 
which as well as the whole inteftinal canal, was 
filled with coagulated blood. The fifth and laft 
caie afibrds an inftance of the vertebrae of the 
neck being lulcated, without proving fatal. In 
difledting a dead body, the author found a real 
anchylofis of the bodies, and articular proceflcs 
of the third and fourth cervical vertebrae, both 
twhi^h were confiderabiy diftorted«

THE performance here offered to the public, 
wais intended, it feems, by the author, as 
a text-book to his leftures ; yet at the fame time 
' to be plain and intelligible to thofe who might 
not have "the advantage of hearing his own 
comment. Unfortunately, however, he was cut 
off by a fever in the prime of life, before he 
, had finiihed or revifed the work. The talk of 
correcting and compleating it was undertaken by 
Dr. Sims, who lappears to have been actuated 
by a laudable zeal for the reputation of his 
deceafed friend. 

The work is compofed in the form of apho- 
rifois I a mode of writing, as the author himielf 

very 
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vciy properly obfervcs, which precludes the 
incroduAion of difFuie arguments, or a fplendid 
ftyle. He ventures, however, to recommend his 
performance " not only to theftudent, but to the 
** praftitioner, as what has borne the teft of ex- 
^ periment, and thence likely to endure the 
** tooth of time." 

The matter is arranged under the four ge- 
neral heads enumerated in the title. The firft, 
on generation, contains a concife but accurate 
defcription of the female organs of generation ; 
together with the fymptoms and general curative 
indications of the difeafes they are liable to. 
The author likewife takes occafion to relate the 
different thedrics of menftruation and concep- 
ception. The former of thefc he afcribes to, 
I. the peculiar ftrufture of the uterus ; 2. to a 
general plethora ; 3. to a vafcular fpafm, pro- 
duced by the two former caufes, and always 
dcmonftrable by the pulfe. 

" Conception, he fays, occurs in the ovaria, 
** by the communication of the male fenlen to 
" them through the womb and Fallopian tubes, 
«« and by its abforption into a mature ovum j 
*« where, by mixture with the liquor of this 
" ovum, it forms the rudiments of the em- 
« bryo." 

Eee 2 Speaking 
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Speaking of prseterna^ural formation, he verjr 
juftly denies that it can be owmg to an^ powers 
in the imagination of the av)ther, who is gene- 
rally ignpraniC when, and always how, concept 
tion happens. Befides, as the author oUerves, 
her ima^nation pofielfes no foch power over 
any part of her own body ; there is no com* 
munication by blood veflels or nerves between 
the mother and foetus ; pra&ternatural formation 
often appears without any emotion in the mo- 
ther's imagination, which on the other hand is 
frequently difturbed without any fuch efied taking 
place; and in fine, a deviation from the na- 
tural form is obferved occafionally to happen, 
not only in every fpecies of animals, oviparous 
a3 well as viviparous, but alio in vegetables. 
He is therefore induced to afcribe it to ^^ im- 
" perfection or difproportion in the prolific 
** principles of male or female, or of both, 
*• producing fupcrfluity, deficiency, or difpro- 
•* portion-," 2, to " a difturbed union of thcfe 
** principles producing disfiguration and difloca- 
*• tion •," and 3. to " injury received exter- 
*• nally, by contufion, comprcffion, &cc. or in- 
ternally, by difcafe, producing concretion or 
deficiency" 

In the fecond part of the work, which treats 

of 
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of g^ftation, we are pneftnted wkh an account 
of the alteration that takes place in the bulk^ 
(hape, and fituation of the uterus ; the lize, 
weighty and pofition of the foetus at diflferent 
periods^ &c. He is of opinion, that fome (hare 
of its nutriment is evidently derived from the 
liquor amnii •, and in defcribing the involucra, 
he fpeaks.of the external chorion as being *^ the 
^^ membrana decidua of a celebrated contempo- 
*• rary anatpmift.** 

Among a variety of other fymptoms of ute- 
rine geftation, the author mentions a diflike of 
coition, paleneis, and fometimes a tawny co* 
lour, chiefly around the eyes ; alfo a curvature 
of the ipine and body backwards, to preicrve 
the centre of gravity on the thighs, with a confe- 
quent waddling in the gait, and propenfity to fall. 

In treating of extra-uterine geftation, the au- 
thor obierves, that the womb, if examined by 
the touch, is found in the unimprognated (late % 
and indeed he is not Angular in thls^ as it has 
been the generally received opinion ; but in a 
female fubjcA lately difle&ed in London, where 
the fcetus and fecundincs had been contained ia 
one of the Fallopian tubes, the uterus was 
found to have increafed in the fame proportion 
as in natural pregnancy* 

In 
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In the therapeutic part of gefbtion, the 
author notices the various difeales attendant on 
that ftatCy together with the methods of treats 
ing them. 

The third part treats of delivery, which the 
author divides into natural and prasternatural. 
The former of thefe he afcribcs to an irritation 
of the womb, arifing fcemingly from that di- 
latation of its orifice, which muft always take 
place fo foon as the cavity of the coUum uteri is 
completely diftcnded by geftation. 

Praeternatural labour, he thinks, is reducible 
to four heads, viz. " i. flow; 2. inftrumental; 
*' 3. wrong prefentarions ; and 4. complex.** 
The various caufes of each of thefe^ and the 
methods of remedying them, are accurately 
pointed out. ' 

In the cafe of twins, we are adviied to truft 
the delivery of the fecond foetus to nature, un- 
leis the fymptoms fhould be fuch as require 
affiftance. In thefe cafes we are told, that 
•' after a Ihort refpite of fome minutes, or per- 
*•* haps fcldom of fome hours, and very rarely 
^ of a few days, natural labour returning ex- 
«« pels the fucceeding foetus, even more fpeedily 
*« and eafily than the former: Nature (adds 
^^ the author) requires only our official, not 

" officious 



^ officious, aid." Speaking of the rupture of 
the uterus from too great :violence ufed in turn* 
jiig, the author remarks, that it <^ has fome* 
*^ times, though rarely happened, that the foetxis 
^ and fecundines. being propelled into .the ca- 
^' yity of the abdomen, and the womb contract* 
^* ing, which it generally foon does, even in 
*' fatal cafes, to a very moderate fize, the wo- 
^ man has furvived and carried about this load 
*• of extra-utcrme foetus.? 

In the fourth and laft part of his work, the 
author treats of recovery, or " the tranfubn to 
^* the found from the infirm ftate, confequeht 
«« to delivery,** which he divkles into natural 
and praetematural. He obferves, that ^* when 
*^ the coloftrum and milk are duly evacuated, 
*^ there is no fuch fever as authors have con- 
*^ ftantly defcribed to be neceflary to the oom* 
*^ menceonent of this fecretion, about the third 
** or fourth day after delivery." 

The difcafe that is found moft frequently to 
retard or prevent recovery, is tever, which is 
either partial or univerfal. Of the latter, the 
ephemeris is the moft frequent ; and on that ac- 
count, the author thinks, (hould be called the 
puerperal fever. This fometimes extends itfelf 
beyond the term of the ephemeris, and then 

puts 
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puts on tfie appearance of infiammatofjr or flow 
nervous £?ver, according to the conilkumn of 
the parent. Of partial fevcr^ the moft alarm- 
ir^^we are told isperit&nitiSj which is 4iftingi]ifh- 
ed into fimpte and complex. In cbe fonner, 
the inflammation attacks only the {mitonflbinn % 
in the latter, it extends to one or more of the 
sMominal yifcera. The author obferves, thaft 
this diifeaie, which generally appears in child- 
bed^ and is always .acoended with pyrexia, h 
nvhat is commonly, but improperly calkd puer- 
peral fever, as not only women in the pregnant 
ftate, but men aUb' are liable to it, ot both 
which he has feen feveral inilances. He even 
goes fo far as to ailert, <^ that he has not found 
^ 41 difeafe, of jequal appaient danger^ neady 
«« fo obedient to the laws of medicine as chis;f^ a 
He aflures us» that all dangerous fymptoms 
have almoft conftantly yanilhed upon the early 
and repeated ufe of an infufion of chamomile 
flowers, and of a faline mixture, in which Ro- 
chelle fait and emetic tartar were diflblved. 
Bleeding and ftronger vomits he has almoft 
invariaUy found injurious, and nitie of no qm* 
terial efficacy. Undet the head of ^< natusal 
^* roDOvery of the infant,** by which the author 
utiderftands ^^ its traHfitioo from cbe fottal jto 

« the 
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•* tlie infantile ftate without interruption from 
•• difeafe," he offers Ibme few remarks on the 
management of children ; after which he clofes 
his work with a concife defcription of their dif- 
eaiesi 



III. ReHtarks oH the influence of climate, fituatioriy 
naivre of country ^ population, nature of foodi 
and way of life •, on the difpofttion and timperi 
manners and behaviour^ intelleSs, laws and 
cujloms, form of government, and religion of 
mankind.

^T£GE TABLE, and even animal produc- 
*V tions, feem to be limited by nature to 
certain fituations. Man, however, appears to 
be an exception to this rule, and to be enabled 
to fubfift in every climate. He reigns with the 
lion and the tyger under the Equator, and af- 
fociates with the bear and rein-'decr beyond the 
Polar Circle. 

Nor is man lefs capable of fubfifting on a 
great variety of aliments, than he is able to 
endure a great difference of climate ; the former

of which circumflances, as well as the latter, 
is very properly adduced by naturalifts, as a 
great prefumption that he was intended by na* 
ture to inhabit every part of the world. But 
notwithftandiog this aOlftance afforded by na- 
ture, it may be juftly doubted if this unxvcr- 
fality of the human fpecies be not owing more 
to his rational faculties, which enable him to 
fupply the defcfts, and corrcft the exuberances 
of particular climates and fituations, than merely 
to his animal formation. 

But although man is enabled to fubfift by 
means ot thefe fuccours from his rational facul* 
ties, he is ftill liable to be confiderably affefted, 
both in his body and mind, by external circum- 
ttancef, fuch as climate, fituation, &c.' To 
cnumtrate feme of thefe, with their general 
ciiccls, is the purpofe of the work before u^ 
which the autiior with diffidence offers to the 
public,, no: as a complete difcuflion of the 
lubjccl, but only as a coUedlion of fuch ol> 
fcrvations as occurred to him on confidering 
•ir. 

The volume is divided into fix* books, cor- 
rcrfponding with the fubjefts mentioned ^in the 
title. Of theic, the firfl and the laft are by far 
the moft confiderable ; the former, on the effeft

of climate, occupying i66 pages, and the latter, 
on the influence of way of life, 295 pages of 
the work. Under each, head we meet with a 
great number of interefting remarks, the refult 
of exrenfive reading 5 but as the work, from the 
nature of its plan, is calculated for the phiiofo- 
phical rather than the medical reader, we (hall 
content ourfelves with feleftiqg from this va- 
riety of matter the following obfervations on 
diet. 

There is no nation, our author obfcrves, that 
live entirely^ upon either animal or vegetable 
food i but all ufe in fomc meafure a mixture 
of both. The Brachmans, who are faicj to live 
on a vegetable diet, eat milk, which is partly 
of an animal nature ; and the abftinence they 
^aftife appears to be too rigid for even fo hoc 
a climate, as they are in general meager, weak 
and fickly, labouring under a conftant diarrhoea, 
and feveral other diforders. On the other hand, 
the Laplanders are faid to live*on animal food 
only, but this has been contradifted by Lin- 
naeus, who fays, that bcfides milk, which they 
aifo take four, they ufe fome of the fpecies of 
arum, of the marlh, trefoil, and other plants 
very copioufly j fo that there is no inftancc of 
^ny nation living entirely on either of thcfc 
F f f a diet? 
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diets, though there arc feyeral which vary, the 
proportion of them refpeftivcly. 
' Dn Falconer remarks, after Haller, that anir 
mal food is much more nutritious than vege- 
table; both as containing a greater quantity 
of ncuriftiment, and as this nourifhment is' more 
(Cafily extracted. It likewife affords a greater 
ftimulus, and of courfe is more perfpirable than 
vegetable food -, but at the fame time it loads 
and oppreiTes the body, and requires the con- 
ftant repetition of a fever to throw it off; which 
tends greatly to wear out the conft;tution. 

Thefe properties, we are told, arc more re* 
markable in the flefti of wild than of tame ani- 
' inals ; in the carnivorous than in the herbivor 
reus ', in the old than in the young j in fuch 
as ;.rc c.itcn raw than in thofe that are dreflM 
w'lih f:rc ; and in fuch as arc killed in the bloody 
Ahm in fuch as are bjed to death. It is true, 
tiiat no carnivorous animals are at prefent ufed 
in diet among Europeans j but Dr. Shaw fays 
that the lion was eaten at Algiers, and that it 
raRed like yeal. Hippocrates mentions the flclh 
of the dog and of the fox in his treatifc on 
diet; and the Romans ate the flefli of rats, 
^hich they fed on vegetable food only, as tlie 

Otaheiteans 
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V 

Otahcitcans do the dogs they ufe for the lame 
purpofe. 

The effcfts of raw meat on the difpofitioa 
of animals is inftanced in the greater fiercenels 
and rapacioufnefs of dogs fed in this manner, 
than of fuch as eat their victuals drefled. From 
this proceeds the great ferocity of butchers dogs; 
and the tendency of this food to render them 
mifchievous is remarked in thofe that are apt 
to kill iheep, which after having once tafied 
the raw flefli, are with great difficulty reclaimed. 
Beads of prey probably owe their fuperior 
liercencfs in a good meafure to their food, 
which is always raw, killed in the blood, and 
moftly of the wild kind. The fame, adds our 
author, holds good of mankind. Thole na- 
tions who live by hunting are in general of a 
cruel difpofition* 

In confidering the effedb of animal diet upon 
the underllanding and intelleAs, he fpeaks of it 
as being evidently adverfc to the exertions of 
genius, fentiment, and delicate feelings, as well 
as to deep mental refearches. i\t the lame tim6 
he thinks it may be better adapted to the com- 
mon bufmefs of life, than a diet which pro- 
duces a greater degree of fenfibility. 

With 
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With regard to vegetable food, our author 
cbferves, that its producing a more fpare habit 
of body than animal diet, is probably owing^ 
not only to its containing lefs nutriment, but 
alfo to the acidity which prevails in all vegetable 
fubftances. Some compcnfation is^ however^ 
made for its being Icfs nutritive, by its being 
capable of being taken in much larger propor- 
tion than animal food. In hot countries, the 
climate renders feveral fruits fafe, and even ne- 
cefiary, in fuch quantities as would be hijghly 
dangerous with us. Peopl? in Perfia, according 
to Chardin, will eat at once, or at lea(l in- 
twenty.four hours, thirty-five pounds weight of 
melon. 

It appears, however, that notwithftanding 
the greater quantity in which vegetables . may 
be taken, they ftill require fomc ftimulus to be 
joined with them, \r\ order to render them fie 
for the purpofes of aliment. This is very 
bountifully beftowed by nature in thofc climates 
wi^tre vegetable food is moft ufed, and confifts 
of pungent aromatic plants, which though of 
themfelvc-s nearly deftitute of nourilhmcnr, cor- 
reft the bad qualities, and fupply the dc-fefts ' 
of thofc vegetables that are more nutriciouj?. 

Our 
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Our author defcribcs the cfFe(5ls of vegetable 
food on the difpofition^ &c. of mankind, as' 
being exaftly the revcrfe of thofe produced by 
aqimal diet. He mentions, after Arbuthnor, 
that the fierccft lions have been rendered trada- 
ble and docUc by being fed updn vegetable 
food^ and obfcrves, that the fame writer fpeaks 
of feveral inftances that bad fallen under his 
own obfervation, of irafcibility of temper, in 
the human Ipecies, being fubdued by a vege- 
table regimen* In proof of its being favour- 
able to mental exertions, he quotes the anec- 
dote related by Cheyne of Sir Ifaac Newton, 
who was fo fenfible of the unfavourable ope- 
rarion of animal food, that during the time of 
his writing his treatife on optics, which is gene- 
rally thought to be the work wherein his genius 
difplayed itfelf m its fuUeft force, he lived on a 
vegetable diet only, and that extremely fimple 
and rigid. 

The author agrees with Haller m confidering 
fifli as holding a kind of middle rank between 
animals and vegetables. They arc, he obferves, 
in general lefs putrcfccnt, and alfo lefs nutritive 
than flefh meats, and produce alfo lefs red blood 
and ftrength of body. He does not undertake 
to deter m me, whether the idea fug'gcfted by Ibmc 

v/ritcrs. 
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writers, that a fifli diet b more prolific dian one 
^of either animals or vegetables, is well-founded 
or not. 

He divides liquid food into the fermented 
and unfermented. Of the latter he ^akes water 
as an inftancc. He obfervcs, that from its 
pollefling no flimulant quality, the drinking of 
it has a tendency to render the temper even and 
regular ^ and that as it does not diforder the 
underftanding, tho(e who drink it are apt to 
acquire a habit of fccrccy and referve. He 
likewifc confidcrs it as favourable to morality. 

Speaking of fermented liquors, he remarks, 
that they produce 'an increafcd flow of fpirits, 
and have alfo the effect of opening the mind. 
To the greater ufc of thefe' liquors he afcribcs ' 
the greater franknefs and hdfpiCality of the 
Northern nations. Another effeft afcribed to 
fermented liquors, is that of fnfplring genius 
and fcntimcnt, efpecially of the poetical kind* 
This, at firft fight, might lecm ludicrous j but 
is ferioufly aflerted by feveral grave writers, and 
is, he believes, in fomd degree founded upon 
truth. 

Malt liquors, we are told, poflcfs in many 
refpefts the fame qualities with wine, but have 
not the fame reputation for improving the in- 

tellefts. 
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tellefts. This our author afcribes to their greater 
Vifcidity, which prevents the effcds of the fpi- 
rituous part upon the nervous fyftem ; to its 
' being more nutritious ; and laftly, to its having 
but little of the acid which accompanies wine, 
and is of great efficacy iri caufing the latter to 
pafs off quickly by the fecrctions. 

Diftilled Ipirits might appear to have nearly 
the fame effefts with wine, as being very thin, 
light, and poflTeffing nearly the iTame powers of 
the fpirituous kind j but m reality wine and 
fpirituous liquofs differ very much from ofte 
another; Diftilled fpirits, the author obfervds^ 
Want the acid of wine, and therefore remain 
longer in the body and arc more inflammatory. 
They are alfo more narcotic, and debilitate the 
nervous fyftem more than wine; They are like- 
wife deftitute of fixed ^t, to which wine in a 
great meafure owes its invigorating and chearing 
qualities. 

. Dn Falconet concludes thb part of his work 
with fomc remarks on tea, the ufe of which ht 
thinks may perhaps be lefs prejudicial in the 
hot climates of China smd Indian than it is in 
burs. But the noxious qualities of this plants 
he adds, are not unknown, even in its native 
countries. The Japanefe are fubjcit to the dia- 
VoL*I.N*VL Ggg betes. 
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|)etes, and t0 confumptive dHbrders refembling 
the atrophy, from its ufe ; and the CAinefe, it is 
laid, are fo fenfibk of thefe ccmfequences, that 
they rarely drink green tea at all| which is the 
moft remarkable for thefe effeds. 



AcMint of an elaftic Trochar^ confiruBed 01 a 
new principle^ far tapping tb^ hydrocele or watery 

i rnpiure: ty wHcb the operation may he per* 
formed at any period of the difeafe^ and with kfs 
pain than with the common trocbar. With a few 
words in favour of a larger trocbar^ an a find* 
lar conJlruSimt for tapping. tUe abdomen. By 
John Andree, Surgeon to the Magdalen Hojpital^ 
and the Finfhury Difpenfary. 8vo. Davis, Lon- 
don^ 1 78 1. 41 pages with a copper-plate, is. 

THE fuperiority of modern furgcry over 
that of the ancients is in a great xneafure 
owing to the various improvements that have 
been made in the ftrudure of furgical inftru- 
ments.. In the pamphlet before us an account 
is given of an improvement of the trochar \ an 
inllrument, as the author obferves^ that is more 
frequently ufed,than almoft anf other in fuigcry, 

excepting tlie lancet and fcalpel. 

It 
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It has been ofagefted to the common trochar 
that it not only occafions conftderable pain, but 
likewife that it cannot be ufed in the early ftage 
of the hydrocele without danger of wounding 
the tefticle. Both thefe inconveniences, the au- 
thor aflures us, are remedied by his elaftic tro- 
char, of which he gives the following de« 
fcription : 

«' This inftrument confifts of twcr parts ; the 
*« one is called the ftilet, or perforator, the other 
*• the canula. The whole of the ftilet, cxcept- 
*^ ing its point, is contained wi^in the canula, 
*^ which is fiat, but fomewhat convex on each 
** furface, and has two fharp edges. 

" The canula (a tube) is formed of two pieces 
^« of well-tempered elaftic ftccl, which are fo 
" accurately fitted together at their edges, as 
^ to form a complete canula, and clofely em- 
" brace the body of the ftilet. When the inftru- 
** ment has been paffed into the part afl%6ked, 
« on withdrawing the ftilet with the Imallcft de- 
** gree of force, the canula opens juft wide 
«* enough to allow of its exit, and afterwards, 
•* by its own elafticity^ ck>ies immediately ^ bc- 
^^ ing then a complete and perfeA canula open 
" at each end.** 

The author remarks that this new trochar 

may be ufed with fafety, as fOon as there is a 
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depth of water cqi^aj to the cutting part of tho 
inftrument, and a very fniall portion of the car 
ixula ; which depth three or four Qunces will af- 
ford* He himfelf lately tapped a hydrocele, the 
contents of which were only fix ounces, although 
by many authors, the quantity of water to be coir 
•leded is fixed at a pint. 

That the ufe of this new inftrumcnt will be atr 
tended witit leis pain than the common trochar, 
|s a point, he thinks, not to be queftioned, when 
It is confidered that the wound made with the 
former is, as he has proved by experiments, and 
by the moft exdft meafuremcnt; lefs by about one 
third than that made by the common inftrumenr^ 
and that its canula enters without the Icaft de- 
ree of force. The principal advantage afcribcd 
>y Mr. Andree to this laft circumftance i^, that 
the ufe of his trochar will be perfedly fafe in an 
early ftate qf the difeafe, as it entirely fecures thq 
tefticle from the danger of being wounded by 
the ttilet ; of which there is confefledly fome de- 
cree of hazard by the. common trochar, in thofc 
cafes at leaft in vsrhich the vaginal* coat is beconic 
fo very ;ough and thick, as not to be pene- 
trated without much force in ufing that inftru- 
^ent, which is then apt to plunge deeper into 
^e part than was intended. This, he imagines. 
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{s the circumftance alluded to by the tite Mft 
Sharpe, when he recommends^ in fuch caies, th« 
punAure by lancet^ in preference to that by the 
irochar. 

Mr. Andree is perfuaded that an inftrumenl: 
on the fame conftru&ion, of a larger fize^ wil| 
alfo be found preferable to the inftrumentat pr&r 
fent ufed in performing the radical cure for the 
jiydrocele by fbton ; both beeaufe. it would pafii 
more eafily, and beeaufe it might be ufed at zx^ 
early period of the difeafe, whicli the other can* 
not, from its fize being fuch as to require a con-* 
|iderable degree of refiftance to admit of its ule 
Yifith fafety. 

He obfenres likewife that a firailar trochar, of 
f larger fize, may be ufed for the afcites, and 
will be found to have the fame advantages over 
the commoiii one, vi?. that it will enter witl) 
more eaie to the operator, and leis pain to the 
patient ; and that it may be ufed with lafety iq 
an early ftate of the difeafe. 

Early tapping in the abdominal dropfy, though 
recommended by Ibme of the beft phyficians^ 
and on, the mod: rational principles, has not been 
hitherto confidered as a fafe operation ; a confix 
derable quandty of water being judged neceflary 
(o yield fufficient refiftance to the inftrument, tq 

keep 



keep it from wounding the vtfcera. This except 
tion however, our author is of opinion, may cer** 
tainiy be obviated by the ufe of diis trochar, 
fijnce, as ic may be introduoed without force, a 
very 'Ixnall quantity of water will fuffice to kocp 
its^point from doing mifchtef. 

Xt i3 certain that under certain ciroumftances 
early tapping may become a mbft defirable ob- 
jeft, in order to relieve the patient from the pain 
occafioned by the water, before it is accumula^ 
in iuffident quantity to render the ufe of the 
common trochar lafe, or warrantable. The 
truth of this obfervation is fufficiently illuilrated 
by the following curious cafe related by the aii-' 
thor. — A patient was afflifted wkh a paiti -at His 
ftomach, which had been gradually increarftig" 
for two years. On the i6th of September, the 
day Mr. Andree firft faw him, he was troubled 
with conftant flcknefi, and inclination to vomit 
after taking the fmalleft quantity of animal food. 
His belly was much and fuddcnly increafed In 
fize. A degree of undulation was perceptible by 
the touch. The quantity of fluid, however, was 
not fufficient to warrant the ufe of the common 
trochar \ but the patient moft carneftly defired 
to be tapped, as the great and hourly increafe of 
^ain from the accumulating water, rcQdered life 

other- 
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otherwife infupportabie. In compliance with hU 
requeft, and with the confent of the other me- 
dical gentlemen who were confulted, our author 
ventured to tap him immediately with a com- 
mon large trochar (not having then invented hii 
new inftrument) after firft making a pundture 
with an impofthume lancet. This operation was 
repeaced three feveral times. He filled remark- 
ably faft ; for he was tapped a iecond time on 
Ae 4th of Oftober, and again on the 25th. On 
ii^eftion of the parts after dcsah it was difcovercd 
dMt this dfopfy was occafioned by a fchirrus of 
ijm part of the omentum which is attached to 
the ftomacb. The water had been firft coUedted 
between the two lamina of the omentum, which 
it had burft through, and was diffufed into the 
cavity of the abdomen. This circumftance hap^ 
pened a few days before the firft operation ; and 
the patient was enabled to fpeak of it, with cer- 
tainty, from having felt it (b very plainly*

JANUARY 4th 1780,1 was Called 10 Maftcf 
SpiaaU of chis-towfi, agpd nine years, ofrst^ 
ther a paio complexion and relaxed habit. He 
was feized a week before this with ^cute pain of 
the whole head» the teguments of wiiich were 
fore to the touch. At the tiitie I fay^ him hd* 
complained of nwfea; anorexia^ efratic pains 
of the extremities and .head; and of thirfl 
efpecially towards evening. H^s tongue was 
clean, his puife rather fi^iienti I began by 
prefcribing an emetic, and afterwards emptied 
the bowels by a gentle purge, at the fame time 
advifing the application of blifters behind the 
cars. The ficknefs left him after taking the eme- 
tic, but the other fymptom's remained* After 
this he took at different times the faline mixture, 
the bark^ and other remedies, but without aiiy 
apparent effedb. The difcharge from the bliftera 
was likewife continued^ 



Jan, 20th. He complained that the light W4i 
painful to his eyes,, the pupils of which were 
much dilated; he waS troubled wUh Ilrabifmus, 
and could not diftinguifli capiul letters in print; 
had double vifion i Tpoke unufaaUy Aqwi wm 
afFefted with ftupor, -arid could not rife out of 
bed. His cbunfenahce, liowcver* wa^ not akcred, 
but his extremities were conflderably emaciated. 
His appejite continued good ; lie flept weUj had 
but little .thirft, his abdomen was rather tenfe 
and hard, but his ftools and pulfe were regular.

Mr. Hamilton, an ingenious furgeon and apothe- 
cary who attended the patient with me, was of 
the fame opinion as myfelf concerning the na?

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could not be cafily raifed (as id this cafe) and 
many inftances where the difcharge could not 
be procured^ though a mercurial courfc had 
been regularly coridudled for this purpofe j and 
yet a cure was obtained^ although a greater quan- 
tity of mercury was required for that purpofe. 
This likewife was the cafe in our patient with the 
hydrocephalus internus. 

It may be prefumed, that in near forty years 
that t baye been engaged in the praAice of phyfic, 
I mu(t have feen feveral patients in this difeafe^ 
yet of all that I have attended, .1 never fucceeded 
in any but the prefent cafe, k is true I never 
gave mercury but to one other patient fonw 
years before^ and then m fmall dofes, and with-> 
out any intention to ialivate % and from mercury 
given in fo fmaU i^ quanuty the lame fuccefi 
could not be expqflecL In the Edinbucgh AieJ* 
Ctmment. I find the hiftones of feven patients in 
this diforder treated with mercury, of whom 
fiyc were cured, and one relieved by it In the 
Med, Obf* and Inq. Vol. 4. we meet with ons. 
inftan(;e of recovery from the fame complaint^ 
which makes fix cured out of eight, a great prop- 
portion cured of fo fatal a,di(eafe« 

It is not improbable that/evcral more patients 

loay have been treated by dtffirrKBt pra^itiooert 

H h h a wi:h 
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with mercury, iinceDnDobibn fiift rec^ipmend- 
ed it, than we are acquainted with, and.unfuccefs- . 
fully, as phyficians in general are not over-fond of 
publilhing their want of fuccefs. Why may not 
mercury fometimes cure tjiisdiforder without ptya* 
lifm, as well as it does fometimes the lues venerea ? 
And may not mercury a£t in this cafe as adeobftru- 
cnt, by removing the obftruftions in the fyftem of 
abforbents in the ventricles of the brain, and 
rendering them capable again of abforbing the 
cxtravafated fluid* andJo cure the difeafc?

II. A cafe 6f EpUepf^ fuccefsfully treated. By 
Mr. Thomas Clark, Surgeon at Market Har- 
iorougb. Read J uiie 4, 1 7 8 1 . 

IN the courfc of my praftice, I frequently 
meet with patients who date the origin 6f 
their complaints from inoculation for the fmaiU 
pox. They wiil fay, that they enjoyed a good 
ftate of health from their infancy till they un- 
derwent inoculation, but that fince that pe- 
riod they have been fut^edl: to ophthalmia^ 
cpi lep fy, wandering paiiti in the limbs, im^ 

poflhumatioo^ 
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poftbumations, &c. ' Tliefc complaihts: . mighr 
perhaps bavft appealed after a recovery from 
the fmalUpox in the natural wdjr, and poflibly 
from various other caufes ; but at any rate it 
feems defcrving the attentbn .of medical prac- 
titioners, to determine by accurate and repeated 
obfervations whether thefe fulpicions. are well- 
founded ; and if the evil really exifts, to en- , 
deavour to obviate it by Tuitable remedies. 

• In the cafes of this kind that have fallen 
under my 'own care, I have generally expe- 
rienced good efFefts from mercurial purges, and 
antimonial emetics occadonally repeated y but I 
have never found any thing fo beneficial as an 
artificial difcharge by iflue or fcton. — Of feveral 
inftances of the efficacy of the latter in this 
way, 1 (hall content myfelf with mentioning 
the following. If the Society (hould think it 
deferving of a place in their Journal, it will 
afford me great fatisfafUon. 

A child, at the age of three years, was inocu- 
lated for the fmall-pox, had a favourable erup- 
tion, and pafled through the difeafe without any 
unul'ual fymptoms. Six weeks after her reco- 
very^ an inflammatory tumour appeared in the 
axilla, which fuppurated and healed without 

difficulty, A few weeks after this (he had a 

flight 
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flight ttttck of epUepfy, whkrh fw fix Mrttkf 
iccurned . every ten or twelve days. The (its then 
occurred every five or fix days, and afterwards 
became more md mote frequent, till at kngdi 
Ihe was attacked with them twice and fometimes 
thrice every day. She appeared to be fuddenly 
feized with pain, by her lifting her hand to her 
head, and would immediately fall down fenlc^ 
Ids. In the fpace of a minute (he would feem 
perfeftly cecovered, and play about the houfe 
aa ufual. She had a knowledge of their ap« 
pioach, by her endeavouring to get to a chair 
when Ihe was gobg to fall, and appeared much 
frightened. Althoug{» the frequency of attack 
was fo much increafedt the duration of the fitsi 
was not longer than at their firft appearance. 
Half a grain of vitriol, alb. as a fubftitute for 
the fior. zincu was given twice a day for a fort- 
night ; but the fits incrcafing, I ventured to try 
the effcfts of a feton in the back, which I pre- 
ferred to the neck, merely to avoid dbfiguring 
her by the fear. I determined at the fame time 
to give no medicine of any kind, that a perfeft 
trial might be given to the difcharge alone. 
The good effeft of this drain foon became evi- 
dent, by a gradual decreafe of the attacks* 
A month after the introduction of the ietoii« 

flic 
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(he remained Icven days free from an «teackt 
and in another month the fits entirely kft her« 
The feton was then fuflfered to dry i^,. and the 
diild appeared in good health i(i the day umtf 
but was often feverifh and thirfty in the night. 
I therefore direfted emetic tartar to be given 
once a week in the morning fading, in a dofe 
fufficient to puke. This method, with atten- 
tion €0 her diet, (bon removed every appearance 
of fever, and she cbikl remains perft6Hy wril, 
it being now four years fwce (he was inocu-

Mr. Thomas Hayes, furgeon at Hampftead Jn 
Middlefex, having feen the arucle relative to 
Buxton, in our Journal for April, has favoured 
us with the following additional information con- 
cerning the waters of that place — *^ Formerly 
there was but one bath at Buxton, which ladies 
and gentlemen ufed at certain hours alternately, 
but at prefent there are two baths, one for the 

Jadies 
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ladies and the other for gentlemen, and both are 
large enough to hold, not four only, as the fociety 
have been informed, but ten or fourteen per- 
fons at the fame time, very commodioufly. 
Both baths are fupplied by the fame Ipring, 
and are continually filling and emptying, fo 
that the waters are always frelh, and of the 
fame temperature. The ladies have a room ad- 
joining to their bath, but the gentlemen are 
obliged to drefs and undrefs in the bathing 
room, which is very damp, from the vapour 
that [b continually rifing. This evil is jafljy 
complained of, and a room ought certainly to be 
Cref^ed for the gentlemen, as well as the ladies^ 
as the cloaths get wet, and many inconveniences 
. arife from the want of one. The price of bath- 
ing is a (hilling for every perlbn that does not ' 
lodge at the Hall where the baths are fituated^ 
but only fix pence to thofe who do ; but that 
every inn may be on a footing in this refpeft. 
Lord Scarfdale, who owns mofl; of the other 
houfes, returns, by the landlords of them, a fix- 
pence to each pcrfon ; and to make the accom- 
modation compleat, a chair is provided by each 
landlord to carry his lodgers to the bath when it 
is wet, or they are unable to walk, and this

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without CKpence: \)ut there i$ no priority or pr^ 
ference whatever \n bathing^ whether ypU lodge 
at the Hall or at the other inns, of which ther^ 
are feveral very* good oncs^ partrcplarly due

The heatipg the waters artificially, as men-* 
tioned in the Journal, would doubtlds ad4 
greatly to their efficacy, in many dileafes. !»- 
member to have convcripd with the late Dr. For 
thergi)! on this fubjeft, who exprcfled his hopes 
that the Duke'of Devonfliire would add fhis to 
the tnany other jmproyemcats he is m^ing zt 
Buxton. That learned and ingenious phyfjcian. 
Dr. ^Percival, in his eflay qn thefe waters* has 
y6ry much recommended u ; and, I may add^ 
that the expence attending it would. not be conQ- 
fiderable, as coals are not dear there, and the ar- 
tificial hc2it wOuId be wanted only now and then;

I have fcen the moft ob- 
ftinate'fciaticas and rigidities of the fpine cured 
l^ them, after every means under the direftipa 
pf the moft eminent phyficians had failed. That 
worthy and judicious phyfiqian Dr. Bulbcki 
who has attended the bath for many years, has ^ 
accounts of their good cfk&s in a great number 
pfvery interefting cafes that have occurred in 
the courfe of his practice, which I hope he will 
publifh, for it h a pity the public in general 
ijioukl be deprived of fuch ufefijl information."

The author of this ingenious traft is already 
known to the world by his PhUofopbic{d Ohfer^ 
vations on the Senfes of Vifion and Hearings -i^c. 
In the prefent performance he has profecuted 

the 
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the enquiry concerning animal motion and heat, 
which, among other fubjefts, he had treated of 
in his former work ; and has alfo extended his 
refearches to other branches of phyfiology. 

Among other new matter we meet with the 
following remarkable fafts*: / 

In confequence of an idea which he had fug- 
gefted concerning the ufe of the bile, our author 
lived for fome time wholly on bread and radilhes ; 
and afterwards for a longer time on mutton and 
beef. During the vegetable courie bile feemed 
to abound lefs in the inteftines and faeces than 
during the animal, and therefore probably em- 
ployed more bile. To be fatisfied of this, he di- 
gefted, in half the gaftric juice taken from a dog's 
ftomach, fome bread and radifh, and in the 
other half fome fat and lean mutton ; then added 
to each a little of the animal's gall. The pre- 
parations were alike in bdth cafes ; but the ani- 
mal mixture tailed ftrongly of the bile ; the ve- 
getable hardly at all : and though he afterwards 
doubled the quantity of bile in the latter, it ftill 
feemed to tafte lefs of it than the other. . 

The author endeavours to deduce from thefe, 
and other experiments, the theory of the phlo- 
giftic and antiphlogiftic regimens, and the ufe. 
of the bile in the animal fyftem. His Qbfervations 

on 
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on thefe fubjcds feem to unfold td ui a mtW 
fyftem of phyfiology^ and we cannot bu( re- 
codimend a perufal of the work, as well » the 
profecution of the fubjeft, to the lovers of this
